m GERMANT. 


\N the year 1668, 1 left the large and 
pleaſant City of Norwich, and went 
by land to Yarmouth a Port Town in 
Worfolk , at the mouth of the River 
Hierus or Tare;large, fairly built and 
populous , very conſiderable for 
the great Herring: fiſhing in the Au- 
tumn, and tre commerce it maintain- 
eth in the Sereights ; Baltick, Britiſh and German Seas: 
With Italians, French, Spaniards, Dutch, Danes, and 
Swedes, I was here nobly entercained by that worthy 
and obliging perſon, Sr. lames Tohnſon , who aiſo fur- 
niſh'e me with letters of Credit, to Amſterdam, Franck- 
fort , Venice and Vienna; Whereby I was readily and 
handſomely accommodated in ail Parts where I had at- 


terwards occaſion to travel. 
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Awguſt the 14. about (1x a clock at night I went a- 
board the Angel-Ketch in Tarmouth Road , a Veſſel of a- 
bout £5 Tuns , and we immediately ſer ſay] for Rotter- 
dam ; we left St. Archolas-Sand on the Larboard, and 
after th at'the Aowles, a new Sand, notftaken notice ot 
to be ra:ſed above twelve years before. * We kept aur 
courſe all night , Eaſt and by South and Eaſt South-Eaſt, 
The S-a burned at the head of the Ship at the beginning 
of the night, but the Moon riſing there appeared nothing 
but fro:h. In the morning we diſcovered Graveſanat 
Steeple. Ir is the cuſtom ppan all this coaſt to ſend our 
Pylot-boats cuntinually to meet all Ships at Sea , and 
turniſh them with Pylots to bring them through the ſagde, 
and no Ship is to refuſe one: Having taken in our Pylor, 
we ſoon diſcovered Goree Steeple, and then the Byrel. We 
entred the River Moſs, or Maes, aLarge and noble 
Stream, Which ariſing in the Mountaines of Yauge, or 
V/geſus , paſſing by Veraun, Dinant, Namur , Liege, 
Maeſtricht , Rauremond, Venlo , and many conſiderable 
Flaces , doth here fail into the Ocean, we had a very 
pleaſant paſſage up the River, ſayling by many neat Vil- 
Lages , as Maeſe-ſluys, Schedeam, Delfshaven, and hand- 
ſome rowes of Trees up2n the ſhore, and arrived at Ror- 
teraam about ſixat night. This is one of the three chief 
palſages by Sea into Holland, the other being by 
Fluſbing 2nd the Texe/l. The neareſt cut out of Erp- 
land into Holland is from Laiftoffſe Point to Grave- 
ſanat, which 1s 28 Leagues,. and the deepeſt part 
of the Sea is about 28 Fathoms. There lay two of the grea- 
teſt Ships in Holland at that time near Rotterdam , the 
Crane and the Waſſener ; this latter built in lieu of that 
in which Admiral Opders was blown up, fighting againſt 
his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Yorke. The Heads or 
Keyes between which we entred the towne by water are 


handſome 
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handſome , and Ships of great burden are received imo 
the middle of divers ſtreets without difficulty, (their 
Channels being deep and larpe ) che honſes are welt buite, 

and the town Populous, they have an Exchange or place 
for Merchants to meet at , the ſtreets are ſo clean that the 
Women goe about in white Slippers, they being paved 
with Bricks Jaid edgwiſe, The Laxdthaiſe hath a fair 

frout. In the great Church the Organs , the Tower and 
the Monument of De wit , upon the Bridge the Statue of 
Eraſmus, as alſo the houſe where he was born, ard tte 
Pleaſure boars of the States are worth the [eeing, It bee 
ing then the time of their Kermis or Faire, there were 
playes acted and many rarities ſhewn,as Lions, Leopards, 
&c, and a preat noiſe was made about a tail Woman to be 
ſhewn of ſeven foot high; but the Boor of Leckerkrr'k, 
not far from this town, was higher. Parſons and Evans, 

porters to King Charles the firſt, did a.ſo exceed her, but 
I have ſeldom heard of any that was taller than e Martin 
Wierwſki a Polander, who at the age of forty two years 
was preſented to the Emperour eMaximilian the ſecond, 
as a rarity of nature,and was full eight foot high , whoſe 
pidure,as big as the life, I ſaw,near to the Franciſcans Ci ns 
vent at Viennain Auſtria. 

From Rotterdam [| paſſed by Overſchee to Delft, by 
the Powderhouſe, which is a handſome one , built now 
at ſome diſtance from the rowne to prevent the like acci- 
dent which befell when the former took fire and blew up 
part of the town, The Piazza or warket-place isa very 
fairone, having the front of the town houſe at one end 
of it, znd the high ſteeple of the new Church” at the 0- 
ther, Inthe old Church, Fan- -Tromps Tombe is very 
well carved upon the ſide of the Wa! |, himſelf lying up- 
on a Canon encompaſſed © with Arms and trophies, 
In the middle It of the new Church'there isa nob'e 
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monument, the Tombe of William of Naſſew Prince 
of Orange , together with his Wife and Son , Prince 
Maxricez his Stat#«18 in armour with his Dog at his feet, 
and four Obelisksare ſupported by ten Marble pillars. 
Ina houſe of this Town there were ſhewn me in aWall 
the marks of the bullets ſhot at Prince William , 
who was thereby murthered 1584. and Jn another 
Church which was broad and ſpacious 1 ſaw a handſome 
Tomb for Sr. Charles Morgans Lady, and the Monument 
of Peter Hein the Admiral , who took the Spaniſh Silver- 
fleet. 

The Hague, Haga Comitis, the ancient piace of Reſi- 
dence of the Counts of Holland , and now of the States pee 


_ neral; is about an h:uis-going diſtant from Dei/z; in 


which paſſage, at ſume diſtance, we had a ſight of two of the 
Prince of Orange's houſes. This placeis well built; the 
Prince's Court handſome ; The Pi4zz4 by it full of green 
trees ; wany fair Houſes. The Courſe where the Coach. 
es meet, the Pal!-mall, the Wood , the Park, do much 
beautifie ic, and the way from hence to Scheveling, from 
whence his Majeſty returned into England,is very remark- 
able , it being a ſtreight way cut through the Sand- hills, 
and paved with Brick for three miles, having on each 
hand four or five rows of Trees, and Scheyeling Steeple 
at theend of it, 
The Hague and Mad rid in Spain are accounted the 
greateſt Villages,or open unwalled places, in Europegand 
the Hollanders have thought it more honour to be Malters 
of the greateſt Village, thanofa place which, if it were 
walled , would come ſhort of many Cities;:but this may 
prove a dangerous reſolution, ſor formerly upon this ad- 
vantage, Martin van Roſſem, Captain to the Duke of 
Guelares, ſacked the Hague ; and it was lately in the like 
danger when, the French Forces lay at Krrecht and Wor: 
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den, if they had forceJa piſſage into {hit parc of Holland, 

Leyden is three hours or three Datch miles fiom the 
Hague , at preſent one of the neateſt Towns in Europe ; 
Well built , hath divers large Streeis, beautified with 
rowes of Trees , and the water paſſing through the midd]e 
of them , and alſo weil fortified after the modern way; 1 
took notice of that Antiquity cal!ed Hengit Caltle , or 
the Berg , aid to be buile by Hengift ile Saxon, and 
went UþÞ to the tOopthereof : Upon the OP there 15 now 
an Arbour, and a Maze or Labyrinth round ijt,and a Well, 
out of which , they to:d us, they tooka Fiſh alive when 
the Town was almoit fam,ſhed during the fiege, which 
was ſhzwed tothe Enemy over the wall , endeavourinrg ta 
make theic condition to appear berter than it was, ard 
to diſhzarten the Þefiepers. There are now handſcn e 
ſtairs from the top to the bottom, and a good huuſe 
built by it , where they have cher publick (ales and en- 
tertainments. But: a ndb.cr Antiquicy !icrh uncer the Seay 
than any above ground ; not far from hence near Ca!myckt 
is a ſquare forcreſs called 4rx Fritarnicagbui.t by Calipn- 
la; in the ce.ining of the Roman Empire ruined 11 part 
by the Normans,and afterwards ncg.edcd, & overahelme- 
ed by the Sea. But inſome years, and preat retire of 
the Sea , the ruints have been diſcyvered, and wany no- 
Ble Antiquities brought from ic, ſome having this in- 
ſcription Ex. Ger, Inf. ex Germania inferiori, The 
Staathuije bath a fair front towards the ſtreet, Inthe 
Anatomy Schools are a very great number of Skeletons. 
Two legs of an Elephant, The Skeleton of a young 
Ilhale, ofa Horſe, Deer , Cow, Cat, Fox, and many 
other Animals; divers Skeletons of Men and Women, ſome 
bodies preſerved with their Muſcies, and one intire , the 
fleſh, skinandall parts defended from corraption, [ 


ſaw alſo bere. what Monſteur de Btils pretended tovards 
| . the 
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the preſervation of Bodies , but more accurately after» 
wards at Dr. R«iſch his houſe at Amſterdam The Phyſick- 
earden,although but ſinall,is well filled with Plants, where 


are alſomany other both natural , and artificial! Curio- 
Gries to be ſeen, and wany ſorts of Optick glaſſes. 
Near the garden are the Schools built of Brick with the 
Officins Elzeviriana on the top. In the Churches I 
Cw the Monuments of many famous men, There 1s a 
Picure in the Chamber for the Burgermaſters, repreſenc- 
ing the day of Judgment, drawn by Lucas ven Leyden, 
ſo much e{teemed that, it is ſaid, the Emperour Ra- 
dolphus :701'd have given for it as many Ducats of Goldas 
would have covered it. The Table alſo upon which Fohn 
of Leyden wrought whilſt he was a Taylor, is a Curioſity, 
becauſe he proved afterwards ſo conſiderable a difturber 
of Germany , and came to be King of the Anabaptiſts. 

This City endured a hard ſiege by the Spaniſh forces, 

and they were reduced unto great extremity, but they 
ſaved themſelves by overflowing the,Country, and ſo 
forcing the Enemies to make away with preat loſs ; and 
afterwards coyned a memorial-Medall with this Inſcrip- 
tion. 

Ut Senacherib 4 Jeruſalem, fic Hiſpeni a Leyde nof7u fu- 
gerunt, 1574. 

From Leyden I came to Haerlem, a neat City, plea- 
ſantly ſeated and having a Grove near it. The picat 
Church is eſteemed the largeſt in Holland, with a very 
high Lanthorn upon it, Withinare many Inſcriptions and 
Monuments , moſt of whichare tranſcr.bed and ſet down 
in Gotfr, Hegenitit Itinerarium Hollandicuam, Tn the Prin- 
ce's houſe are all the Ear'es of Hol/and Painted upon the 
wall, and in the Garden in the Summer- houſe , the PiA- 
ure of Leurentizs Coſterus, who is ſaid to have firſt in- 
vented the art of Printing in this Town ; but others actri- 
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bute it to Foharwes Gottenberg, a German, On the 0+ 
ther (ide there is a FiGure of a Ship with Saws, in memo- 
ry ofthe manner how Damiata in Egypt was formerly ta- 
ken by thoſe of this Town, whogas they report,accom* 
panied Frederick Barbaroſſa in an expediticn againſt the 
Saracens, and when the men of Peluſmm or Damriata had 
chained up their Port, by this ' invention of faſining 
ſtroag <aws to the keels of their Ships, they cut the 
chains in ſunder, and ſotuok the Town. In the rooms 
are very good Paintings by Hemskerk, and Goltziaus , as 
his Prometheus and other Peeces ; but Cornelius wan 
Haerlem molt del1gh!ed me, in his peeces of Herods kil- 
ling the Innocent Children ; his feaſt of the Gods, in 
which Fulcans foot 1s eſteemed at a preat rate; and ano-* 
ther Picture ofa Frier and a Nun ata Collation, not inſe- 
riour to the reſt, 

The old Mens houſe, or an Hoſpital for ſixty aged 
perſons , is large and handſome ; ; having a gcod Qua-- 
orangle and a Garden init, The Hoſpital alſo for the 
ſick is very cleanly kept. 

Here 1 firſt aw the manner of puniſhing MalefaQt- 
ours by whipping them with rods , which 1s more ſe- 
vere than I iwiagined ; they lead them to a Poſt upon a 
ſcaffold, their hands tyed and by a pully drawn up as 
high as they can be extended, and then an Iron faſtned a- 
bout their waſt to keep them ſteady; 1n which ſtretched- 
out poſture they receive ſometimes fifty or ſixty ſtripes - 
or more, according to the merit of their offence, 

Nor far from this place there is a great Water, or no. 
ted Lake called Haerlem Meere about twenty miles in 
length, which is frozen over in hard Winters, and men 
ſwiftly travel over It by ſliding,or in fleds, When Haer- 
lem was beſieged there was a Naval fight upon jt ; The 
Dutch having zbout an hundred and fifty Veſſels, and the 
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Spaniards not many fewer. The Town was afterwards 
taken by Compoſition, but ſuch cruelty was uſed by the 
Spaniards that they have not yet forgot 1t. | 

From HaerlemT went to Jmſterdam, a City at pres 
ſent for Riches, Trade, Shipping, fair Streets, and 
pleaſant habitations, ſcarce yie!ding to any other of the 
World.lt is ſeated upon the River Ye, and hath its name, 
as *ris reported, from a Caſtle appertaining long ſince to 
the Lords of Amſtel, to whom this place aiſo belonged: 
At the beginning, the ſeat of a few fiſhermen ; bur afrer- 
wards increaſing , it received many priviledges from the 
Counts of Holland, and was wade a Town or City by the 
favour cftheir Grants and Charters. Inthe vear 1470, 
it was walled about with a Brick-wall , to defend it a- 
gainſt the Citizens of {rrecht, they having been in great 
danger to have fallen into their hands , if thoſe of Urreche 
had purſued their vidor:es, In few Months after alſo, 
the whole Town was almoſt reduced to Aſhes by fire, bur 
by the increaſe of their Trafftick they eaſily overcame 
theſe loſſes, waded through all difficulties, and rendred 
good ſervices ta their Counts, and received the honour 
afterwards from Maximilian the Emperovr to have the 
Imperiall Crown over their Armes, which are three Groſ- 


ſes ona Pale 


About the year 1525, Gelen,ſent from the new King 
of Maxſter,paſſed through Frzeſland and came to thisCity; 
where having made a party, and communicated his de- 
(ign , Fereſolved to ſurprize the Town by night, at the 
time of the ſounding of the Bell ; to which intent they 
wereaiready entred the Market place, had ſet upon the 
Town-houſe : and cut in pieces thoſe who reſiſted them, 
When by great providence the rope to the preat Bell was 
takenaway ; the Magiſtrates had norice of it, and cauſed 
all the ſtreets and Avenues leading to the Market-place to 


be 
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be floppea up ith Woolfacks and Hopſacks, whereby 
they were hindred in their deſign of taking the Lown py 
night,and the next morning their number being diſcover- 
ed to be inconſiderable, they were ſet upon, driven into 
the Sradthuis,and defeated. | 

Of late years this City is mightily encreaſed and en- 
compatTed with a new Wall,and tortified after the modern 
way, Thenew Streets are large and uniform: and the 
whole Town being in a low Marſhy ground, the water is 
ler in through all the conſiderable Streets. The River 
Amſtel paſſeth through the City, being let in under a 
handſome well-contrived Bridge of Eleven Arches, which 
is ſo built as to make part of the Wall and Ramparc, 
and is 26-paces broad, The whole Town is built upon 
Piles, or high Firx-trees, driven down perpendicularly 
into the Earth ſo thick together, that nothing more can 
be forced in between them : And by this means they build 
Houſes in the Sea, and lay Foundations ſtrong enough to 
ſupport the greateſt Buildings whatſoever, in places 
where no ſolid botrom is to be found. Burt they muſt 
needs be at a great expence and labour before they can 
Jay the firſt Stone: And the number of Trees required 
to each Foundation: 1s conſiderable z ſince for the Foun- 
dation of one Tower or Steeple alone, over againſt the 
Church of St, Katherine, Mr, F. de Parivell, who wrote 
Les Delices de la Holande, reckoneth that there was ram- 
med into the ground a Forreſt, as he calls it, of Six thou- 
ſand three hundred and thirty four great Trees. About 
this manner of work, for the fixing their Foundations, 
I ſaw them employed in divers places, particularly at 
the Eſt-India-howſe , and at a place where a Lutheran 
Church was then deſigned to be built, Sothat it was not 
improbably ſaid, That if a man conld ſee all under th 


City, he could hardly behold a greater Forrel, 
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:. The Stadthnrs or Town-houſe, is the nobl-* building 
\.,411inete Countries, APileof Freeſtone of an hundred 
and ten paces in Front, being larger than the Magnified 
Front of the Church of St. Peter's at Rome , and eighty 
one paces deep, or on the ſides. The Chambers in ir, 
the Picures and Statue*, are worthy to be ſeen and admi- 
red. The firſt Room on the right hand, or Judgment- 
hall, where the Malefators receive their Sentence, is a- 
dorned with large Statues, hanging down their heads in 
mournfu! poſtures, as if concerned or grievirg at what 
was then pronounced. The Floors ate of Marble; the 
Roofs are richly pil'c and painted, 'Upon the ropof a! 
ſtznds Ailaror Colaml w,holdinga Globe upon his ſhoul- 
der made of Copper, of about ten foot Diameter, which 
is as large perhaps as any Ball or Giobe whatſoever em- 
ployed to this ornamental uſe. That vpen St. Peter's ar 
Reme, as having been in if, I judge fo be leſs ; as like- 
wiſe that at Florence, The Turkiſh Ornament to the 
Tower of their Moſques, is three Bails one above another, 
and an half Moon over thew, but they are ks by far, at 
leaſt ſuch as Ihave ſeen : and by relation from Eye-wit- 
neſſes, the largeſt of the three voble gilded Balls ar Mo- 
rocco are inferiour to thiss But I will fay nothing 
more of this great -tuilding, the Sradrhaw , fince 
there is a peculiar defcription of it-in Folio, with Cuts 
and Figures of the moſt rematkable Curivſities ir it. 
The Exchayge 1s fair and large, and above it are Shops: 
it 18 very well frequented, and he that cometh after twelve 

payeth fix ſtivers, PENS C5 64>-1 
Divers of their Churches are fair: In the new Church, 
the partition with Balliſters of Braſs, and the carved Pul- 
Pit, are noble. In the old Church the Tomb of Yaz 
Hulſe and Heewskerk are remarkable, Heemskerk did 
tus Country great Seryices in their firſt attempts upon 2»- 
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dia; for the King of Spe» having confiſcated ſome of the 
Hollanaers Ships, who traded to his Dominions , which 
were then the Staple for the Indies Trade. It was reſolved 
by the permiſſion of Prince Maurice and the States, to ſer 
out a Fleet of eight ſhips for the Indies; four of which 
were (0 paſs by the way of the. Atlartick Ocean,and the 
Cape of Good-bope : And the other four were to ſearcha 
palTige towards the Kingdams of Cathy and China by 
the North-eaſt, whereby the paſſage alſo into thoſe parts 
might be expeGed mich ſhorter chan that which was 
known to the Spaniaras. 

To this inteac theſe four laſt veſieis ſailed out of the 
Texel, Funt 5.1594. and returned in September, not be- 
ing able to proceed by reaſon of the Ice. But-upon the 
relation of the Voyage by Wiliam Barenſon, there were 
two other Expeditions afterwards to Nowes Zewbla; in 
the laſt of which they wintered chere, and Barenſon loſt 
his life. Heemskerk was the chief of the twelve which 
rzturned from that cold habitation, where none but Bears 
and Foxes could well endure the Winter, where he had 
been twice, and afcerwards made two rich Voyages into 
Izdia, Upan whoſe happy returns the Holland Exft-Indiz 
Company was firſt eſtabliſhed, and a prohibition made 
far any other of that Country to trade thither for the 
ſpace of One and twenty years, 

But to proceed to other publick Buildings in this Ct- 
ty. The Tuchthuis or Raſpelbais, or Houſe of CorreQion 
for debauched young men, ſuch asare incorrigible and diſ- 
obedient to Parents or Laws, hath at the entrance of the 
Gate twa Lions bridled, a - proper. Embleme, with this 
Inſcription, Virtutis eſt domare que cunt pawent. This 
was formerly a Monaſtery belonging to the Nuns of che 
Qrder. of St, Glere, and:converted tathis.ufe 159 5, They 

"whoare pit ig, are farced to work Te oain their et 
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with hard labour, 1 ſaw thoſe who raſped Bree, having 
a certain task ſer themievery day, work ſo hard,-that be» 
ing nakedand ina ſweatzand the duſt of the Brazil wood 
flying upon them, they were all over painted of a beau- 
tiful red colour. Which odd fight made me call ro mind 
the Phanſie of my Lady Marchioneſs of Newcaſtle, of a 
Nation wherein the People were of Orange-tawny co.our, 
and the King of Purpe'e, 

They told nsthat ſome that were committed to theic 
charge, and not to be brought to work by blows, 
they placed ina large Ciſtern, and let the water in upon 
them; placing only a Pump by them for their rehef, 
whereby they are forced to labour for their lives, and co 
{ree themſelves from drowning. One we ſaw put into a 
narrow Dungeon, and kept from meat, Someare put into 
this Houſe for a longer time, ſome for a ſhorter. Ic hath 
been-a punifhment for fuchas have drawn their Dagpers, 
or offered to ſtab any one. And ſome Citizens, though 
able and richenough, contrive it ſo, that when their Jons 
are extravagant and waſterleſs, the-Officers ſeize upon 
them, and carry them into this Houſe, where they are not 
forced to any hard labour, but kept in till they ſee ſuf- 
ficientſigns of amending their life. 

This way of. Corre@ion may ſtem fevere to many,, yet 
iS not comparable to that which is ſaid eo have been for- 
merly ufed in Germany. Particularly at- Colen, in the 
white Tower, atthe North end of the -Town, near the 
Rhine; where it is reported,,. that ſuch Youths who: 
were norotherwife to be reclaimed; were-in a barbarous 
manner ſhue up in the white Tower. The height and 
thickneſs of the walls ſecured them from eſcaping ,- or 
from-their complaints being. heard. - Near the tOP was 
placed out of their reacha loaf” of bread,'the laſt remedy 
againſt-fiatying;: which while their bold: neceſſity forced 

them. 
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them to reachat, they executed their [aft ſentence vpof 
themſclves, and miſerably brake their own necks. 
Somewhat like the Kaſpelburs is the Spinhus, or Houſe 
of Correction, for the young women who live looſely , 
are taken inthenight, or can give no account of their 
living. They are put in for a certain time, according as 
their faulc meriteth, and are bound to make lace, ' ſew, or 
employ their time perpetually in ſome” honeſt labour. 
Thoſe of the better ſort are permitted to have Cham: 
bers apart, Tn onelarge Room I ſaw about an hundred 
of them, and ſome very well dreſſed and fine, which 
was an unexpeQted fight ro me, and would ſure be more 
ſtrange to behold in France and England. | 
TheWeeſhuss, or Hoſpital for Children , where there 
are Six hundred Orphans carefully looked after,and well 
educated. 
The Dolthuts, or a Houſe for luch as are Delirious, Ma: 
niacal, or Melancholical of both Sexes. 
The Gafthas, or Hoſpital for the Sick,being large,and 
hath a great Revenue. |

many other occaſions, whoſoever faileth to come at the 
exact time , forfeiteth more or leſs to: the uſe of the 
Poor. | | 
The Exff-India-hiuſes are remarkable , and the great 
Stores of their Commodities, Cinnamon; Green-ginger ; 
Cemphire, Pepper, Galecuts, Indico, fc.” The ſhipsare of 
a great burden > their Honſe was then enlarging,alchovgfi 
| hy it 
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it Was preat before ; anda perfeg Towa for all Trades 


within it ſelf. 


The Adwiralteyt, or Admiralty where their Stores for 
War and Shipping are laid up, is encompaſſed with wa- 
eter; near to it there lay then 72 Men of War. In the Houſe 
we ſaw their Cables, Grapling-irons, Pullies, Oars,Char- 
ges for Powder, Lanthorns for ſhips, &c, Art the en- 
trance of rhe Gate hangeth up a Gamee with a man init, 
dryed up, ſo as to be preſerved from corruption, and a 
Paddle in his hand: he was encloſed up to the waſte in 
the Gare, in ſuch ſort, as the Fiſh-skins, which were the 
cover to it, being ſo ſewed together that no water could 
get in, he might keep the Sea 1n the greateſt Storms with- 
out danger. Thetopof this Houle, as of divers others 
alſoin this City,is a Reſervatory for Rain-water , which 
they have the more need of, becauſe they have little good 
warer hereabouts. 

The fairelt Streets in the Town are Harlem-ſtreet , the 
Cingel, Princes Graft, Kaiſers Graft, and the New Build- 
ings inthe lland towards Gottenburg. And if they con- 
tinue to build with Freeſtone, they will (till ſurpaſs theſe, 
in ie aſſure you, are in no ſmall meaſure beauti- 

ul, | 

I ſaw a Globe to be ſold, made by Vingbomes, between 
fix and ſeven foot Diaweter, yalued at Sixteen thouſand 
Guldens: The Meridian alone, being. of braſs, coſt a 
thouſand Guldens. The Glabe is made of Copper-plates 
excellently well painted , with all the new Diſcoveries in 
It, as that of Anthony Vau Dimons Land, found out 1642. 
In 42 deprees of Southern Latitude,and r700f Longitude, 
thoſe towards the Northweſt of Fapan, and: thaſt places 
bath about IV, Z. and alſo in-the Tartariey Sea beyond

occaſion to converſe with the Norwegians, Iſlanders, Lap- 
lanaers, Kilops, Borandians, Siberians, Zemblians ,” and 
Samojeaes, who are Neighbours to the Tartars and Tin: 
gorſes, in his 46 Chapter he expreſſeth himſelf after this 
manner. There having fallen into wy hands ſeveral Geo- 
oraphica! Charts of ſundry eminent and much celebrated 
Authors, I am much amazed to ſee how they are miſtaken 
in the poſition of Zembls, which they place much nezrer 
- the North Pole than really it is; they divide it likewiſe 
by the Sea from Greenland, and plece it far diſtant from 
ir, whenas indeed thoſe two Countries are Contiguous , 
the Coafts of Greenland butting upon the Coaſts of Zen. 
' bla, ſoas did not the great quantity of Snow , and the 
violence of the cold render thoſe Borders uninhabirable, 
the paſſage would be very eafie by Land from Greenland 
to Zembla, and from Zembla paſſing the © Pater. noſter 
Mountains to enter into Samojedzs, from thence into Tar- 
tary or eMaſcovy, as one pleaſed : But of the truth of this 
we ſhall be further informed at the return of Captain 
Weed. 

I was amazed likewiſe to ſee they had deſcribed the 
Streight called Yozgat, not above ten French Leagues in 
length, whereas it contains above five and thirty Dutch 
Leagues, which is fix times as much. Agpain,they would 
perſwadeus that through that Streight our ſhips might 
paſs into the great Tart#ri4» Ocean , which is a miſtake. 
And although they indeed do affirm that in the time of 
Prince Maorice of Neſſav, a Dutch Veſſel paſſed that way 
into that Ocean, yet it is a manifeſt errour, that Streighe 
being bounded , as I ſaid before, by the Pater-neſter 
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Mountains, which are half a League high, and the tops of 


thew covered with perpetual. Snow, which never dif- 


ſolves. And of this I can givea poſitive teſtimony, ha- 


ving been my (e!f in that Streight under thoſs Mountains 
in the Dog-days, which is the hotteſt time of the 
year. 
From the Steeple of the Old Chutch of Amſterdam, I 
had a good proſpe@ of the Town, andthe, great number 
of ſhips lying upon one ſide of it, like a Wood ; and all 
the Towns about ic. The Roofs of the Houſes Þein 
ſharp, it is a moſt uneven Town to be looked upon 
downward, as it isa handſome one to be looked on up- 
ward; and is not ſo divertiſing or pleaſing to the ſight, 
as ſome Towns in France and Italy, which have flatter 
Roofs, or elſe are covered with a fine black Slat or Ar- 
doiſe. Upon this, andall other Towers of the Town, 
a Trumpet is ſounded at Midnight, and in other parts of - 
the City at ſix a Clock night and morning, Art eleven a 
clock, the time of going on to the Exchange , there is 
good Muſick at the Stadrhwic, given by the Earl of Lei- 
cefter. They wake good Harmony alſo every hour in 
Playing upon their Chimes and Bells in woſt Steeptles, 
And there.is a Muſick-houſe or Entertaining-houſe, where 
any one is admitted for a Stiver, hears moſt ſorts of Mu- 
ſick, ſeeth many good Water-works, and divers motions 
by Clock-work, PiQures, and other Divertiſements, 
During wy ſtay at Amſterdam, I had the opportunity 
of ſeeing divers Learned Men, and Perſons of Note, 
Dr. Reifþ ſhewed us many Curioſities in Anatonyy , as 
the Skeletons of young Children, and Fetw's of all A- 
LES, neatly ſer together, and very white ; the Lympha- 
Hek veſſels (o preſerved, as to ſee the valves in them. A 
Liver excarnated, ſhowing the Minute veſſels, all ſbining 
and clear. The Muſcles of Children difſeQed and kepr 
| from 
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from corruption : entire Bodies preſerved; the face of 
one was very remarkable,without the leaſt ſpot or change 
of colour or alteration of the lineaments, from whac 
might be expetted immediately after death : he had then 
kept it two years, and hoped it would ſo continue, Dr. 
Swammerdam ſhewed us divers of his Experiments which 
he hath ſet down in his Treatiſe De Reſpiratione; and a 
very fair Collection of Inſe&s broughe from ſeveral 
Countries ; a Stagg: fly of a very great bigneſs ; an Inds- 
an Scolopenaria, or Forty foot ;” a fly called Ephemeron, and 
many other Curioſities. Old Glawhber the Chymiſt ſhew- 
ed us his Laboratory.: And we received much civility 
from Baſins the Phyſick Profeſſour who hath wrote a 
Comment upon Veſlingiae, 

The Jews live more handſomly and ſplendidly here, 
than in any other place: Their chief Synagogue is large, 
adorned with Lamps of. Braſs and Silver, We happen 
ed to be there at the Feaſt of their New-yeer ; fo that 
their blowing of Horns., ſhowting and ſinging was aort 
omitted. : Some of them underſtand divers Languages. 
I ſaw one Moſes di Pas, a Learned young Man,and Orobio 
a Phyſician of Note, And I was ſorry to ſeedivers here 
to profeſs themſelves publickly Jews, who had lived ac 
leaſt reputed Chriſtians, for a long time in other places: 
One who had been a Frenciſcan Frier thirty years ; and 
another who had been Profefſour ſome years at Tholowze , 
and before that Phyſician to the King of Speiy. Fuds 
Leo a Jew, hath taken great pains in making a Model of 
the Temple of Solomon, of Solomon's Houſe, the Fort of 
.the Temple, the Tabernacle, the Iſraelites encamping , 
and other Curioſities. . I wawpreſent at the Circumciſi- 
on of a Child; which is performed by thruſting a Probe 
inbetween the Glens and Preputivm, and ſeparating it, 
or dilating the Preputinm, ſo as the inward Skin __ be

drawn forward as well as the outward 3 then by apply-: 
ing an [nſtrument joynted like a Carpenters Rule, or a

Leaving Amſterdam, I paſſed by a peculiar Burial- 


' place of the Jews, who are nor permitred to interr their 


dead within the Walls, by Overskerk, Bamburg, and in 
fx or ſeven kours arrived at Urretcht, ina Boat drawn 
with Horſes through artificial Cuts of Water, which is the 


way of Travelling in [to!l:nd, Urretcht, and divers other 
Provinces of the Low- Conntries. 


Htretcht is an ancient, large, handſome City, and chiet 
of the Province of the ſame rame, called formerly 4nto- 
nina, and afterwards /{i/rajefFum. Long famous for its 
E piſcopal See founded by Dagebert King of France, who 
endowed it richly with Lands and Poſſefſions : Wllebald, 
or Willebrode an Engliſhman, was their firſt Biſhop, who 
converted theſe Countries unto Chriſtianity ; and the 
following Biſhops grew ſo powerful, that they were able 
to being ery thouſand men into the field, and to wage 
great Wars againſt the Counts of Holland : Their Suc- 
cefſion alfo continued for above Nine hundred years, It 
is now an Univerſity, founded by the States in the Year 
1636, Ifhallnot trouble you withthe Names of the Pro- 
feffors 3 the Learned Mr, Ray, whom I had- the honour 
ro meetin'divers places aBroad, having already'canfed 
to be printed'the Series Lef#1onum of this and many other 
Univerſities in the Low- Countries, Germany, an Italy, 
in his Obſervations Topographical," Moral, Phyfilogical, 
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ſee farch 1673. | The great Church hath a very high 
Tower, or three Steeples one above another : From th? 
higheſt of which I had-not only a good fight of the Town 
it ſe;f, which lay under mine Eye like a Platform, but of 
many othersalſo ; Htrercht being in a plain flat Country, 
and ſo well ſeated, and encompaſſed with fo populous a 
Country, that in a Gays Journey a man may go from hence 
to any one of fifty walied Towns and Cities. The 
Engliſh Church here is an ancient Building ; the Pillar in 
the middle of it, whoſe Foundation cou'd not be laid but 
upon Bulls-hides, is wuch raken notice of: [t was builr 
1099. and hath the Picture of a Bull upon it with this In- 
(cription 5 


Accipe Poſterit as quod per tua ſecula narres, 
Tanrint cutibus fundo ſolidata columna eſt. 


There 15an old Library belonging to this Church, which 
containeth divers old Books and Manuſcripts, A large 
Bible in fix Voiumes, painted and pilded after a very 
ancient manner : Two [dols taken (in time of war) long 
ſince in non; and piven to this place by the Emper- 
our Henry the Fourth, are worth the ſeeing, not ſo much 
for their neatneſs, as their Antiquity and odd ſhape : As 
alſo» a Horn made out of a Tooth, ſaid to be given at the 
ſame time, Thereare alſo three Uzicorns Horns, little 
differing in length , the longeſt being five footand an half : 
T drank out of one of them, the end being tippd with 
Silver, and made hollow to ſerve fora Cup. Theſe were 
of the See-Unicors, or the Horn or long wreathed Tooth 
of ſome Sea- Animal much like it, taken in the Northern 
Seas; of which I have ſeen many , both in Publick Repo- 
fitories, and in'Private Hands. Two ſuch as theſe, the 


one Ten foot long, were preſented not many years ſince 
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to the King of Dewmark, being taken near to Nova Zem- 
bls; and I have ſeen ſome full fifteen foot long ; ſome 
wreathed very chick, ſome not ſo much, and others ai- 
moſt plain : Some largeſt and thickeſt at the End near the 
head ; others are largeſt at ſome diſtance from the Head : 
Some very ſharp at the end or point , and others blunt. 
My honoured Father Sir, B. hath a very fair plece of 
one which was formerly among the Duke of Curlanas 
Rarities, but after that ke was taken Priſoner by Doag- 
les in the wars between Swedey and Poland, it came into 
a Merchants hands, of whom my Father had it , he hath 
alſo a piece of this ſort of {micorys Horn burnt black, out 
of the Emperour of Ruſ/ie's Reprſitorie, given him by Dr. 
Arthur Dee, who was Son to Dr. fFohn Dee, and alſo 
Phyſician to the Emperour of Ryffze, when his Chambers 
were burned, in which he preſerved his Curiokties. I 
have ſeen a walking Staff, a Scepter, a Scabbard for a 
Sword, Boxes, and other. Curioſities: made out -of this 
Horn, but was never ſo fortunate as from experience to 
confirm its Medical Efficacy againſt Poyſons, contagious 
Diſeaſes, or any other evident effec of it., although I 
have known it given ſeveral times, and in. great quanti- 
ty. Butof theſe UHxicormys Homs -no man ſure hath ſo 
great a Colle&ion as the King of Denmark z and his Fa- 


. ther had ſo many, that he was able to ſpare about an hun- 


dred of- them, to build a Magnificent Throne out of {/- 
acorns Horns. 

Thad the honour to ſee divers Perſons of Note in this 
City'; as D. Cyprienus ab Ofterge, Dr. Regius, Vocting, 
the only Member then left alive of the Synod of Dort,and 


others ; but mifſed the ſight of the Learned Anne Maris 
Starmen, who was thengone out of Town, and was for- 
ced.to content myſelf with beholding her PiQure, well 
drawnby her own hand; with this Jnſcription of hers un-

The Painters Hall 1s conſiderable, wherein are wany 
good pieces to be ſeen of ſevera] Maſters : Amongſt which 
there are good Heads by Yar Colen and Twart ; Land- 
kips by Soft-lever ; and good Drapery, eſpecially in 
fome Turkiſh Habits, by Van der Mere. 

This Town is alſo beautified with a fair Piazza or 
Market- place, divers long Streets, and a Pall-ma!l with 
five rows of Trees on each fide: In-the Church of Sr. 
Katherine is the Tomb of my Lord Gorge. Though [ 
had ſeen Fraxce and 1taly; and the Noble Cities thereof, 
which are worthily admired by all, yer I was much ſar- 
prized upon the firſt fight of the United Provinces , eſe» 
cially -of Holland, and the adjoyning places. He that 
bath obſerved the caſte accommodation for Travel there- 
in, both by Land and Water, their excellent order and 
regular courſe in all things; the number of Learned men; 
the abundance of Varieties in all kinds; the induſtry , 


frugality , and-wealth of the people ; their numerous 


good Towns; their extraordinary neatneſs in their Build- 
ings and Houſes ;. their proper Laws and adminiſtration 
of Juſtice; and their incredible Number of- Shipping 
and Boats, will think it an omiſſion to reſt in the ſight of 
other Countries without a view of this, - A Country of 
little extent, and ſoon travelled over, but ſo repleniſhed - 
with People, with good Cities, fair Towns and Villages, ' 
as not-to bg met with upon ſolittle a:compaſs..of ground, 
except perhaps in Chixs, 
From {{trecht, in two hours, Fcame to Friſwich, and 

paſſed over the River. Leck to Vieves, where there is lit- 
tle- remarkable beſidesthe Houſe and Gardens of Count 
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Brederode, one of the Ancient Nobility of Hollend, or, 
according to:common efteem;of the ihofb\Nebte: Family 
of all ; the Family of the Egmoxds being formerly eſteem- 
ed the Richeſt ; the Waſſenaer's the moſt ancient, and the 
Brederodes the Nobleſt. The Mount 1n this Garden fer- 
veth for the Rampart to the Town, and on a round Bu//- 
wark are divers ſinall braſs Guns planted. The Statua's 
of the twelve Ceſars, of Ariſtotle, the Pyramids and Par- 
titions, with the Paintings upon the wall, are the reſt of 
Its Ornaments. | 

Fromhence I paſſed {till by Boat through the Land of 
Arkel, ſome ſay, derived from Hercs/esz belonging for- 
merly to the Lords of Gorchom and Arkelana, till by eMa- 
ry, daughter to the laſt Lord of Arkeland, it fell to Fohn 
Lord of Egmond, and afterwards was ſold to William the 
ſixth Earl of Hollawd Iarrived this night at Gorchom, 
a Town well ſeated, near three Rivers, the Limp, the 
IWael,and the Maes, The Market-place is fair ; the Staatr- - 
buts is ſunk ſomewhat on one ſide. The Governour hath 
a good Houſe, and the Church a very high thick Steeple: 
the Works are of Earth; the Water-pgare is handſome, 
and over it in Great Letters is this Inſcription 5 


Civitas in qua maxime Cives legibns parent, & is

The more remarkable becauſe it made good its Inſcrip- 
tion in the year 1672. when Lows the ' Fourteenth, King 
of Frazce, came down with ſo: powerful an Army into 
the Low- Gountries, that in that Summers Expedition he 
took thirty walled Towns and Cities , this Water-gate 
beingthe Limit to his Conqueſts this way; beyond which

Leaving Goreww, I paſſed by Worcumi , on the other 
fide of the River, and then by the Caſtle of Loveſteyn, 
ſtrongly ſeated and well fortified; and therefore hath 
been often made uſe of to ſecure Perſons of Note, Sir 
George Aſcue of late years ſuffered his Impriſonment here- 
in, and formerly Barnevelt ; upon which occaſion this 
Caſtle hath been much ſpokenof, and hath given the name 
to thatwhole party who ſided with him, weil knownatpre- 
ſent by the name of the Loveſtein FaQion. Paſſing on fur- 
ther up the Maes, [ left Proye on the left hand, and Hyueſder 
on the right,and the nexc day morning arrivedattheBeſch. 
Hertogen Boſch , Sylua Ducs, Boſeum Ducts, Boiſle- 
duc,  Bolauc , takes its name from a Woad belonging 
to the Dukes of Brabant: It is a itrong pleaſant City, 
ſeated upon the River Dzſa or Deeſe, which entzeth the 
Maes, abont two Leagues below it ; one of the preateſt 
Cities in Brabart'; and for irs (trengih, for which *tis be- 
holden both to Nature and to Art, th< States of the {{ni- 
ted Provinces povfſeſs not any one more conſiderable, and 
is a very good Frontier againſt all Enemies on this ſide : 
It is encompaſſed on ail ſides with .Fenns and Marfby 
Grounds. The Avenues to it are by narrow Cauſies , 
made turning and winding, to be commanded in all pla- 
ces by one or other of the ſix Sconces or Forts built at 
fome diſtance without the Town for irs greater Security. 
Beſides which, the Hollanders having ſome reaſon to be 
Jealous of the Inhabitants, whoſe affe&ions might incline 
them towards the neighbouring Princes, of whoſe Reli- 
gion moſt of them are, they have builra. Cirade] within 
the Town, a.Briel or pair of SpeQacles to look wore ac- 
curately into their Aﬀairs. Itis a handſom regular Fort 
of five Baſtions,cach Curtain is 84 ordinary paces long ; 
the Faces of each Baſtion 63.3 and the Flank or Neck 
24. There isa-handſome Houſe of Stone for the Centry 
| at 
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at the point of each Baſtion, and the middle of cach Cur- 
tain, every one of which coſt Seven hundred Guldens. 
Here is alſoa Field Canon of an extraordinary length, 
faid to be able to fling a Bullet almoſt as far as Bormet!. * 
The Piazza in this Town is Triangular. 

This City was made an Epiſcopal See, 1559. The Ca- 
thedral is Dedicated to St. Fohn. Inthe Quireare paint- 
ed the Arms of many of the Knights of the Golden Heete, 
And over the upper Stalls or Seats, an Inſcription in 
French, which contains the Hiſtory of the firſt Inſtituti- 
on, and Model of this Order, by the moſt High and 
mighty Prince Philip the Good, Duke of Burgundy, Ly:- 
rain, and Brabant : Beſides divers Statua's and Þillars. 
There arealſo ſeveral Monuments of the Biſhops of Boſche 
and others. 

This Town was taken from the King of Spain by the 
Forces of the Confederate Eſtates, in the year 1625. af- 
ter a long and chargeable Siege 3; in which the little 
Sconce, one of the Forts towards the South, did excel- 
lent Service. 

Divers of the Nuns were ſtill alive in this Town, but 
at Htretcht they were all dead. 

From the Boſche we travelled through a plain Country, 
ſomewhat Sandy, ro Breds upon the River Merck: A 
place very conſiderable, pleaſantly feated, and well- 
fortified, It hath formerly had more Outworks .than at 
preſent : For they have taken away. the Crown-works , 


andleft only the Half-moons and Horn-works, and Con- 


ſerves or.Contregards about the Half-moons. There is 
a large Ditch of Water round the Counterſcarp, and a 
ſinall Ravelin between each Baſtion, joyned to the Ram- 
part within ſide of the Ditch. There is alſo a double 
Haye or Quickſet- hedge almoſt quite round the Town,be- 


fides Paliſagos.The Parepet is very thick, and ſtrengthned 


with 
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with a row of Elms. and ſeconded with another row at 
three or faur yards diſtance, round the Town ; the þ0+ 
dies of the Baſftons are ſunk down or h ]lowed away, 
and filled with a thicket of Elms. The Half Moons are 
the like without the Town, and after all, a breſt-work 
between the Tawn and the Baſtions 3 and Cavaliers upon 
ſeveral places of the Ramparr. 

This Town belongeth unto the Prince of Orange, un- 
to whom it hath deſcended by the right of the houſe of 
Naſſaw , by the Marriage of Engelbert the ſeventh, Earle 
of that houſe, with eMoary daughter and Heir of Philip 
the laſt Lord thereof, about the year r 400. It was taken 
by the Spaniards in the beginning of the Low Country 
Wars, and was afterwards Surpriſed by the Dutch , by 
a ſtratagem performed by eighty men hid in a Boar 
covered over with Turf, and ſolet into the Caſtle, In 
the year 1625, the Spaniards took it again, as by In- 
ſcriptions and Chronmograms are to be leen in divers 
places , as that over the door of the Church,

tiful : ] obſerved the place where the Turte-Boat came 
in, and where.the Prince came over iuto the Town. The 
Gallery, the Garden, the Wa'ks, and Dials are worth 
the ſeeing, the Town is handſi nely built, populous, and 
generally hath a great Garriſon in it. 

Leaving Breda we ſoun came by Land to St .Gertrayden- 
berg the lait Town on the North of Brabant, where it 
Joy neth to the Province of Holland, a ſmall place, but a 
g00d Town for fiſhing , lying upon a Hill near the great 
broad Water called de Waert, made by the falling of 
the Maes and many other Rivers into it. This Fown is 
fortified and Gawiſoned. The Church and Steeple 
have been Large and fair, and the ruines of the latter are 
obſervable,in regardthat this Steeple was ſhot down by a 
Stratagem of the Prince of Orange , while the Governour 
and chief of the Town were upon it, to obſervea falſe a- 
larm in the Prince's Camp, and ſo loſt themſelves and 
the Town, We Paſſed from hence over a large Water 
which hathoverflow'd a great part of the Country upon 
ene ſide of it, noleſs than ſeyenty two Pariſhes being 

drowned 
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drowned at once, the Village of Remſaun onely eſcaping, 
and ſo by an old Tower called the houſe of Murney, to 
the eMaidex Town of Dort , or Dorarechr. 

Doraracum , (0 called by ſome from Duri or Darets 
forum, at preſent Dore, being ſeated in the Waves of 
thoſe great Lakes made by the Maes and Waal, is not 
unaptly from its ſituation compared to a Swans neſt, it is 
reckoned the firſt and chief Town of South Helland, in 
reſpe& of its antiquity , as having ſerved to ſecure Odo» 
cer in his retreat almoſt eight hundred years ſince , and 
alſo in reſpeda of its Priviledges. in having the Mint here, 
and being the Staple for Rheniſh wine and Engplith 
Cloath. 

In this Town are many fair houſes and pleaſant Gar- 
dens. The great Church is large, the Steeple 312 
ſteps high ; the top thereof being wade of four large Dy - 
alls. There is alſo an Exchange or Place for Merchants 
to meet, The Engliſh have two Churches, and the 
French one, The Key or Head to the water fide is 
handſome, and the Country about very pleaſant;we ſaw 
the Chamber wherein the Synod of Dore was aſſembled 
1611. a largefair room; and took a collation in the ſame 
houſe, in a high turret overlooking the Town and Coun- 
try : Our ſeats Moving round about the Table continu- 
ally ; ſo as the diverlity of the proſpe@ made it more 
delightful. The great Veſſels round-bellied, which 
trade between Coln and this City ſeemed ſtrange 3 as alſo 
the long Luyck or Liege-boats; and the number of Peo- 
plethat continually live in them. At my going away 
from hence I embarked in a Veſſel bound for the Ifland of 
Walcheren , ſayling by moſt of the Iſlands of Zealand and 
in ſight of divers good Towns, as Willemſtads, Zirick- 
ze, Tergoes ; obſerving in ſome places where the Sea had 
overfloyw'd the Land; and in others where the Induſtry - 
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the Inhabirants ſill keep it out , by keeping up their 
banks, and thatching the Shoars of the Sea, We Land- 


» edatTer-Pere, where there isa good Haven and Harbour 


for Ships , the Walls were builc in the year 1357, to- 
wards the Sea are round cowers, The Pzazz4 is long. 
The Scotch have had a Factory here for above cwo hun- 
dred years, and the Meyquiſs of this Place did former]y 
make one of the three States, by which Zealand was Go: 
verned. The Abbot of St Aholas in Middleburg re- 
preſenting the Eccleſiaſtical juriſdiGion, and the Towns 
of Midalebure, Zirickzee , Ter Veer, Fluſſing, Tolen, 
Martins-dike , Romerſwai and Tergors , ſupplying the 
Third: OVer apainſt this Piace wherea Town had former- 
ly ſunk into the Sea, the Steeple only remaineth co be 
ſeen. From hence to Mzaalebarg the way is Paved with 
Brick; asitisalſofrom Town to Town in molt places of 
Holland, 

Middleburg is the chief Town in the Ifland Walacbria, 
ſeared almoſt in the middleof ic, being well built, large, 
rich, and Populous, it is the fourth Port for the Eaſt- 
India trade : baiha large, broad Water within the Town, 
and a ſt:eight cut through the Lard to carry Veſſels out ro 
Sea , the whole is very well Fortified , the Officers here 
are choſen by Strangers or Foreigners, the Churches are 
many and remarkable, the new Church is of aneight- 
ſquare figure with a Cypols, the Tower of the old great 
Church very bigh,the Sradthaiſe with the old ſtatuas, a- 
bout it , the round Pzazzs, and many private buildings 
are Conſiderable, and the whole Country about it is 
ſruicful ; either divided into Gardens and Orchards, or 
Planted with Maddtr, Pompions,or Grain and Fruits. The 
Zealanders are generally addicted to the intereſt of the 


Prince of Orange, and great Lovers of his Perſon, I 
found them not a little delighted chat the Prince had been 
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with them ſome days before, and was wade Premier 
Noble, or chief of the S:a'es of Zealand ; which was 
chiefly brought about, as I was informed , by Pexfroner 
Hubert, Le Sage, Duvelaer and Friebergen, formerly no 
great friends ro the Prince, eſpecially YVriebergen, who 
was the moſt earneit of any to bring himin, in deſpite 
to the Hollanders, for General Worts his fake, who be- 
ing ſer over the Zealand forces by thoſe of Amſterdam, 
lately affronted Vriebergens Son who was a Colonel,at 
the head of his Regiment, 1 was entertained at Midale- 
berg very courteoully by Mr. Hl] the Miniſter, who aiſo 
ſent his Kinſman with me to Fluſſing. Fliſſizga or Tluſ- 
ſing, hath Stone-Wals rowards the Sea, and Mudworks 
towards the Land ; a very good Port , and a ſtrong. 
Town; the waves of the Sea waſhing its walls, it was 
one of the firſt Towns which the Low Country men took 
from the Spaniards , inthe year 1572, and was made 
Cautionary to Queen E/zz8beth together with Rammakins 
and the Brzel, 1585. The renowned Sr. Philip Sidney be- 
ing the firſt Governour of ir, and ſurrendred by King 
James to the United ſtates, 1616, The Sea ſhoar here as 
bouts is not only faced with ruſhes, flaggs and reeds 
ſtaked down as high as the Tide uſually ariſeth, bur it is 
alſo ſtrongly bound over with Ofiers and hurdles and 
great Poſts driven in te break the force of the Water, and 
fecure the Piles which make the Harbour or Havens 
mouth. The Town-houſe is handſomely built, ſtanding 
in the Piszz4 , having three rowes of Pillars in the Front 
one above another ; the Lower Dorick, the ſecond I 
»ick, and the higheſt Corinthian ; and on the top there 
1s a Gallery or Balcony to Diſcover ſhips at Sea. This 
1s the third Port for the Eaſt-Indis trade ; Jryſterdim and 
Rotterdays being the firſt and ſecond: here lay man 


great ſhips in the middle of the Town, and conſiderable 
men 
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men of War ; as the St. Patrick , and the Admiral of 
Zealand: we ſaw them alſo building of divers ſhips, and 
when the Prince was here, they Lanched one to diver- 
tiſe him, to which he gave the name of William Frederick, 
they alſo prefented him with a Golden Bottle z that be- 
ing the Arms of the Town : the Prince Landed at Ar- 
»mwydes and went from thence to Tergoes, and thence to 
Breds; they reported his entertainment in Walcherey a- 
mounted to fifty thouſand Gu/dexs, The Women in this 
Iſland wear moſt of them red Cloth and ſtraw-Hats , it 
a Man dies a great bundle of Straw is Jayd at the Door, 
ifa Boy,, a little one , ifa Woman, the ſtraw lies on the 
left ſide of the Door : when any Woman 1s brought to bed; 
they faſtena piece of Lawne to the ring and rapper of the 
Door ; and make it up into a little baby or puppet finely 
pleated, and in ſuch manner , as to diſtinguiſh of what 
ſex the young Child is, 

Returning tro Miadleburs by Land I obſerved there 
was a row of Trees round the Town between the moat 
and rampart, where ordinarily there is only a breaſt- 
worke or a hedge, and embarked at Middleburg again, 
and paſſed down the River by the forc Rammakins, and 
ſo for the Schelde,Sayling up that noble River til] we 
had paſſed the Fort Frederick Henrick and came to Lills; 
where we ſtayd til] the Veſſel] was ſearched. Over as 
gainſt Li{o, lyeth another Fortification, called Lifgers 
boek ; the Fort de la croix is the laſt that belongeth to the 
Hollenaers , and lieth on the North (ide of the River;the 
Banks arecutnigh to it, and the Country drowned for 
its greater ſecurity. The Spaniſh Forts hereabouts to 
defend the Frontiers, are the Philip,the Pearl, and the 
Maria. | 

The Kiver Sca/adis or Scheld mentioned -by Ceſar is z 
gallant Rivyer,affording plenty of faſh., and RE = 

or 
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for Navigation and paſtage unto ſeveral noted places; Ie 
ariſeth in the Country of Vermandots, paſſing to Cambray, 
Valenciewne, ſo to Tournay\or Dornick, Oudenard, 
Gaunt, Rupelmond and Antwerp, and pur{uing its 
courſe is afterwards divided into two ſtreams , whereof 
the Southern is called the Hozzthe other runs by Bergen 
ap Zome , and ſo intothe Sea between the Iſles of Zea- 
land. | 

The next day morning we went on our Voyage ſtill up 
rhe Scaldis or Schelae, and arrived at Antwerp, Where 
I had the good fortune to ſee Mr. Hartop; one very wel 
known in ail thoſe parts and of high eſteem for his perſo: 
nal ſtrength and valour. A Gentiewanalſoſo courreou; 
that he wakes it his buſineſs to oblige (trangers; he ſhew'd 
me many curioſities in this City, carrying we with him in 
his Coach. | T 

The Walls of Antwerp are very large, faced with Brick 
and freeſtone , having divrs rows of Trees upon them, 
broad walks, and conveniences for the Coaches, to 
make their tour upon. The Baſttons are not ſo 
large as generally they build now a dayes, yet after the 
modern way. The Ditch is very broad and deepythe 
Country about it,all Gardens, The C:tagel is a regy- 
lar fortification of five Baftzons ,, wherein lies alwayes a 
Garriſon of Spaniſh Soldiers: upon every curtain there 
are two mounts or Cavaliers; and between them below, 
a row of building or lodgings for the Soldiers ; the cars 
of the Baſtions are cut down, and Caſamates made, and 
Paliſados ſet round upon the Eſplanade; the Walls are 
lined with excellent Brick and ſtone, nor 1s there any 
where a more regular beautifull Fortification of five Ba- 
ſtions that is finiſhed : it commands the City, the Ri- 
ver and the Country : beſides this Gzrtadet there is ano- 


ther Fort within the Townnear the Scheld, to O_— 
the- 
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the River , having eight Guns intt , called St, Levrevee 
Fort. 
The Exchange is handſome\ſi upported by 36 Pillars e- 
very one of a different carving , four ſtreers lead unto ir, 
ſo that ſtanding in the middle we fee through every one 
of them. TheMeey or Largeſt (ſtreet is conſiderable for the 
waterrunning under it, and for the meeting of Coaches 
upon it every evening to. make their tour through the 
ſtreers of the City, which are clean and beautiful; at one 
end of it ſtands a large Braſs Crucifx upon a Pedeſta]l of 
Marble,The FeſwitesChurch goeth far beyond any of that 
bigneſs that ] have ſeen out of Italy, The Front is noble, 
with the S:atua of Jenatius Loyolaon the top, A great 
part of the inſide of the Roof was painted by Rubens , 
and ſome of it by Van Dyke : there be many Excellent 
peeces of flowers done by Segers a leſuzte ; the Carving 
and gilding of all the works 1s exquiſite; The Library 
of the Colledge is great, & the Books diſpoſed handſome. 
ly into four Chambers ; the Founder hereof was God- 
fridus Houtappel, whoſe Monument, together with his 
Wife and Children are worth the ſeeing, in a Chappel on 
the South ſide of this Church. In the Church of the. 
Carmelites is a large Silver Statua of our Lady , and 
models of Cityes in ſtone, Qnſar Lieven Vrowen Kerck, 
or the Church of our bleſſed Lady is the greateſt in the 
City ; and the Steeple one of the faireſt in the World, 
five hundred foot high: one of their feet is eleven of our 
inches; ſoas it is 459 of our feet, In this Church there 
is much Carving, and agreat number of Piures highly 
eſteemed , among which one piece is much taken notice 
of, drawn by © uintin , at firſt a Smith , who wade the 
neat Iron work of the Well before the Weſt door ; and 
afterwards toobiam his Miſtreſs ,: he proved a famous 
Painter; his head is'fee up in Stone at the entrance of 
the 
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the Church , with an inſcription and this verſe, 
Connubialis amuer de Malcibre ferit Apellers. 


I was at the famous Abby of St. Michael , pleaſantly 
ſeated upon the Scheld; where among other curioſities, 
I ſawa glaſs , which repreſented the PiQures of our S4- 
viour and the Virgin Mary, colleQed from the Pucting 
together of divers other .heaJs : One was repreſented 
from a-PiGure wherein were thirteen faces, and another 
from one of twelve, over the bleſſed Virgin was this [n- 
ſcription. |

The Counteſ\ of Brabants Tombe, who was drowned, and 
her Status, as alſo the Monument of Ortelias, are here 
ſhewn. Macarius Simonens was then Abbot, the Monks 
63, Nearunto the Wharf-gate 1s the Church of St. Wal- 
burgts an Engliſh Saint, who contributed much towards 
the converſion of theſe Countries. 

The Town-houſe is fair , the Houſe buile for the Eaſt- 
country Merchants is very ſtately and large, but ruaneth 
now to ruine, in this I faw among other curioſities, divers 
ſtrange Muſical inſtruments, which at preſent are not 
underſtood, or at leaſt not made uſe of: The Heſſey 
houſe hath been alſo formerly conſiderable. The water 
whichthey make uſe of in Brewing, is brought by an 
AqueduR from Herertall about thirty miles diſtant from 
hence ; and is conveyed into the Town b7a large Chan- 
nel, peculiarly walled in by it ſelf where it paſſeth the 
Diechz in this City are many good ColleQions of PiR- 
ures both Ancient and Modern, and excellent Mini- 
ature or Limning by Goxſo/, one fine piece , hi 
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ſaw was peculiarly rewarkabie, it being the work of 
35 ſeveral Maſters, | 

From Antwerp , I paſſed to Bruſſe/s by water,chang- 
ing Boats five times , and going through divers locks,by 
reaſon thar the Country is ſo much higher about Bruſſels, 
and the water above two hundred foot lower at Antwerp. 
At Fontaine a league and half from Praſſels, three Rivers 
croſs one another: ore of them being carried over a 
bridg. The Piazza of Proſſels iS fair. and oblong in (i- 
Furez upon one of the longeſt ſides ſands the Town- 
houſe, and over againſt it the Kings-houſe, where upon 
a Scaffold hanged with Velver, Count, Fgmond and 
Horne were beheaded, the whole Priazzs being hanged 
with B'ackCloth, Upon tte top of the Tow n-houſe, ſtands 
St. Michael the Patron of the City in Braſs, Count Marfins 
houſe formerly belonging to the Prince of Orange 3 bath 
a fair Court, and overlooks a good part of the City , bur 
a quarter of it is ruined by*Lightning. The Thunder bolt 
or Stone which they affirm to hive &ffeQed it, is bigger 
than two Meers heads, and hangs up upon the door at the 
eatrance., The leſuites Church is handſome , and in it 
the fair white Tower is beautifully gi:ded at the top. 
The Carmelites Church hath a noble Altar , and near unto 
the Church is the Sratua of a piſſing boy , which is a con- 
ticual Conduir. The Armory was well furniſhed, as we 
were informed, before the Governours of the low Coun- 
tries ſold the Arms z and Caſſe! Roderipo the Governour 
left it very bare. There rewains the Armour of Charls 
the fifth, of Duke Ylberz, of the Prince of Parma, Er- 
neſtus , and of the Duke d' Alva and of the Duke Alberts 
horſe who being ſhot ſaved his Maſter, and died the ſame 
day twelve month ; Spears for the hunting the wild Boar, 
one with two Piſtols ; The Armour of Cardinal Infay- 
z, andofan IndiexKing z A Poliſh musket which carci- 
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eth fix hundred paces ;' Char/es the Fifth's Sword for the 
making the Knights of the Golden Fleece, and Henry the 
Fourth's Sword ſent to declare warz Good Bucklers for 
Defence, and ſome well wrought; eſpecially one with 
the Battel of Pyrrhas and his Elephants; and Banners ta- 
ken with Francis King of Frence , at the Battel of Pa- 
wia. 

Somewhat like Goafrey of Bowillons ſhooting the 
three Pigeons near the Tower of David,is the ſhot which 
Infants lſabells made, when with an Arruw ſhe kil\kd a 
Bird, inmemory whereof, a Bird pierced wih an Ar- 
roy is ſer upon the topof a Tower in the Cour, which 
is large; and if the New Buildings and Deſign were con- 
tinued, it would ke very handſome. Before the Court 
ſtand five braſs Statues. The Park is pleaſant, with 
Trees ſet in order, and adorned with Grotto's, Foun- 
tains, and Water-works, which come very near the lt: 
lian ; one piece ſumewhat imitating Fraſearz, "n which 
all! Muſical Inſtruments are imitated, and a perpetual mo- 
tion attewpted : and on the Front of the Buildings ſtand 
the Czſars heads. But the Eccho is woſlt remarkable ; 
which way perfedly be diſtinguiſhed to ten or twelve 
Replies. Thegreateſt Church is that of St. Gedula; in 
which is her Statua, the Devil ſtriving to blow out the 


- Light of: her Lanthorn. Two Chappels therein are re- 


markable ; the one built by Leopolaus,: very fair on the 
outſide : the other towards the North, hath been viſited 
by five Kings; in which 1s the Hoſt which bled being 
ſtabbed by the Jews. In the Dominican Church is the 
Monument of the Duke of Gleve and his Dutcheſs, in Go- 
rinthian braſs. But for a New Church that of the Bes 
gennes, or Pious Maids, 1s very conſiderable ; there be- 
og Ejghe hundred of them in this City, who have a par- 
ticular place allotted to:thew, where they have buile this 
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milk white Church. The Plague was much in this place 
at that time, three hundred Houſes being ſhut up, and a 
Garland placed on the doors, in the middle of which

was written I HS. I ſaw the Engliſ Nunnery , and 0- 
ther conſiderable Buildings. And after 1 had refreſhed 
my ſelf at the Fiſh-Tavern, which is worth the ſeeing , 
eſpecially for two Rooms in it , furniſhed from top to 
bottom with very good Pidures , I returned eo 4nt- 


werp. 

Gao. 4. I rravelled through an open Country, and 
lodged at Molin brufſe, The Spaniſh Souldiers wer us 
upon the Road this day, ſome of them well mounted and 
armed, and begped of us, and were well ſatisfied with a 
ſwall Benevolence. The next day we entred the Country 
of Liege, and paſſed grear Heaths, and on the Sixth, in 
the morning, arrived at Maeſtreichr. 

Irsjettumad Moſam, or Maeſtreicht,is a (trong Town, 
ſeated upon the Maes, four Leagues below Liege. The 
Out-works are very conſiderable z the Wall is old. To- 
wards the South-eaſt lyetha Hill, which ariſeth gently , 
3ad overlooks part of the Town. Under this Hill is one 
of the nobleſt Quarries of Stone in the World. To ſe- 
curethe Town from the diſadvantage it might receive 
from this Hil), there was formerly a Fort buile upon it, 
but it hath been long ſince lighted ; and they have wade 
out an Horn-work within Musket-ſhot of it, and the Ba- 
ſtion anſwering to. it is made very high, to- cover the 
Tawn. On the other ſide of the River ſtandeth Wicke , 
very well fortifiedalſo, and rather ftronger than Mae- 
Breicht, into which they might retire if the Town ſhould 
be taken by-$torm, it being united to Maeflreicht by a 
handſome Bridge over the Maes, conſiſting of Nine Ar- 
ches. All about Wicke the Country is flat : there are 


many

maty Tobabitants in ir, and a handſome Glaſs: houſe, 

The private Houſes of Maeſtreicht are genera!ly cove» 
red with a black Slat, or Ardoiſe, otherwiſe not very 
beautiful, The Town: houſe is fair, ſeated in one of tte 
Piazza's, built of white Stone; it hath Nine large 
Windowes in a row on each fide, and within is very 
well painted by Theodorus wan der Schuer , who was 
Painter to the Queen of Sweden. In another Pjaz- 
24 is a Fountain, rows of Trees, and the preat 
Church. This Town was beſieged and taken from tte 
King of Sp4iz by the Confederate States, in the year 
1632. 

Oitober the Seventh I dined at Gabep, a finall place, 
and came that night to Aten, 4ix ls Chapelle, or Aquiſ- 
grane, an ancient noble Ciry, the Inhabicants Courteuus, 
and much frequented by reaſon of its hot Baths, of 
which I ſhall ſpeak more particularly in my Journey 
from Colen to Lowdow. Leaving Aker | traveiled to- 
wards Fuliers or Gwlick , but it being late before we 
arrived, the Gates were ſhut up, ſo. as we went on- 
ly under the Walls, leaving ic on our right hand. 
Near unto Gulick runneth_ a ſhallow ſwift River, 
called the Roer, - At the Mouth of ic, where it fal- 
leth into the Maes, is ſeated a conſiderable Town , 
called Reermonade, through which I paſſed in the year 
1673, when Sir Line! Jenkins and Sir Foſeph Wit- 
liamſon were ſent Plenipotentiarics to Cologne , in our 
Journey from Amrwerp to that Ciry. We then paſ- 
ſed the Country of Brebept, by the way of Thornhaat, 
Weert, Roermonde, and the next Night paſſing by Erke- 
lens, lodged at Caſtro, or Caſter, in Gulickland, where 
there are ſtil} the remains of an old Caſtle, formerly 
built for the Defence of that part of the Country.

March, but being over-run by the Ger» 
mans next to them, Ygrippa, Lieutenant 
of Gallis, received them into proteRi- 
on, and placed them upon this fide of the Roman fhoar 
of the Rhine, where they built this place, and called it 
Oppidums Ubiorum , and the Romans ſeating themſelves, 
here for the defence of the Country, in Honour of 4- 
grippins, daughter to Germanicus, and wife to Clandins , 
whoſe Birth-place it was, gave it afterwards the Name of 


Colonis Aerippins, It isat preſent one of the largeſt, if 
not 
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not the preateſt, of any City in Gerweny, ſecured to- 
wards the Land by a high Wall, and two deep Trenches , 
and towards the Water by a Wall of Stone. The Rhine 
renders it delightful upon one fide, and divers rows of 
T rees encloſe the Town towards the Land, They have 
ſome Out-works, as Half-moons and Ravelins, but their 
beſt ſecurity is in the great number of men which they are 
able to raiſe within themſelves, Many of the Streets are 
broad, and paved with broad ſtones. 

Ic received the Chriſtian Faith very early, and Ma- 
Pernss was their Biſhop above 1350 years ſince , who 
ſubſcribed, amongſt others, to the Council of Arles. They 
have a preat number of Churches, and well endowed , 
which take up a great part of the Town 5 The Prebends 
and Canons Houſes having in many places Vineyards, and 
large Gardens adjoyning. Towards the North"end of 
the Town, the Church of Sr, Kamibald is conſiderable. 
The Convent of the Dominicans is fair, and newly built, 
with a Garden in the Court, and all the Chambers uniform. 
The Jeſuites Church is well built and ſtored with rich 
Copes, Altar-picces, and other Ornaments, In the 
Church of St, Gereow, a Saint of great name here, marty- 
red about Golen in the time of Maximianus , are about a 
thouſand Saints heads, and on each ſide of rhe Altar a 
large Statua, whereof one is of a Moorz and under the 
Quire another Church, The Convent of the Cermelites 
isalſo conſiderable, wherein the Treaty of Peace was 
held with good accommodation in it , though with no 
ſucceſs, in the year 1673. Inthe Church of Sr, {rſuls 
is her Tomb, and the Tombs of divers of the Eleven 
thouſand Virgins, martyred by the Huns. Upon the 
Monument of St. {{rſuls is this Inſcription 


Sepulcrum Santi Urſule indicio Columbe deteFum, 
- Upo n 
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Upon many of the Tombs which are old are Croſſes and 
Lamps. Many Bones and Heads of the Martyrs are alſo 
kept in this Church, The Cathedra: is dedicated to Sr. 
Peter, and is very large, but not finiſhed. The Body 
of the Church hath faur rows of Pillars within it, The 
Quire is handſome and very high: behind. it are believed 
to be the Tombs of the three Wiſe men which cawe from 
the Eaſt to worſhip our Saviour, or the Kings of Arabia, 
of whom ic was propheſied that they ſhould bring Gifts, 
commonly called the three Kings of Colen : Melchior , 
. whooffered Gold , Gaſpar Frankincenſe, and Balthaſa 
Myrrhe. Their Bodies, as the account goeth, were firſt 
removed to Conſtantinople by Helena the Mother of Con- 
ftantine the Great; then to Milan by Eaftorfins Biſhop 
thereof ; and they have noi reſted at Colen for above five 
hundred years, being tranſlated from Mzlap hither by 
Rainolaus Biſhop of Colen, in the year 1164, There are 
alfo divers other Monuments of Biſhops, and Noble 
Perſons in Braſs and Stone, and one in the ſhape of a 
Caltle with ſix Towers. 'The Canons of thisChurch are 
all Noblemen; among whom the Duke of Newburg, who 
ordinarily reſides at D#ſſeldorff, about twenty Engliſh 
miles below this City, upon the Rhzxe, hath two Sons. 
In a Church dedicated to all the Apoſtles, they ſhew a 
Tomb,- which being opened by Thieves, intending to 
plunder ire, the woman buried in it aroſe up and went 
home, and lived with her Husband divers years after. Ia 
one of the Streets is a Toiyer, or rather one Tower upon 
another, which ſeems to be ancierit, now made a Priſon. 
Upotianother Ruinealſd in the Streets lies a Tombemade 
out'of one Stone; of which ſort of Tombs there are ma- 


pon 
it, 
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it, from whence there is a good proſpeR over the City. 
Upon the Front of the Senate Houſe isa Man 1n Baſſo re- 
lievo, fighting withaLyon, who, as It was related to 
me, was formerly one of the Conſuls, who having had a 
conteſt with ſome Clergy-men about the Government of 
the City, on a ſuddain they cauſed a Lyon to be ler in up- 
on him ; upon which occaſion he behaved himſelt fo well, 
as he delivered himſelf, and flew the Lyon. 

The EleQor or Archbiſhopof Colen hath two Palaces 
in the City, but by agreement between him and the Town, 
he is not to ſtay here above three days together, Only this 
preſent Archbiſhop, upon the coming down of the |m- 
perial Forces, and his loſs of Borwna, took Sandtuary 
here in the Convent of St, Pantaleon, where he continued 
a great while. 

The City is Imperial and Free, and yet it doth Ho- 

mage to the Ele&or , muchafter this Form : We free Ci- 
 tizens of Colen promiſe to the Archbiſhop, to be faithful and 
favourable unto him as long as he preſerves us in Right and 
Honour, and tn our ancient Privileages, Us, our Wives, 
our Children, and our City of Colen. Moſt of the City 
are of the Roman Church, and the whole Town fo full of 
Convencs, Churches, Church-men and Reliques,. that it 
is not undeſervedly ſtyled the Rome of Germany, The 
Lutherans have alſva Church within the Walls, and the 
Catviniſts at Mulheim, half a League down the Stream on 
the other ſide of the Rhine. 
Over againft Colen lieth Dztz, a ſmall Village, inhabi- 
ted chiefly by Jews. The Veſſels which come out of the 
Low- Countries hither are long, round bellied, and of great 
burden. Near to the Wall of the Town, upon the Quay 
or Rey,is a kind of Harbour made for them, into which 
they may be drawn, and eſcape the Injuries they would 
otherwiſe ſuffer by the Ice in Winter, - 
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Beſides the rich Clergy, there are many wealthy Citi- 
zens and Merchants here, and they maintain a Traffick 
and Correſpondence with divers Countries, eſpecially 
by the convenience of the Rhine, They ſpeak nor the 
beſt High-dutch 5 but Latin and French are underſtood 
by many : Divers Hoſts in Inns ſpeak Lats, and the Ser. 
vants French ; whieh proves a good help unto Travellers. 
It was made an Univerſity about the year 1383, Beſides 
the General Hoſpitals for young and old perſons,there are 
two for the Sick, and well accommodated, They have 
a Pharmacopea Colonienſis, or a Diſpenſatory proper to the 
place, whereby Apothecaries compound their Medicines. 
I was acquainted with one of the beſt, Mr, Elburg, a 
knowing and obliging perſon, who was his Majeſties A- 
pothecary while he reſided at Colep, and whom my 
honoured Friend Sir Alexander Fraſer , his Majeſties chief 
Phyſician, made uſe of, who lived in great reputation in 
this City. 

Two hundred years ſince eAfineas Sylvins left an high 
expreſſion concerning this place, Colonia que de conjuge 
Claudii matre Neronis, Aprippina difFa eft, & trium 
Magorum offibus illuſtrats, nihil magnificentius, nihil orne- 
tins', tots Europi reperias : which though, if ſtridly 
conſtrued, will hardly be admitted by any who hath be- 
held Paris, Naples, Venice, &c.yet doth it declare the no- 
bleneſs of this City, evenin former times, 

We lefe Colen about four a Clock inthe Afternoon, ſbe- 
ing drawn up the-Stream with Horſes, they being made 
faſt by u very long Rope to the Maſt ; we lodped in a 
ſalt Viltige, having had a"good proſpe@ of Colen all 
this Evening from off the water. Near to this Place Fu- 
lins Ceſar made 'his Bridge over the Rhine. - The next 
day we came to Boy, 'the Seat 'of the' prefetit Archbiſhop 
and Eledor of: Coley, Maximiilianns Heiwitus), Duke of 
<7 1 G 2 Bevaris, 
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Beveris, Biſhop of Hila;ſbeim and Liege, and Arch- 
Chancellor of the Empire throughout Ira/y. This place 
was formerly called Bonns, or Caſtrs Bonwenfia, the win- 
tering place, in th! time of Ta6/tas, of the [ixth Legion. 
It was not long ſince very well fortified by the order of 
the preſent Archbiſhop, and the dire&1on of Colonel By- 
ſer, a blind wan, baving Gatarad#s in both his eyes. The 
Archbiſhops Palace is very Noble, and there is a Cham- 
ber ſeated a good way into the Rhixe, to which they paſs 
thorow a Gallery, This Night we lodged at the foot of 
the higheſt of the ſeven Hills by the Rhine, which are 
ſeen at a great diſtance; and upon divers of them ſtand 
old ruined Caſtles. On the 15th we paſſed by a pleaſant 
Iland with a Convent init: at Kemagen is alſo a Con- 
vent upona Rock, fortified with round Towers. In the 
Evening we lodged near to a Caſtle, ruined four years 
before by the EleGorsof Triers and Coley, it belonging ac 
that time to the Dukeof Lorraiy., On the 16th early in 
the Morning we: came to Andernach, where the plague 
was very muchat that time, and they kept a great many 
of their ſick in Boats upon the Rhzxe. 

Andernach, of 01d Antenacum, was one of the Rowan 
Fortrefſes, Upon this River, ſome think that. Galigwls 
was born, and that Valextinuian was buried hereabouts, 
Near unto this place are alſo Mineral Springs , well fre- 
quented,and much made uſe of. The/fown is encompaſled 
with an old Wall; and the Gates were ſhut up by reaſon 
of the Plague : Notwithſtanding, there being divers Fri- 
ers in;our company, ſeveral of. the Towny-men, ſent our 
diſhevof Meat to thew, which we eat.in, the Field upon 
Txees,which were laid along near: the Town, This day 
the paſſage by. water ſeeming tedious tous, Mr, Malffrath, 

a worthy German Gentieman, with, whom I travelled as 
_ ra 8pre, namilne we hand hitc. a; Coach rage- 
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cher, which we did, and invited the Friers with whom 
we had breakfaſted, to go along with us in it ro Coblentz. 
We paſſed through a very pleaſant Country, between 
rows of Walnwt-trees, in ſight of two of the EleQor of 
Triers Houſes,and near to a Houſe belonging to ite Count 
ae Wert. 

We paſſed the Moſel/a over a handſome Stone-bridge of 
thirteen Arches, built by Archbiſhop Baldws, or Paldai- 
us, inthe year 1344, and coming into the Town, we 
went to the Dominican Convent , which is pleaſantly 
ſeated near the Banks of the River Moſells ; bur the Pri- 
or of the Convent, whom we had brought with us , was 
ſo obliging, that he would not part with us that night ; 
and we were very civilly entertained by him in his Lodg- 
ings: He invited alſo ſome of the Convent to bear us 
company ; andafter a handſome Supper, with plenty of 
excellent Moſel/e wine, we went to bed between two 
Feather-beds, 

Geblemtz, or Confluentis, is a Town of a Triangular 
Figure, ſeated at the meeting of two great Rivers, the 
Rhine and the Moſella, which make two ſides thereof , 
and the third is made by a Line drawn from one River to 
theother ; which is now well fortified after the moſt re- 
gular Modern way. -The Wall within theſe Works had 
many old high Towers ; and formerly there was another 
ſtil} nearer to the uniting of the Rivers,and conſequent- 
ly containing a leſs ſpace of ground, This Town is un- 
der the Ele&or and Archbiſhop of Triers, Carolas Caſpar, 
of the Noble Family of the Leye», Arch-Chancellour 
for the Empire. in Galli. Belgica, and the Kingdom of 
Abies, It was giventvthe Church'of Triers when Me- 
doaldus was Archbiſhop above a thouſand years ſince, in 
the timeof King as 17 "The Situation 3s pleaſant 
and-convenient, an&leth oyer againſt the Caſtle of Her- 
51! —__ manſtem, 
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wmenſtein, or Ehbrenbreitftein, that is , The Stowe of far 
extended Honowr ; at the foot of which Caftle, upon the 
ſhoar of the Rhine, under a great Rock, ſtands a very 
Noble Palace of the Ele&ors, two large Wings and the 
Fronc with five Pavilions ſtanding towards the River,and 
from it a long Bridge of Boats over the Rhine to Cob- 
lentz.: when any great Veſſel paſleth by, they let ſlip 
three Boats, whereby the paſſage lieth open, and make 
them faſt again afterwards. In the German wars the Spa- 
»1ards thruſt in a Garriſoninto this Town ; which was af- 
rerwards beaten out by the Rhinegrave for the King of 
Sweden; and the ſtrong Caſtle of Ezhrenbreitſtein being 
put info the hands of the Frexch, the Emperours For- 
ces ſeized upon the Archbiſhop of Triers, who then 
was Philippus Chriſtophorus , and carried him away to 
Vienns. 

In places where theRhine runneth through a low Coun» 
try anda fat Soy], it waſheth away the Banks : to ſecure 
which, in divers places they have made great Works of 
Wood , and alſo to ſecure Veſſels from the danger of the 
Ice. AndI remember, riding near the Banks of the Ri- 
ver Loire in France, I obſerved them in ſome places to 
be handſomly defended for a long way together with Free- 
ſtone. | 

Near unto Goblentz, upon a Hill, -isa Convent of Car- 
tbufians. Otober the 17th we went up the Rhine to Bop» 
part, a walled Town, upon the weſtern bank, where Var 
Trump was at that time : It is a very. old Town, one of 
the Komay Fortreſles againſt. the. Germans, called 1anci- 
ently Bodobriga z ſome would: have it called;Bepporeifrom 
Beauport , Fair-haven, or Bonport, a good convenient 
place for Veſſels to retire;jnto, or. to! ride in... cc. 

On the 18th.we, dined at St, \Guer, a pleaſant Tow 
belonging tothe Lapdtgraueof Heſſe, who hath « Caſtle 

| here, 
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here, Coming on ſhoar we met with an odd cuſtome 3 
for upon the Wall ſide there is faſtned a Collar of Bra 
at preſent, but was formerly of Lead, and piven by 
Charles the Fifth ; into this moſt Strangers thar come pur 
their Necks, at which time they ask them, Whether they 
will be ſprinkled with water, or drink wine? and if they 
chooſe the latter, they give an entertainment of wine to 
the Company, The Queen of Sweden paſling by this 
place, gave a great Silver Cup, out of which rhey now 
drink at this Ceremony. We lodged this night at Weſel, 
a Town ſituated between a high Hill and the River, 
belonging to the Archbiſhop of Triers, Here in the: 
Market-place they ſhew us the print of St, Huberts Hor- 
ſes foot in a Free-ſtone. 

On the 19h we came to Baccharach, or ad Bacchi aras , 
belonging to the EleQor Paletine;a place famous fer Ex- 
cellent Wines, Wepaſlſed by an old Caſtle ſeated upon 
a Rock in the middle of the Rhine, being of an irregular 
fGgure, called Pfalts , where formerly the Prince Pala-- 
tines of the Rhine were born, the Princeſſes being ſent 
hicher to be brought to Bed, We came this night eo 
Dreickſhauſen ; the next day we went by a dangerous Paſ- 
ſage, there being many Rocks under water, which cauſe 
the River to run very rapid and unequally. A little as 
bove this we came to a round Tower, on a Rock in the 
Rhine, called the Mosſe-tower, built by Hatto Archbi- 
ſhop of Mertz; in the year 900. who,asthe Story goeth, 
in atime of preat Scarcity,pretending to relieve the poor 
who wanted bread, invited them together into a Barn, 
where he burnt them all, ſaying, They were like the Rats 
and e Mice which would devour the Gorn, Afﬀeer which he 
was ſo perſecuted with Rats and Mice, that to avoid them 
he cauſed this Tower to be built in the middle of the 
Rhine, which did not avail hiw, for they I _ 
thither 
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- thither alſo, and at laſt devoured him. A little aboye 


this lieth Bing upon the Weltern ſhoar;z a conſiderable 
Town, belonging to the Elegor of Mex#z: here our 
Boat ſtayed to pay Cuſtome, as it had done alſo at Bonya, 
Liutz, Hammerſtein, andernach, Coblentz, Lodeſheim , 
Bopport, St, Gower, Cub, and Baccharach, For the trade 
of the Rhine being great, Princes and Lords, who have 
Towns upon it, make uſe of that advantage, which,thoygh 
it abateth the gains of the Merchant, brings conſiderable 
profit to themſelves. _ 

Bing, or Bingium, was an old Roman Fortreſs upon 
the Khine, where the River News or Naw entreth into 
it; over which [atter there is a handſome Stone-bridge : 
In this Town were many of the Duke of Lorrain's Army 
ſick and wounded, who three weeks before had main- 
tained a fight againſt the Forces of the EleGor Palatine, 
near this place. From Bing we continued our Journey 
to Mentz: at Rudeſpeim in Rhinegaw, a place noted for 
good Wine, they ſhewed us a Boy, whofe hair was thick 
and woolly , like to the Africay-Moors, but of a fine 
white colour, which being ſomewhat an odd ſight, I crook 
away ſome of his hair with me. | 
eMentz, Moguntia, Mgzuatiacum, and by the French 
Majence, is (tated over againſt the Confluence of the Ri- 
ver Mazp, with the Rhine, or rather a little below it; in 
a fertile Gountry, 'abounding; in ail Proviſions and: good 
Wine; itlieth at length, and is moſt extended towards 
the River; and that part excelleth-the other towards the 
Land; which is not ſo populoug: or well-buile; It is a 
Rrong: place, and-well'guarded'; it hath wany Churches 
and Monaſteries, and ſome fair Buildings, eſpecially thoſe 
ef publick concern, as the Palace of the EleQor, and os 
thers:; But the narrowneſs of the Streets, and many oid 
Houſts;:takeaway much from the -beaucy : of the City. 
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It isan Univerſity, begun about the year 1486. or as c- 
chers will have it 1461. This place a'ſo challenpeth the 
Invention of Printing, or atleaſt the firſt promotion or 
perſedion thereof: And the Territory about it is famous 
for the deſtruction of the Rowan Legions under Varus, by 
the Germans, Cuftaphus 4dolphas, King of Sweadcn, was 
wonderfully pleaſed upan the taking of this City, 163r. 
entring into it in State upan the r q#h of December, it te 
ing his Birth-day, which began the 38th year of his lite, 
and kept his Court and Chriſtmas here; where at one 
time there were with him fix chief Princes of the Empire, 
ewelve Ambaſſadours of Kings, States, EleQors , and 
Princes ; beſides Dukes and Lords, and the Martial men 
of his own Army. Ar the taking of the Town,they found 
oreat ſtore of Ordnance and Powder ; and the City re- 
deemed it ſelf from Pillage by giving the King a Ranſome 
of Eighty Thouſand Dollars ; 2nd the Clergy and Jews 
gave Two and twenty thouſand more , of which the Jews 
paid Eighteen thouſand ; Archbiſhop Wambold ſaving 
himſelf upon che R#ne,and retiring to Coley, The King 
cauſed alſo two preat Bridge; to be made, one over the 
Main, founded upnn fifteen great flat bottow'd Boats, 
the reſt being built upon great Piles of Wood : Another 
over the Rhine (upported by ſixty one great flat Boats , 
each lying the diſtance of an Arch from one another ; and 
many Families of people living ſometimes in the Boats un- 
der the Bridge, The Bridge over the Main is taken a+ 
way ; but thatover the Rhzze is ſtill continued : Upon 
which I ſaw the preſent El-&or paſſing in his Coach; 
a Perſon of great Gravity, of a midd!e Srature, having 
long grey Hair, and was very Princely attended ; his 
Name Foannes Philippus of the Nob'e Fami'y of . Schen- 
burg,EleRor and Archbiſhop of Ment. Bilhap.of Wurrz- 
burg, and Biſhop 'of Worms, Arch-Chancelluur of the 
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Ewpire ſor all Germany; the firſt of the Eledoral Colleage; 
in all publick Conventions he fitsat the right hand of the 
Emperour, and isa Succefſour of the famous Boniface, 
an Expliſh man, Biſhop of Mextz, who fo much promo- 
ted the Chriſtian Religion in theſe parte, But though bis 
Dignity and Place excelleth the two other Eccleſiaſtical 
EleQors of Colex and Triers, yet his Territories come 
ſhore ; and they lye not together, bur ſcatterirgly with 
thoſe of the Palatinate, Spier , Fraenckſort, and divers 
places in Franconia. But of Jate he hath much encreaſed 
his Power, by ſeizing the great City of Erfurdr in 
Turingta, which he hath (ince much beaurified and (trength- 
ned by a Citadel built upon St. Peters-hid. 

From Meztz | paſſed by water up the River Main, to 
Franckfort, a free Ciry of the Empire, called Trajedum 
Franconum, a Paſſage or Ford of the Franks, as ſerving 
them for a Retreat, when they entred or recfirned from 
Gael; at preſent Fraxckford)\upon the Main , to differ- 
enceit from Franckford upon the River Oder, which is an 
Univerſity : It. is a large Town, divided into two parts 
by che River; the [efſer called Saxonhauſen , or Saxon- 
houſes, united tothe other by a Stone-bridge over the 
eMain, of twelve or thirteen Arches. It is a: place of 
good Trade, and' well ſeated for ir, as having the ad- 
vantage of the River Main, which paſſeth by Bamberg, 
Schweinfurt, Wartzburg., Guemund, or Gaudis munal ; 
and alſo the Tawber, and other Rivers running into it, af- 
fordeth conveniency for Commerce with the remoter 
parts of Franconia; and the Main running into the Rhine, 
makes a large communication both up and down that 
Stream. 

But this place is moſt. remarkable for the EleRion of 
the Emperour, which, by the Laws of the Golden Bull ; 
ould be in this City, as alſo for two great Marts oc 
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Fairs kept in Merch and September; at which times there 
1s an extraordinary concourſe of people from remote 
parts, in order to buying and ſelling of ſeveral Commo- 
dities, eſpecially for Books, as well printed here as in 
other parcs, whereof they afford ewo Catalogues every 
year, and have no ſinall dealings that way, by the Fa- 
tors of the Germans, Hollanders, Ltaliens, French, and 
Exgliſh : a\though at other times their trading in Books 
ſeems not great ; for when I was there out of the tiwe of 
the Marc, the Sratzoners Shops being ſhut up, made bur a 
dull ſhow. Herearea[(oa great numberof gocd Horles 
bought and ſoid : and on the North-ſide of the Cicy there 
1s a ſpacious place for a Horſe-Fair, The City is ſtrong 
and well fortified ; and moſt parrof the Town are Luthe- 
rans. In the German wars, the King of Sweden having 
raken Henaw, ſent a Meſſenger to Franckfort to know 
whether the City would peaceably and ſpeedily ſet open 
their Gates unto him, and acceprfairly of a Garriſon, or 
ſtand to the hazard of a Siege : And alchough they were 
unwilling to yieid, yet for fear of the worſt, they con- 
ſented, That the King ſhould have free paſſage for his 
Army through the City ; and that for the better aſſurance 
of it, fix hundred of his men ſhould be received for a 
Garriſon into Saxonhauſen ; and alſo that the Magiſtrates 
and People ſhould cake an Oath unto his Majeſty. So that 
upon the 17th of November, 1631. the King's Arwy paſ- 
ſed through Sexonhawſen over the Bridge , quite through 
the Town. Colonel Vitzehumb was Icft Governour in 
Saxonbauſen; and the King bimſelf rode bare- headed. 
through the Streets : and by his obliging behaviour did 
generally win the affeQions of the beholders ; and three 
days after returned thither again with the Lexdrgreve of 
Heſſez-Caſſel, and the Lanatgreve of Heſſen- Darmſtadt , 
where they met the Seventeen Early of the Werteraw, = 
; | H 2 6 
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Yeteravis, and were feaſted inthe ſame room where the 
Emperours at their Coronation uſe to be entertain- 
ed. | 

[ln Saxonbauſen there is a Houſe ancient!ly belonging 
unto the Knights of the Teatonick Order, which hath the 
priviledge of a SanQuary for Man-ſlayers and Bankrupts ; 
bur it is a ſecurity but for fourteen days. Upon this ſide 
there is the largelt portion of Land belonging to Franck- 
fort 3 on the other ſide very little, 

This being a trading place, it 1s no wonder that there 
are ſo wany Jews in it ; for a diſtinion they wear great 
Ruffs, their Sons Bonnets, and their Wives a peculiar 
dreſs of their Head. 

The Collegiate Church of St, Bartholomew , where ma- 
py of the Emperours have been crowned, is large, hath 
a high Steeple, and is builr of a red ſtone. There are 
divers handſome Fountains inthe Town, and good Hou- 
ſes; in one of the beſt of which liveth Monſieur Pzerre 
Neufville, a great Merchant, anda civil worthy perſon, 
well known in moſt places of Commerce ; who obliged 
me with Letters to / ence, and other places. 

From Franckfort I continued my Journey through the 
Berg ſtraes, paſſing by Darmſtadt, which belongs to one 
of the Brothers of the Houſe of Heſfſew, commonly known 
by the name of the Landtgrave of Heſſen Darmſtadt ; and 
afterwards through a fruitful plain Country, in the fighc 
of Hills, and ſometimes near them : the whole Country 
planted with Wallgut-crees, Vines, Corn, and in ſome 
places with Tobacco; tH1I arrived at Heidelberg. 

Incoming into this Town we paſſed over the River 
Noeteer, Nicer, or Necerws, upona Bridge covered over 
from oneend to another, with a large Roof of Wood :in 
the ſame manner is the long Bridge covered at the en- - 


trance of the City of Aleſſandria della paglia in Italy. 
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The River Neccar ariſcth near the Sylva Martians ,. 
now Swartzwala, or Black Foreſt, and paſſing through 
the Territories of the Duke of Wittenberg, runneth into 
the Khine at eManheim: This, though nore of the great- 
eſt, yetisa conſiderable River -of Germany; and hath di- 
vers good Towns upon it ard near it, as Sw/tz, Tubixgen, 
Wirtingen, FE ſſingen, Stutgard, Canſtat, Lauffen, Hallbrun, 
Heidelberg, 

There being wars at that time v hen I was in this Coun- 
try, between the EleGor Palatine and the Duke of L.yy- 
rain: The Eleor reſided for the molt part at Franken- 
aale, to be near his Forces, 

Heidelberg is ſeated on the South-ſide of the River 
Neccar, between it anda ridpe of high Hills, fo as ic 
cannot well admit of an.odern Fortification, or hope to 
Le Ex!raordinary ſtrong, as keirg over-looked by the ad- 
Jacent Mountains: It lieth molt at length from Eaſt to 
Weſt : It hath been an Univerſity ſince the year 1346. 
at which time it was begun by Rupertzs, Count Palatine, 
and at preſent is much frequented. In the great Church 
was kept the ſamous Library, which, after that the Spa- 
niards had taken this Town 1620, was carried to Rome , 
and added to the Vatican, where I ſaw it inthe year 1664. 
being placed upon one fide of a very lorg Gallery be- 
longing to the Vatican Library ; and the Duke of {rbim's 
Library placed on the otherfide , over-againſt it : both 
which made a notable addition tothe Papal Library, In 
this Church and the Church alſcof Sr. Perer, are divers 
Monuments of Princes of the Palatine Family , and of 
Learned and Famous Men. Tlie French have a Church 
here, ard the preſent EleQor is of the Order of the He! 
Ghoſt; and his Son a Mareſchal of France: and good 
. Frenchard High c:tch are both generally ſpoken bere. 
Th e Luther «ns have alſo a Church in this Town, by the 
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favour of the preſent Ele&or ; although he himſelf be a 
Calviniſt: and to expreſs his generous kindneſs the higher 
inthis point , the firſt Stone was laid by himſelf and his 
Son; and it is called the Church of Providence, according 
cothe Elecor's Motto, Domizus Providebit. 

Upon the Town-houſe is a Clock with divers Moti- 
ons, and when the Clock ſtrikes, the figure of an Old 
man pulls off his hat, a Cock crows, and ſhakes his 
wings, Souldiers fight with one another , and the like. 
The Prince's Stab!es for above a hundred Horſes are ſeat- 
ed upon the River very conveniently, but were fairer 
formerly, above half thereof having been ruined by the 
Imperialiſts; as alſo divers of the Statues on the out- 
ſide of the Caſtle, which is ſeated high above the 
Town. 

The preſent EleQor is Carolus Ludovicus , Son to the 
King of Bohemia, Frederick the Fifth ; he was born in 
the year 1617. and paſſed his Youth an Exile from his 
Fathers Kingdom and Electorate: and at the pacification 
at Prague 1635. he was excluded from any reſticution to 
be made to him. Burt at length, in the Treaty of Max- 
ſter 16458. he was reſtored to the lower Palatinate, and 
1657,returned to the poſſeſſion of his Fortunes: a highly 
accompliſhed Prince , much honoured and beloved by 
his Subje&s. In the year 1650. he married Cherlotta, 
Daughter to Wiliam the Fifth, Lendgrave, and to the 
famous Amelia Elizabeth, Landgravefi of Haſſia; by 
whom he had the ChurPrince,or EleGoral Prince Charles, 
and a Daughter,the Princeſs Charlotts Elizabetha;bur up- 
on ſome diſcontent the Princeſs Elecreſs ſince returned 
to her own Friends and Country. This EleGor is alſo 
Knight of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter , Great 
Treaſurer of the Empire, and together with the EleRor, 
of Saxony, Vicar of the Empire. Re] s 
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In his Palace or Caſtle ar Hezaelberg, are divers things: 
remarkable ; a very great Tower to be equailed by very 
few; withig which 1sa Theatre for Comedies, This was 
formerly called Trutzkarſar, or the Tower that bad Defi- 
ance, or threatned the Emperor ; bur ſince the Reſtaura- 
tion of the Elector, there are ſowe Works drawn about 
tt 10 the figure of a Sar, and the 0:d diſobliging Name is 
by Proclamation forbidden to be continued, atid it is at 
preſent called the Srer»ſchanz, or the Star-fert. By it 
is a handſome Garden ; in the Ditch whereof there was ” 
then kept a great Bear, and a very Jarge Woif. The 
Grotto's and Water-works are very handſome : they were 
alſo making divers others, having the advantage of the 
ſide of the Hill to- bring down the water, and to make 
Grots and Caves inthe Rock, Amang(t other Fountains, 
thatof the Lions head with a Frog in his Ear, is taken 
notice of, The Cel/ars are very large and cool,filled with 
Veſſels of no ordinary ſize; yet inconſiderable, if com- 
pared to the great Tun kept in a great Building joyning 
to the Cellars, it was built by this preſent EleCtor's Or- 
der, 1664- and goeth far. beyond any made before : Tr 
contains 204 Faiders and odd meaſure, or about two 
hundred Tuns : inſtead of Hoops it is buile with large 
knee Timber, like the ribs of a Ship, which are painted 
and carved, and have divers Inſcriptions upon them, 
and ſupported by carved Pediſtals. Upon ore (ide of ic 
is a handſome Staircaſe toaſcend to the top. of the Veſ - 
ſel 3 upon the top of whichis a Gallery ſer rourd with 
Balliſters, three and forty ſteps high from the ground. - 

About an Ezgliſþ mile from. Heidelberg, between the 
Hills, is a ſolitary place; where three large Streams 
or Springs guſh out of the Mothtain, and preſently fill 
five Ponds, have three. handſome Caſcates or Falls, 


and afcer run into the Plain, and are ſtrong raonght in . 
na 
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ſmall ſpace to turn four Mills; this is called Wolfsbruy , 
or the Wolfs Fountain, from a Princeſs who formerly re- 
tired into a Cave in this deſart place, and was here de- 
voured by a Wolf. 

While [ was at Heidelberg, two Engliſh men came kind- 
ly tome, Mr. Fillers, and Itmothy Middleton, belonging 
to Lobensfelat Cloiſter, a Convent formerly of the Jeſu- 
its, but ace let our to about an hundred Empliſh, who 
lefe their Country 1651. came up the Rhine, and by the 
permiſſion of the Eledor, ſctled themſelves a few miles 
from hence, living altogether, men, women, and chil- 
dren, in one Houſe; and having a community of many 
things: They are of a peculiar Religion, calling cthem- 
ſelves Chriſtian Jews 3 and one Mr. Poole , formerly li- 
ving at Norwich, is their Head, They cut not their 
Beards, and obſerve many other Ceremonies and Duties, 
which they either think chemſe[ves obliged ro from ſome 
Expreſſions in the Old Teſtament,or from ſome New Ex- 
poſition of their Leaders. 

From Heidelberg | made an excurſion, and had a fight 
of Spire, ſeated ina Plain, on the Weſt:fide of the Rhzne; 
a place of Antiquity, conceived to be Urbs Nemetum of 
old; alarge placeand populous. The King of Swedex 
in the German wars d:nolifhed th? Works abour it, nor 
willing to ſpare ſo great a number of his Souldiers as 
was required ro Garriſon it, and make it pood. Iris an 
Epiſcopal See under the Archbiſhop of Mertz : there 
are many fair Houſes init, divers Churches, and a fair 
Cathedral, with four large Towers, The Romani(ts, the 
Lutherans, and Celvinifts preach in it at ſeveral hours. 
Tt is the more p5pul2us, and filled with people of good 
quality, byreaſon of the concourſe of perſons from o»> 
ther parts of Germany, for the deciſion of. Law Suits : 
For here the Imperial Chamber is held, and many differ- 
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ences whichariſe in the Empire are determined, and the 
Ele&orsand other Princes, in ſowe tryals at Law, way 
be called hither, It is a ſettled Courre, which Maxim- 
lian the Firſt, for the better eaſe of all perſons, placed 

firſt at Worms, and not long after ic was fixed ar Spire , 

from whence it cannot be now removed, but by the con- 
ſent of all the Eſtates. Things Cognoſcib!e in this Court 

are determined by ag Imperial Judge, and ſealed with the 
Emperours Arms , ſo that there licth no appeal unto the 

Emperour. , 

Anather day I went to Manheim, formerly a Village, 
ſeated at the Confluence of the Rhine and- Neccsr ; but 
walled about by the EleQor Frederick the Fourth , and 
ſince is much encreaſed ; all the Streets being large and 
uniform, and a Noble Citadel built ; within which,over- 
againſt the Gate, the EleGor deſigns a Palace, the Model 
of which I ſaw : andat preſent, on the right hand, there 
are three Pavilions of Lodgings: in one of which lodgeth 
the EleQor Palatine; in another the Prince his Son; and 
in the third the Princeſs his Daughter : behind theſe there 
is a handſome Garden and Lodgings for Deges Felderen, 
the Charfarſis Miſtreſs, Here are ſome goed PiQtures, 
as a Head of Hens Heolben, and a Landskip with the Sta- 
ry of the Union of the Swiſſers, The Bridge over the 
Moat of the Citadel into the Town, is alſo remarkable, as 
having ſix Draw-bridges upon it, three great ones, and 
three {mall ones on the ſide, There are Paliſado's all a» 
long the bottom, in the middie of the Dirch, and with- 
out upon the Eſplewade. | 

FromHeidelberg Ltravelled to Nurxberg in the Compa- 
ny-of Captain Wagewſeyl, who had been'in the Poliſh and 
. Hungarian wars, and was employed a little before in 

blowing up the Caſtle of Lawnfteys, belonging to the E- 
lecor. P&/49e, to provent its . urpriſal by the _ of 
$1 or 1410. 
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Lorrain. He was thenemployed to raiſe a Company at 
Nvrnberg, for the Service of the EleQor Palatine. I had 
a good advantage inmy Journey by his Company ; for he 
travelled with Authority, and was a generous, knowing, 
and courteous perſon. 

| The firſt day we travelled near to the Neccer, in ſtony 
androcky way ; and it being dark before we came to 
Moſpach, the Peaſants conduGed us from Village to Vil. 
lage with bundles of lighted Straw. 

The next day we came to Poxberg , where there is an 
old Caſtle, and in the afternoon r:ached Morkenthal, or 
Mergetheim, the Seat of the Grand Maſter of the Herrhn 
Deautchern, or the Tewtonick Order. The Town is well- 
built, hath a fair P:4zzs, witha large Fountain in it, and 
a Statue of one of the Grand Maſters,with a long Corridore 
from his Palace. This Order hath been of great Fame, 
and hath had large Poſſeſſions, as way be ſeen in the exa& 
Account of the Teutonick Knights of Pruſſia, made out 
from the beſt Authors, by my worthy honoured Friend 
Mr. 4ſbmole, in his Noble Deſcription of the Order of 
the Garter ; andas Lewis au May, Counſellor unto the 
Duke of Wirtenberg, bath ſet it down, For the Knights 
Templar and of St. John, having fought proſperouſly againſt 
the Infidels,raiſed an Emulation in ſome German Gentlemen, 
who waited wpon the Emperour Frederick the Firſt, in his 
Expedition to the Holy Land, to take the Croiſado, And 
becauſe they were inſtalled in the Church and: Hoſpital of St. 
Mary 4# jeruſakem, they were called Marianites. Their 
Order differed nothing from thoſe above-mentioned, but in 
the form aud colour f their Croſs, and was approved by Pope 
Celeſtin che Third. Afterwards when Jeruſalem was ta- 
tey by Saladin, thoſe Knights betook themſelves to Prole-- 
mais, from whence the Emperour Frederick the Second,ſent 
them back inte. Germany, : 61d employed thew' againſ} the 
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Pruſſians aud Livonians, who &t tþat time were ſtill Pa- 
gans. But by the Valour and Picty of theſe Knights , their 
Souls were brought into ſubjettion to Chriſt, and their Bo- 
dies to the Order which began that war in the year 1220. 
« little while after theſe Keiehts found themſelves e Ma- 
fters of a Country of very large Extent, which obeyed the © 
Order, till the year 1<25. at which time Sigilmond, King 
of Poland, gave the inveſtiture of Pruſſia unto A'bert Maj e 
iff of Brandenburg. Inthe year 1565. the Great «Ma- 
bes became Secular ayain, and took 4 part of the Lands ſub- 
—— je to the Order, with the name of Duke of Curiatid, And 
Livonia having been the SubjeF and Theatre of many wars 
between the Poianders, Muſcovites, ard Swedes ; theſe laſt 
did at length become Maſters of it, and have it in poſſeſſion 
ill. Sothat there ts no more remaining of the Teutonick 
Order, but ſome Commanaeries ſcattered here and there in 
Germany. And the Great Maſter hath his Seat and Keſi- 
dence 4 Mergenthal. 

They wear on a white Mantle a plain black Croſs. The 
Dignity of Grand Maſter is generaily held by ſome Great 
and Honorable Perſon; and in the Great Aſſembly he ta- 
keth place of all Biſhops. The preſent is the Baron of Am- 
ring ; and the Grand Maſter before him was Leopoia Wil- 
liem, only Brother to (he Emperor Ferdinand the 
Third. 

From hence we travelled to Lawterbach,near which we 
paſſed through a Woad, and found a Noble Church up- 
on the top of a high Hill, which being much frequented 
by Pilgrims, they have made handſome ſtone Stairs from 
the bottom to the top : then to Rotenburg, and lodged at 
Borgperner, and the next day by Schantzbach we came 
to Nurenberg. Rotenburg is an Imperial City, which 
ſome have ]tkeged unto Feruſelem for its Situation upon 
hilly, 'pigces, and many Turrets in It is Situated veg 
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the head of the River Tewber, which may be accounted 
the iecond River of Frameomia,paſiing by Roiti en, Lan- 


den, and Werthaims, where it runneth' into the Mazys. 
Narenberg is the faireft City that I ſaw In Germany; 
the Houſes moſt of them of Free-ſtone, very high ; and 
divers of them painted on the outſide, and adorned with 
jilded Balls on the top ; many are of (1x or ſeven Stories 
high. Der Herr Peller hath one of the faireſt. The 
City is very populous and full of Frade, although ir 
ſtands in a barren Country, and wantsa Navigabie River, 
The three beſt Churches are the Hoſpital Charch , lately 
built very fair ; St, Lawrence, which is very Jarge, with 
ewo high Steeples in the Front ; and Sr. Seba/d the beſt of 
the three. The Body of St. Seba/d being laid upon a 
Cart drawn with Oxen, in that p'ace where the Oxen 
ſtood ſtill, they buried the Body, and erected this Church 
in his memory. Inthis Church is a Crucifix of Wood , 
very well carved, and eſteemed ar a high rate. ' The Crus 
Cifix without the Church is very great, and of a black 
colour : and ſome fancy that the Rahet Herrn , or Magi- 
ſtrates of the Town, have repofited a Treaſure within ir, 
The Pulpit is well carved and gilded, and the whole 
Church ſo ſtately, that it way paſs in the firſt rank of 
Eutheran Churches ; +that Religion being here praiſed 
1 its ſplendour, The Prieſt every morning reads the 
Scripture to the people for half an hour, or preacheth a 
Sermon. The Town-houſe is well worth the ſeeing : In 
it the Hall is ſpacious, asalſo the Chambers, and furniſh. 
ed with good PiQures, and Stones well gilded and pain- 
ted with white and gold, green and'gold, dark coloured 
and gold, and the like. There'is one Pifure of moſt of 
the Great Perſons in Germany entertained in the Great 
Ha}l ; another of the three" Brothers ' of Saxony ; one 


van Elephant as big as the life; apiece of St, m—_ 
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St. Mark, and another of St. Peterand St, Panl, both by 
Albert Dwer: but the moſt rare piece is that of Adem 
and Eve, by the ſame Maſter, with this Inſcription : 


Albertus Durer Almang facicbat poſt Virginis partum, 1s 07. 


Another excellence one is that of St. Luke drawing the 
Pidure of -our Saviour and the bleſſed Virgin. Over 
the Gate at the entrance of the Shambles is a large Oxe* 
carved in Wood, and painted over, with this Inſcrips 
£10n; Eg 


Omnia habent ortus ſuaque incrementa, ſed ecce 
Quem cerni, nnunquam Bos fuit hic, Vitulus. 


F he Caſtle ſtandeth upon a high Hill, from whence the 
Town makes a handſome ſhow : In it are obſervable a 
very deep well, the Emperors Chappel, his Pi&ure, and 
the Piures of the EleGors ; good Night pieces ; and one 
of a man behind a white Curtain tranſparent, very well 
expreſſed. The Armourof Hebbele van Gailinghen the 
preat Sorcerer is here ſhown ; and in the Wall of the Ca- 
ftle the warks of his Horſes feet, when he leaped from 
thence over the Town-ditch, 

The new Fountain was not then finiſhed ; but the Sta- 
tua's in Braſs made for it were excellent ; the Sea-Horlſes: 
large, the Sea-Nymphs much bigger than the lifez and 
Neptune, who was to ſtand on the top, is above three 
yards and a half high. When I came firſt into this place, 
I was not a little ſurprized to behold the fairneſs of the 
Houſes, handſome Sreets, different Habits, induſtrious 
People, and neatneſs in all things, more than I had ob- 
ſerved in Germen Cities before ; and no place hath grea - 


ter number of curious Artificers in Stee}, Braſs, Ivory, 
Wood, 
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Wood, wherein they work at an extraordinary cheap 
rate; and there are Officers to inſpeR and enquire into 
the works of Artificers, that they be true, perfeq, and 
without fraud : they wake ſtrong and handſome Clock- 
work. The King of Paland preſented the Grand Signi- 
or witha very noble Clock, who took ſo much delight 
in ic, that when it required ſune mending (the Turks be- 
ing ignorant in Clock-work) he,ſent it from efdriawople as 
far as Nurenburg, to be ſer in order again. 

Guſtavus Adolphus, King of Sweaen, was more magnifi- 
cently received and entertained 1n this Cicy, than in 
any other of Germany; which ſo incenſed Wallenſteyn,that 
he afterwards encamped before their Town, and did great 
ſpoil upon their Territories - But the King of Sweden 
warcted thither towards their Relief, and from thence 
towards Lutzen, where in a bloody Battel he loſt his 
life. | 

The River Pegnitz runneth through Nurnberg, and 
hath divers Stone Bridges over it ; and below the Town, 
Jjoyning with the River Reanitz, runneth into the River 
eMais at Bamberg; and the Mais runs at laſt into the 
Rhine, The Reavitz ariſeth at Weifſenberg, and is not 
far from the River Altmwul, which runne'® into the Da- 
»ube, towards Regenſburg, Upon this convenicgce , 
Charles the Great deſigned to make a Communication of 
paſſage between the Danube and the Rhine ; and made a 
Genale thirty paces broad between the Rednitz and the 


Aitmul, to joyn thoſe Streams for the commodity of Paſ- 


ſage by Boat ; but after he had proceeded two German 
miles.1n this work, Boggs, Rains, and his warlike Dis 
verſions made him give over that noble Deſign , whereby 
there might have beena Commerce by water , from the 


Ho Conntries to Vienna, and even unto the Exxipe 
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The Roman Lieutenant in Nero's time, had a deſire 29 
unite the River Soexe and the Moſela; and to make 4 
paſſage between the Meazterranean and the German Oce: 
an; having been at the mouth of the Moſela by Coblents, 
and paſſed from Chaalow upon the ſoft and nob'e River 
Arar or Soane unto Lyon, I cannot bur think theſe ves 
ry goodly Streams, and fit for ſuch a purpoſe, The 
preſent King of France hath a deſign to unite the River 
Aude with the Garonne, and fo to have a paſſage by Boat 
from the Mediterranean Sea by Tholouſe and Bowrdeaux , 
into the Ocean. When [ travelled in thofe parts, view- 
ing the Country wel], I thought it would he a difficulc 
work, and ſo it proveth : bur the King hath proceeded 
already very far therein. 

About four Leagues from N#rnberg lyeth Altdorf}, be- 
longing unto it, made an Univerſity in the year 1623,con- 
taining, when 1 was there, about 150 Scholars, The 
Phyſick Garden is handſome, and well ſtocked with 
Plants, to the number of two thouſand. Dr. Hoffman 
the Botanick and dnatomick Profeſſour , ſhe'd me many 
of the moſt rare of them; and preſented me with divers. 
The Anatomy School is not large;yer the only one in thoſe 
parts of Germany : And they have divers Curiofities pre- 
ſerved in it, as the Skeletoy of a Hart, ofa Horſe, of 'a 
Man, of a Bear bigger thana Horſe: And ſome Pictures, 
as one of a. Ninivite,and another of Moſes, which they 
take to be Ancient. Dr. Wagenfey!, Profeſſour of Law 
and Hiſtory, brother to Captain Wagenſeyl; who travel- 
led 'with me from Heidelberg, invited ns to lodge at his 
Houſe, and ſhew'd me his Library , and atl his Rarities 
and Coyns, whereof he hath a good Colle&ion, having 
lived in moſt places cf Exrope, and ſpeaks many Lan- 
guages well ; he gave mea piece of the firſt mony tha 


' was coined in Germany. In the Univerſity _ [ 
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ſaw a fair Hortus Eyſtetenfis, and Towngerman's Colle- 
&ion of Plants by his own hand. 

At Nwurnberg | met with the Son and the Secretary to 
the Holland Ambaſſador in Turky, who had travelled hi- 
ther over-land from Conſtantinople , in their return into 
the Low: Countries, travelling in Greek Habits. 

From hence I went to Newmarket, a good Town in the 
upper Palatinate belonging to the Duke of Bavaria, and 
the next day through Heinmew, ſubjed to the Duke of 
Newburg, to Regensburg. 

Ratiſbona, Regenſourg, Auguſte Tiberii, Colonia Duarta- 
norum, the chief place of the Komen Forces in this limit 
of the Empire, where the fourth Izalick Legion had a 
conſtant ſtation ; was made a Colony by Tiberivs in the 
year, as ſome conceive, of the Paſſion of our Saviour. 
It was much augmented and adorned by the. Emperour 
Arnulphus, who had a great affe&ion for this place, ſo 
pleaſantly ſeated, and in a good Country. Here the 
River Regen runs into the Danube 3 from whence it was 
called Regenſburg. There are two Bridges, one of wood 
below the Town, and another Bridge of ſtone of 
about fifteen Arches ; which is the faireſt ſtone Bridge 0- 


ver the Danube. It is an Imperial City, but not with- 


out ſame acknowledgment to the Duke of Bavaria: And 
although itbe ſtrongly fortified, yet it was taken by the 
Swedes in the Germen wars. There are wany fair build- 
ivgs in it, both private and publick; and though I am 
not able to confirm what ſome reporr, that there as many 
Churches and Chappels in this City, as there are dayes in 
the year;yet are there many fair Churches and Convents : 
As the Cathedral of St. Peter, inthe South-fide of which 
1s the PiQure of St. Peter ina ſhip; and on the North a- 
other of the Apoſtles firſt Miſſion. In the Piazz4 ſtands 
a neat little Church, the Convent of St. Pau/, founded 
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by St. Felſganges Biſhop of this place, the Convent of 
St, Emerammus Biſhop of Retriſbene, a Saint of preat Ve- 
neration here, though but of little mention or name in 6- 
ther parts, The name of Alberius Magnus, Biſhop of this 
place, hath alſo added unto the Fame of Regenſburs. 

Bur that which chiefly promoteth its luſtre, is the 
General Diet or Parliament, which is often held in this 
City, and isnot to be calledinany part out of Germany; 
and the place is not unfit for the azcommodation of ſuck 
a noble Convention, as are the Eſtates of Germany. The 
Vice-Marſhal taketh care to provide Lodgings reſpe- 
Gively to their perſons, and. ſeeth that all things be 
brought hither, and at a juſt price; chat the Hall or 
Placeof Aſſembly be furniſhed and adorned ſutably ro 
the dignity of the Perſons convened, and hath an eſpeci- 
al eyeand regard towards the Publick ſafery, By this 
Convention the great Concerns of Germany are much 
ſecured, and their peace and quiet Eſtabliſhed. Wherein 
Germany ſeems to have a better advantage than [tay ; For 
Italy being likewiſe divided into many Dominions and 
Principalities, hath no Common Diet or Great Council , 
whereby to proceed for their Publick ſafety: Which 
makes them often ſo divided in their common Concerns 
ia times of Danger, and when they moſt need a joynt 
Combination. 

| entred the notable River Danubiss at this place, 
which hath already run a good courſe, and paſſed by ma- 
ny fair Towns or Cities; as the large Cicy of Mme in 
Swabenlana, where it beginneth to be Navigable; as alſo 
Donawert, Newbvurg , and Ingeliſtadt, and hath already 
received the conſiderable River of Licus or Leck, where- 
by the Commodities of that great Trading City of Yue - 
burg are brought into it. When I firſt embarked at Re- 
genſburg, I thought I might have taken leave of the =

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wobe not far below Vienws; butan opportunity made me 
ſee this great Stream beyond Belgrade, as] have declared 
in another Account of my Travels. #4 

The firſt day we paſſed by Thonawſftezu,, where there 
is a Caſtle ſeated upan a high Rock, and came to Pferer 
or Veters Caftrs of 01d, now but an ordinary place, The 
Boats upon the Dexube are generally painted black and 
white, are flat bottom'd, and broad at the Head and 
Stern ; there is a Chawber built in the middle; and the 
Rudder is very large, to be abie ro command the Boar 
where the River is rapid, and of a ſwift Courſe, 

The next day we came to Straubirg,a handſome walled 
Town, belonging to the Duke of Bavaria; the Streets 
are ſtreight; and there is a Tower In the Market-place, 
painted all over with green and gold-colour : There is 
alſoa Bridge of wood over the Davabe. We paſſed by 
Swartz 1n the Afcernoon, where the Church is ſeated up- 
ona Hill, and is frequented by Pilgr.ms, and lodged at 
Deckendorff, where there is another Bridge; Near this 


\ Town comes into the Danube that conſiderable River Ifer, 


or Iſara,having palſed by divers confiderable Towns ; as 
Landſhut, Friſeng, and Miinchen, the Seat of Ferdinan- 
aus Maria, Elector of Bavaris, Great Steward of the 
Empire, and at preſent the firſt of the Secular EleQors, 
and he is to take place immediately after the King of Bo- 
hemis, it being ſo concluded on at the Treaty of Munſter, 
where Maximilian Duke of Bavaris was allowed to 
hold the EleQorſhip, which was confirmed upon him by 
the Emperour Ferdinaxd the Second, when he excluded 
Frederick the Fifth, Count Paldtive, and in lieu hereof 
there was an eighth EleQorſhip ereced for the Paldtinare 
Family, who alſo, if the Beveries branch doth fail, are 


co re-enter into their ancient EjeRorſhip,. and the other 
newlyereQed is to be aboliſhed. 


Thurſdey 
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Thurſday, Nevewher tif fifteenth, we came by Wilſhe- 
vento Paſſaw, Patavis, or Beiodurum, a long and no- 
ble City 1n the lower Baweris, or Bayern, wade up of 
three Towns, ILfladt, Paſſaw, and lonſtear, at the con- 
currence of the River lupe, the Daznbe, and the 1{z. 
As Townsare commonly of great Antiquity which are 
built at the Confluence of great Rivers, for the Strength 
of the Situation and convenience of Commerce ; fo 
is this accounted ancient , as being a Roman Co- 
lony, and the place of the Caſtre Batavs in 0d time', 

The Church of Sc. Stephen 1s ſtately, beſides o:her 
fair Churches. The Biſhop, whois Lord of the City, 
bath a ſtrong Palace upon a Hill; his Revenues are 
large, and beſides what he pofiefſeth hereabours , he 
bath the tenth part of the notable great Lead-Mjne at 
Bleyberg in Carinthia, This place had lately ſuffered 
much by fire; but a good part was rebuilt, and very 
fairly after the ]:a/;aw manner 2 So that this may well be 
reckoned as one of the ten conſiderable Cities, which 
are upon the Danube, accounting from U/me unto Bel- 


grade, as Ulme, Ingolſtadt, Ratiſbone , Paſſaw, Lintz, 


Vienna, Preſburg , Strigonium, Buaas, Belprade; all 
which from Ratzſbone I had the opportunity to ſee be- 
fare: the end of my Journey, Near to a Wall over as 
gainſt the great Church at Paſſaw, which was then re- 
pairing, + ſaw a vaſt Head cut in ſtone, the: Mouth 
whereof- was two ſpans wide, and the reſt proportion- 
able. The River I/zz, which runneth in here fromthe 
North, is conſiderable for the Pearls'which are found 
in jt; and the. noble River Inne or Uexns, from the 
South , is the: greateſt River which hath yet entred 
the Daxube; having paſſed by Ivſerug, and taken in 
the River Saltz, upon which flands Se/tzhurg 3 and a-

:t runneth in here with a preat force, and addeth much 
unto the ſwiftneſs of the Dexube. wy | 

Upon the Sixteenth we came to Lintz , the chief 
City in the higher 4»ſri , not very great”, but as neat 
and handſome a City as moſt in Germany. There is 
in it a very great Market-place, with never a'bad 
Houſe in it, the whole Town built of a very white 
Free-ſtone; and the Caſtle upon the Hill is of Modern 
Building, and very large. There is alſo a Bridge 0- 
ver the Danube. The Imperial Forces rendezvouſed 
here when Solyman came to Pienna, This was alſo 
beſieged by the Peaſagts of Auſtria 1n the time of Fer- 
dinand the Second ; they having got a Body together 
of Forty thouſand men, and many pieces of Ordnance, 
bue were ſtoutly repulſed afrer many Afſaults, and ar 
laſt overcome by Papenheim. Nor far below Lintz 
the River Draus enters the Danube ; this cometh from 
the Gemunadner Sea, or Lacus Felics, paſſing by Lam- 
pack, Weltz, and other Towns, and hatha noted Catara& 
or Fall of Waters. 

The next day we paffed by Ems, Anifia, upon the 
River Aniſins, or Onefus, which taking its original 
in the Borders of Se/tzburgland, runs into the Da- 
»#be, and divides the higher from the lower Asſtris , 
having received into 'it ſelf the River Szelfzs, upon 
which ſtandeth Cel, or Maria Cell, a place of the 
greateſt Pilgrimage in Auffrie. Near this Town are 
many Romany Coyns and Antiquities found', and Laxris- 
cums ſtood of old, a Romen Garriſon, and afterwards 
a Biſhop's See 2 we came'to a: Village on the North 
thoar of the Daxabe, called Greim, where the Graff 
wor Loeichtenſtezy hath a Houſe. A little below this 
are two dangerous paſſages in the River ; the one cal- 
lechthe Servdet;; where the River runingamoneſt vaſt 
Rocks, 
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Rocks, ſome" dnder”water; and ſome'above, (the waves 
are broken with' preat force, and the Current is ra- 
pid, foaming, and troubleſome; and ſome $kill is re- 
quired to paſs berween the ' Ledpes: of : Rocks which 
are- under* Water ; add: when' the water” is low'rhe-pal- 
fage i; very difficult.” -Fhe other is 'the MWurbet ;'or's 
kind of a Whirlpool, where the water turneth about 
with great force , being hindred in its dire& Courſe 
by a great Rock. Upon the top of a high craggy 
Rock ſtands a large Croſs, and at the foot a liule 
Church , dedicated to St, Nicholas, who is Patron of 
this dangerous place, and is believed to take peculiar 
care of ſuch as paſs this way , and therefore a litcle 
Boat comes to you as ſoon as you are our of danger, 
and receives what Acknowledgment you pleaſe, or 
what perhaps you may have promiſed to give, when 
you were in ſome fear. This night we lodged at lIps, 
Ipfiam, or Ibiſſa, a Town on the South-ſide of the Da- 
wube : over againſt it lieth Beſenbeug, or Uſbium Ptols- 
mei Two German miles below Ips ſtands Pechlars , 
conceived to be Arlape in former times; and here the 
River Erlaph entreth the Danube: A mile and a half 
below this lies Melcke, Nomale, or Mes dilef#i, in 
former days the Seat of the Marqueſſes of Auſtris, 
gyntil St. Leopold removed to Kalenburg, and his Suc- 
cefTours to Viemns. The Town lieth ac lengeh upon 
the South-ſide of the River z but the noble Cloiſter 
of Benedidines, which taketh place of any other in 
Auſtria, ſtands upon a Hill which over-looks the Town, 
the River, and the Country about; is richly endowed, 
and remarkable for the Monuments of many great Per- 
ſons, and the Tomb of St. Gelmen, much honoured in 
theſe parts. We dined at Steyn, where there is a Bridge 
over the Danwwe. Near to this lieth Grewbs, another 
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walled Town; and over the water Mautern; and nor 
far from it the rich Convent of Kerwein; Aﬀer this 
the River Trejſw, or Tragiſeams, cometh in from the 
South. Having paſſed by the noted Town Sr. .Pold, or 
St. Hippelitus, we lodged this Night at St. E/dorff,, and 
q the next day paſſed by Thulm, Stockeres, and Cloiſter 
Fa Newburg, to Vienns.

VIENNA 


IENNA, or Wien, which the 
Tarks call Berch, is the chief City of 
Auftrie, in the Lati:ude of forty 
eight Degrees, twenty Minutes, not 
wuch differing from the Latieude of 
Pars.. The vid (Seat of the Dukes 
of Auſtris, and for a long time of 
the' Emperours 'of Germany,  Ac- 
cording to ancient account ic ſtandeth in Pannonea ſupe- 
rior, the Bounds of Pannonis extending unto Kalembure, 
or Mons Getius, five or fix miles Weſtward of Vienna ; 
beyond which ſti!! Weſtward al! that1teth between thar 
Hill and the great River Oenus, or Inme, which ranneth 
into the Danube at Paſſaw, or Caſtra Batave , was anci- 
ently called Noricum. 

Ic was anancientÞſace of Habitation in the time of the 
Romans, and called Vindobons, as the Learned Petrus 
Lembeciss hath at large declared , where the Cleſſis "A 
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Logion had its ſta- 
tion ; all this ſhoar or ſide of the Daxube being famous 
for the a&ions of Rowen Emperours againit the Marco- 
m4nniand 2vadi, who poſſeſſed the Country on the 0- 
ther ſide of the River, and eſpecially for the wars of 
Marcus Aurelius Antoninus Philoſophus, who notably de- 
feated thoſe Nations, and who, as Awrelins Vifor ( who 
was Governour of Sirmium in Pannonia inferior, in the 
time of Conſtantrus ) affirmeth, fell ſick at Carnuntum, 
now Petronel, and died at Findoboua, now Vienna, And 
ro confirm the Antiquity hereof, beſides what Wolfgangus 
Lazias bath delivered, not many years ſince ſome Anti- 
quigies were found. For id the year; 662., when a wall 
was digged up near the old Palace, the workmen digging 
ſtill on below the Foundation, found a Stone Troumh or 
Coffin, containing hard Earth and Bones, with a ſwall 
Gold Coyn, a Glaſs Urgencloſed ina Braſs one, an Iron 
Knife hke a S:ceſpits , or Knife uſed. about Sacrifices; 'a 


lirele Roll or Scroll of pure Gold, ſhut up with a Gol- 


den cover at both ends, wherein was an Inſcription in 
ſtrange CharaQters : Not far from the Sepulchral Monu- 
ment were found a Head in Braſs,a Brazen Patere, Lamps, 
Lachrymatories,, and other Veſſels , and a Copper Coyn 
of Antoninus Garacalls. The writing in the Golden Scroll, 
which no man could read,, was conceived by the Learned 
Lambecivs to be the old Pannonian Character, and that 
this might be the Monument of ſome Pannonien Prieſt in 
the days of Garacalls, who, as good Authors deliver, 
ſpent ſome time abour theſe parts. 

It is ſeated on the South-ſide of the Danube, on the 
ripa Romana, that ſide neareſt to Rome, and many Roman 
Colonies, according to the uſual pqſition of Romer Sta- 
tions, both upon this Riyer and the, Rbzxe,, as may be ex- 


; emplified in Colen, Bonns, 4ndernach, Coblentz, eMents : 
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Waormes, Spier, and Str , Andin like manner in 
the old Rowen Stations, on the South or Rowan ſide of 
the Danube, which were in no ſmall number in or near 
the 1#ſiriax ſhoar, as Carnunium, or Petronel, Viſchmund, 
or Aquinodtium, Eberſdorffy or Ale Nove, Melck, or N- 
male, Arlape, or Pechlarne, Lentia, or Lintz; for here- 
by they becter ſecured their Conqueſts, and hindred the 
incurſions of the Barbarians before they. 

ſt is not ſeated upon the main ſtream of the Danube, 
but by a branch thereof; for che River running through 
a low Country ; it is divided into ſeveral Streams, and 
maketh many lands, A ſmall River named Wer, rur- 
neth by the Eaſt part of this City, and entreth the Da- 
wube below it, which upon floods doth often much hurc, 
yet ſometimes low and very ſhallow, fo as | have ſtepped 
over it 3 {ome will have it to give the Name unto this Ci» 
ty: it divideth part of the Suburbs from it, and hath 
divers Bridges aver it. For that we may have a diſtin& 
apprehenſion of Vieanes, we muſt conſider the City and 
Suburbs thereof 5 the Suburbs are very great, and nor 
without fair Houſes, Gardens, Walks, and all Accommec» 
dations at /arge. 

The City it ſelf is that walled and fortified part , de- 
ſigned not only for convenience of Habitation, but alſo 
to ſuſtaina Siege, or any Attack from the Tark, and is 
now ſeparated from the Suburbs by a fair Eſplanade , or 
open Ground, above a Musket ſhot over. The Houſes 
near the wall were pulled down ſince the laſt Fortificati- 
on in the Twrkiſþ war, when they were in ſome fear that 
the Twrkiſþ Forces about Gray and New-heuſel, would 
move towards them. It is fortified « /a mederns, with 
ten Baftions towards the Land, anda very deep Ditch, 
into which they can let the Dexube: and with two other 


Baſtjons towards the water, on that part of the River 
- L which 
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which lieth on the North-fide of the Town. The Baſtions 
are large ; upon one of them I ſaw Count Soxches- muſter 
a good part of the Militia of the City. The Ditch is 
large and very deep, into which although they can ler in 
the River, yer it is commonly kept dry, left they might 


incommode their deep Cellars. There are two walls, 


the one old and inward, little conſiderable at preſent , 
built at firſt with the ranſome of our King Rzchard the 
Firſt, who in his return from the Holy War, was detained 
Priſoner by the Duke of Asſtris upon the 204h of Decem- 
ber, 1192, The 4»ſtrians pretending they had received 
ſome affront from the King at Fopps, and that he had taken 
down the Enſign and Banner of Duke Leopold in a con- 
temptuous way, The other outward of a great breadth, 
made of Earth, and faced with Brick, edged with Free- 
ſtone, ſo well built, as to render this City one of the 
moſt conſiderable fortified places in Ewrope, The Efla- 
nade gently deſcendeth from the Town for three hundred 
Pacesz there are very few Out-works. 

Tr is very uncertain who was the firſt Builder of Vien- 
v4, and after it had been long built, it ran to decay a- 
gain for Four hundred years together, till Hexry the 
Firſt, Duke of Axf/ri«, in the year 1158. did much re- 
pairit ; and the ranſome afterwards of King Richard 
beautified it. 

The whole compals, taking in the Suburbs , makes: a 
very large Circuit., but the City it ſelf, which is walled 
ng. way be about three miles in Circumference, and is 
exceeding populous, as full of People, for the bigneſs of 
dhe place, as moſt of the great Cities, And I could not 
but take delight to-behold ſo many Nations init, as Tarks, 
Terters, Greciens, Tranſylvanians, Sclavonians, Hunge- 
14ani, Croatians, Spaniards, Malians, French, Germans; 
FZalgnders, &c. all in their proper Habits, ” 
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The chief Gates are fix: r. Stubathor, or the Stuben 
Gate towards the Eaſt. 2. Karvterthor, or the Gate of 
Cerinthis towards the South, 3. Bargthor , the Town 
Gate, or Caſtle Gate. 4. Schottenthor, or the Scotch 
Gate, 5. Newthor, or the Newgate ; theſe two laſt to- 
wards the Weſt: And 6. the Gate of the red Tower to- 
wards the North, which leadeth unto che Bridge over the 
Danube : and towards the water: ſide, there is alſoa Port 
by the Emperours palace, and a Cloyſter or Nunnery in 
the Town hath the Name of a Port called Himmel port, or 
the Gate of Heaven, © The five firſt of theſe Gates arc 
vaulted and arched with long paſſages through the Town- 
wall, and have good Bridges of Wood , with Draw- 
bridges to paſs over the Town ditch : The ſixth is un- 
der a Tower, and leads to the Bridges of the Danube : 
For that River running here in a flat low Country, divi- 
deth its ſtreams, ſo that to pafs it quite oyer, there are 
at preſent ſeven Jong Bridges made up of many thouſand 
Trees laid one by another, after their way of makivg 
Bridges. There is alſo a Bridge within the City of Vi- 
exns, called the Hochbrug, or High-bridge , which is 
made by the croſling of two Streets at equal Angles ; the 
ground of one ſtreet being as high as the tops of the Hou- 
ſes of the other, ſo that co continue it, they were for- 
ced to build a Bridge or Arch in the Lower-ſtrees, to let 
che upper paſs over it. 

The City is fairly built of ſtone, and well paved ; ma- 
ny Houſes are of fix ftorieshigh ; they are ſomewhat flat 
roofed after the Ital;zan way ; the Streets are not narrow, 
buc the compaſs of ground will not admit them to be very 
broad ; and their Buildings are remarkable both above 
and below ground ; their Cellars are very deep, To ſa- 
tisfie my curioſity, I went into ſome of them, and found 
four Cellars one under another ; they were arched, _

had two pair of Stairs to deſcend into them. Some have 
an open ſpace in the middle of each roof, to let the Air 
out of one Cellar into another, and from the Joweſt an 
adit or twhe unto the top, toler the Air In and ont from 
the ſtreet, ſomewhat after the manner of rhe Mines. 

eAineas Sylvins, about two hundred years fince, com- 
mending the City of Nur»barg, among 0ther expreſſions 
lets fall this : Cuperent Scotorum Reges tam egregie quam 
mediocres Cives Norinbergenſes habitare. The Kings of 
S;ots would be content to dwell fo well as the middle 
ſort of Citizens of Nurnburg. I muſt confeſs, when I 
firſt entred Nurnburg, 1 was much ſurpriſed to ſee ſuch 
a- noble, large, ſpruce, rich, and well built City : But V:- 
enns CO'h alſo deſerve the commendation which he af- 
fordeth it : {bi Palatis digna Regibus & Templa que mi- 
rars Italia poſſit. Where there are Palaces fit for Kings and 
Churches, which [r«/y may admire. And this being ſpo- 
ken ſo long ago, is now betrer verified of ir. 

The Imperial Pa'ace is very Noble, Subſtantial, and 
Princely furniſhed , confiſting chiefly of ewo Courts ; the 
ane very large, the other lefſer, wherein the Emperour 
lodgeth. At the Efitrance over the Gare, are ſet in Ca- 
pital Letters the five Vowels, 4, E, I, O, ff; whereof 
the Phancies of men make various Interpretations. That

All the World is ſub@ to Aw{?ria, Although I could 


hardly believe this was the firſt intended meaning. Be- 
ſides theſe two Courts is another fmall one, where ſome 
of the Pages lodge. - I twok norice of a large rough Faſbis 
foe lying upon theground, litle regarded or obſerved: 
t 15 about nine foot Diameter; it was prefented unto the 
Emperour by the Archbiſhop of $«/#2bwe,whoſe Coun- 
try atlordeth nomable Quarries; and ſtones of| many forts; 
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2 little piece of it polifhed , affordeth fine yellow, red, 
black, and white Veins, The Pakace of the Count de 
Draep, and that which Count Rothal hath lately built 
and nobly furnifhed, are very conſiderable ; with many

There are alſo many fair Churches, rich Convents, 
and Conventual Churches ; as that of the Carme/ites, of 
the Frenciſcans, of the BenedifFines, of St, Nicholas ; In 
this Church I could not but take notice of the late Sepul- 
 chral Monuments of Count Sfrozz? and Cardinal Ha- 
zach, The Dominican Convent is very fair. The Au- 

#ſtines have a large Church, in the middle whereof they 
have built a Chappel after the manner of the Holy Houſe 
at Loretto; upon the trop of which hang the Colours ia- 
ken from the Turks and Tartars, many of which Enfligns are 
not ſquare like ours, but made Efcucheon-wiſe, ſome fal- 
led withCircles, wherein are,expreſſed half Moons, The 
Jeſuites Colledpes are large, who ſeldome fail of noble 
Convents, eſpecially in places where they have ſo good 
footing as in thiss The Front of oneof their Colledges 
openeth into a fair Pi4zze, in the middle whereof ſtands 
a large and high compoſite Column of Copper upon a Pe- 
deſtal of white ſtone, with four Angels with Eſcucheons, 
and on the top the bleſſed Virgin ; Inſcriptions alſo, 
1n which the Emperour dedicates Awſtria unto her Patro- 
nage and Tuition. In another Market-place, where the 
Town-houſe is, there is a handſome Status of Juſtice in 
Copper. 

I could not but obſerve the Scotch Church and Cloy- 
ſter, which gave alſo the name unco the Scotch Gate of the 
City, becaufe I ſomewhat wondered haw the Scots in 
old tits ſhould be ſo conſiderable in this place , but I 
found by Information , and the Account of Lazivs and 


Maitheus Merian in Higb-dutch, that this Convent was it

former times a great Receptacle for the Scots in their long 
Pilgrimage unto Feruſelem, founded and endowed by 
Duke Henry the Firſt, in memory of St. Gregory: and it 
may ſeemleſs ſtrange that the Scors ſhould have a Convene 
here, and be numerous in theſe parts in former Ages, if 


we conſider that St. Colman, one of the Saints of the 


greateſt Veneration in this Country was a Scotchmay, and 
ſfaid to be of the Royal Blood of Scotlemd , who, in his 
paſſage to Fersſalem was murdered by the Bawyor Coun- 
try people at Stockeray, four Germen miles from Vienna, 
and hanged ona Tree, where, as the Story goes, his Body 
remained uncorrupted fora year and a half, and divers 
Miracles being affirmed of ic, it was taken down, and 
honourably interred near Sfockeraw 3 but by Meginhard 
Biſhop of Jichſtadt it was tranſlated unto Melk, and af- 
rerwards ſent into Hungery, and his Head kept a long 
timeat Stullweiſſewburg, or Albs Regal, according to 
the Account which is here given of this Saint. 

The Church of St. Peter is alſo conſiderable , not for 
its Splendour but Antiquity , as being accounted the 0]- 
deſt in the City, ſtanding in a place where in old time 
there ſtood an Altar in honour of Doemntien, called 4rs 
Flaviana. In this Church lieth the Body of that famous 
and learned Perſon Wolfgangus Lazins, with this Epitaph 
or Inſcription : : 


Magnifico Nobili Clariſſimo atque ſumma eruditione or- 
natiſſimo viro Domino Wolfgango Latzio Vien. Philoſo- 
phie atque Medicine Dottori & Profeſſori Primario, Ce- 
leberrimi Archigymnafit Viennenſis Redori + Superinten- 
denti Czſareo, & ejuſdem Sacre Czſarex eMajeſt. Fer- 
digandi SanfFiſime memorie Confilierio & Hiſtorics Pe- 
ritiſſimo, defunits Anno Domini MDLXXXVI. 


In 
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In the Church of the Capucines Convent, are interred 
the Emperour eMarthias and his Empreſs, and the Em: 
preſs Maris, wife to Ferdinand the Third, who out of 
their Devotion and Humility, chofe to be kuried in « 
Church of this poor Order. And the Capugines not ad- 
mitting of Magnificent Monuments in their Churches , as 
in the Churches of other Orders, no Towbs are ereQed 
worthy ſo great an Emperour, and ſuch t:mpreſles. 

Bur the Cathedral Church of St. Stephen, containeth 
divers Monuments of many Princes and Great Perſons , 
and is a Jarge ſtately Building, but ſomewhat dark by 
reaſon of the thick painted Glaſs : not covered with 
Lead, but with Tiles of waod, which is the only blemiſh 
thereof, yet makes a good ſhow, The Steeple and Spire 
are very remarkable, as being high, large, ſtrong, and 
handſome. Cn the top or Weathercock-p!ace of the Spire 
ſtands a Croſs under a Star and half Moon, according to 
the Figure I haveelſewhere ſet down, which the Peopte 
think to be of Gold, orat leaſt very well gilded: and in 
the time of Thunder and Lightning it looked pale and 
whitiſh. 

They have this Account how theſe came firſt to be ſer 
up in this place : That when Solman the Magnificent be- 
fieged Vienna, perceiving the Forces in the City to be 
obſtinate, he had an intent to batter down the Steeple a- 
bout their ears : But ſome of the Beſſa's and great Come 
wanders, advertiſing him how unprofitable a buſineſs ic 
would prove, and withal when he took the City, what 
an honour it would be unto him to have ſuch a Noble Py» 
ramid in his Dominions : He ſent word into the Town; 
That he was willing to ſpare the Steeple, upon condition 
that they would ſet up the half Moon and Star (the T»r- 
kiſs Arms) upon the top thereof. They returned An- 
Fryer that they would; if he- would ſend che fame 

Una 
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rmto them , which he did , and they placed it where ie 
ſtandeth, Ss hs 

This Spire hath the largeſt Crockets I have. obſerved 
in any, they being abovea yard long, and adorned with 
folnge work. The Spire of L «naſbute in Bavaris, is 
accounted the higheſt in Germany ; that of Straſburg the 
neateſt and faireſt; and this of YVieaws the largeſt and 
ſtrongeſt. And therefore it is no wonder that when the 
Ambaſſadours of Boſns former! y came unto Vienna, they 
ſo often viewed and admired this Fabrick, and plainly 
ſaid that all the mony in their Country was not ſufficient 
Oo have built it. 

This Steeple is accounted about four hundred ſixty and 
five foot high, being about half way up three hundred 
and thirty eight ſteps. Beſides other Hills, I could ſee 
Haimburger Hill within two miles of Preſburg, and a 


great part of Auſtris, which the long Courfe of the D«- 


anbe rendred very pleaſant and delightful unto the eye, 
In theChamber or Room from whence [ had this proſpe&, 
there is a Clock, whoſe Caſe being of wood, was in part 
burnt down by Lightning , and therefore there is water 
always kept in this placeto extinguiſh the fire, and a 
man continually watcheth in the place where the Bells 
hand, There-isalſo aq Inſtrument of wood, or yooden 
Bells or Hawmers, which they. make uſe of from Good- 


friday till Eafter-ſanday, all the time that our Saviour was 


in the Grave, during which time they permit no Bells to 
ring. _ | By IO 
At ane of the doors of the Chuxch there is a ſtone pla- 
cedin the wall, which is generally conceived to be gne 
of the ſtones wherewith St.Stephep was ſtoned. . It ſeem- 
ed tome ſome kind of pebble, and is worn and poliſhed 
by the hands of the people ,. who whep they enter at that 
doar, -do touch it,with their fingers. I wagalſo ſhewed

one of the ſtones which killed St. Steven at St. Sernine; 
or St. Saturnine's Church in Tholouſe in France, which is 
a Church abounding with Relique-Rarities, and where 
they alſo think they have the Bodies of ſeven of the A- 
poltles, of St. George, of our King St. Edmund, and 
of forty Saints. 

[n this Church of St. Srephen, beſides many Monu- 
ments of great Princes and famous Perſons, divers learn- 
ed men have Sepulchral Inſcriptions; as Johannes Faber 
Biſhop of Vienna ; Johannes Cuſpinianus, and Sebaſtianus 
Tengnagelins , formerly Library-keeper , Hiltoriogra- 
-pher, and Counſellor to the Emperour , an cxtraordina- 
ry learned man, and skilful in fifreen Languages, as che 
Infcription delivers, as Hebrew, Syriack,, Chalaee, 
Perfian, Arabick, Turkiſh, efithiopick , Greek, Latin , 
" French, Spaniſh , German, Belgick , and Eng- 
iſ. 
The Univerſity of Iiewns is alſo remarkable, if we 
conſider the Antiquity thereof, the number of Schclars, 
their courſe of Studies, their accommodations, privi- 
| ledges and advancements. This is ſaid to have been be- 
gun by Albertus the Third, above three hundred years 
paſt 3 and their Rules, Orders, and Statutes to have been 
borrowed from the Univerſity of Pars, and the Students 
were diſtinguiſhed into four Diviſions 6r Nations ; who, 
belides the General , bave their particular Rules and 
Officers, and were comprehended under the Clfis 
of Auſtrians , Nations of the Rhine, Hungarians, and 
Saxons. ; 

In the Auſtrian Diviſion were contained the Frinlians, 

all of the Dioceſe of Trex, all Tr«/y, with the other Pro- 

vinces beyond the Mounta ns. 

vian the Cleſfis of. the Rhine were comprehended Swe- 

 * Alſatians, Franconians, Heſrens, 4 all the Pro- 
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vinces to the South-weſt, as France, Spaiy, Navarre, 
Helland, Brabant. 

In the third Cl2ſſis, or Natio Hungarie, were contain- 
ed Hungarians, Bohemians, Polonians, Mofavisns, Scla- 
vonians, all that ſpeak the Sclavonian Tongue, and alſo 
Germans. 

To the Cleſfis, or Natio Saxowum, were reduced Sax- 
ons, Weſtphalians, Friſlanders , Turingians, Miſnians , 
Brandenburgers, Pruſſians, Livonians, Luſatians, Pome- 
ranians, with the Utramarine Kingdoms of England , 
Scotland, Ireland, Sweden, Norway, and Denmark. 

Theſe Diviſions take up all the Nations of Emrope ; 
and indeed there are Students here of many Nations: and 
upon Contentions and Differences the ſeveral Claſſes will 
hold unto'their own, and take parts, and bandy apainſt 
each other, but will a!l unite and hold together in differ- 
ences with Towns-men or Jews, which happen ſometimes 
unto an high degree. 

They follow here the old beaten way of Knowledpe-: 
and I inet with few who had any goodinſight in new Ph:- 
bſophy ; but there are many good Philologers, and are well 
verſed in Languages, Hiſtory and Antiquity : and there 
are many Learned Men either educated here,or come from 
other parts,Some who had taken natice of the. Royal Socte- 
ty in London, were very inquiſitive after itz and when I 
had ſatisfied them in all particulars, were very much 
pleaſed therewith. If they ſhould fall into the way of 
Experimental Philoſophy, being very induſtrious, 'tis ve- 
ry probable they may do much therein, and they were 
lure to have the countenance of the Emperour, I found 
them alſo much affe&ed with the Exgliſþ Society in other 
parts of Germany. At the Univerſity of 4ltorf 1 was 
much enquired of concerning it: and a Magiſtrate of 
Narnowy , who had got a Teleſcope from Lowdown, invited 
# me 
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me to his Houſe, to praiſe the way of uſing it, Dex 
Herr vow Adlerſhelme of Leipfick, a. Perſon of great Cu- 
riofity, was very inquiſitive afrer the ſame Soczety. And of 
late years the Curioff of Germany have held Learned Con- 
ventions and Correſpondence, and printed their Obſer- 
vations at Leipfick. And fince my Return into England, 
[ have been ſolicited from Caſſovis in Upper Hungary, to 
ſend the Tranſat#tons into thoſe Parts. 

During my ſtay at Vienna, | went unto a publick Ana- 
tomy or a Woman that-was beheaded : the Le&ure lallted 
ſo long, that the Body was Nineteen days unburied. It 
was perſormed by a Learned Phyſician, Dr. Wolfſtregel , 
who read in Latzn to the ſatisfaRion of all perſons. What 
I moſt particularly obſerved therein was this, The Pyra- 
midal Muſcles very plain and large; the Wterws larger 


than is uſually obſerved ; the Cartilapo Enſiformes double; 


the Lungs very black ; the Eye was very well ſhown; te 
produced an artificial Eye of Ivory, and another large 
one of Paſtboard and Paper, contrived and made by him- 


(elf; the Muſcles of the Pharynsx, Larynsx, Os Hyoides, 


and the Toxgwe , after their diſſegion , he reduced very 
handſdmely into their proper places again, to ſhew their 
natural ſituation and poſition. The Anatemy-Theatre was 
of capacity to receive above an hundred perſons; and 
according to the cuſtome of other places, to avoid imper- 
tinent SpeRators, a piece of Mony was given for admil- 
fion. Of Anatomy-Theatres, until of late, there haye been 
few in Germany, or none. And when [ was in the Unato- 

-School at Altorff, near Nurenbarg, that learned and ci- 
vil Profeſſor, Dr. Mauritius Hoffmann, told me that the 
ſame was the Firſt in Germany. 

Paulus de Sorbait, Prime Profefſor, Phyſician unto E- 
leonora the Empreſs Dowager, and Knight of Hungary , 


was the ReGor Magnificw, Zwelfer, who writ Animaa- 
| + verſions 
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verſions wpon the Diſpenſatory of Auſburg, was in great re- 
on — wh, ws built for himſelf a noble Houſe 
in the Ciry, but he died ſome time before my coming thi- 
ther, 

In fine, the Univerſity is noble, their Advancements 
conſiderable, their Priviledges great, and they have the 
power of life and death, from ancient and Jatter Conceſ- 
ſions of their Dukes and Etmperours. 

But the greateſt luſtre unto Vienna is the Reſidence of 
the preſent Emperour Leypoldus; he was born 1n the 
year 1638, he was Son unto the Fmperour Ferdizand the 
Third ; he was baptized by the Names of Leopoldaus, Is- 
natins, Franciſcus, Balthazar, Toſephus, Felicianus. His 
eldeſt Brother Ferdinand, King of the Romans, died of 
the Small Pox in his Fathers time. His Brother Carolw 
Joſephw, Maſter of the Teutonic Order, dyed 1662. He 
married Aargareta Infanta of Spain, daughter unto King 
Philip the Fourth, whoſe Children died Infants; a ver- 
ruous, affable, grave, and worthy Prince, and ſeemed to 


me to live very happily here,in the love and honour of his 
Peop.e, Souldiers, and Clergy. 


His Ferſon is grave and graceſul ;. he hath the Auſtrian 


Lip remarkably, his Chin long, which is taken fora good 
Phyſognomical mark, and a ſign of a conſtant, placid,and 
little troubled mind. He is conceived. to carry in his 
Face the lineaments of four of his Predeceſſours, that is, 
of Rudolphus the Firſt, of Maximilian the Firſt,of Charles 
the Fifth, and Ferdinand the Firſt, He was very aficci- 
onate unto his Empreſs, who, though but young, was. a 
modeſt, prave Princeſs, had a good aſpe&, was zealous in 
ner Religion, and an Enemy unto the Jews. He ſhewed 
alſo great reſpe@ and obſervance unto-the Empreſs Dows- 
ager Eleoners, who was a ſober. and prudent Princeſs . 
wellskilled inall kind of curious Works, and delighted 

h 1 Ges ſometimes 
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ſometimes to ſhoot at Deer from a Stand, or at other 
Game, out of her Coach, He was alſo very loving unto 
his Siſters, beautiful and good Ladies ; whereof one, the 
eldeſt, was ſince married unto that Noble Prince Michael! 
Wiſnowitzski, King of Poland. 

He ſpeaks four Languages, Germany , Italian, Spaniſb , 
and Latin, He 1s a great countenancer of Learned Men, 
and delightethto read , and when occaſion permitteth, 
will paſs ſome hours atic, The worthy Petrws Lambe- 
cis his Library Keeper, and who is in great eſteem with 
him, will uſually find out ſome Books for him which he 
conceiveth may be acceptable. While I was there he re- 


commended a Tranſlation of Relzgio «Medici unto him, 


wherewith the Emperour was exceedingly pleaſed, and 
ſpake very much of it unto Lembeciws, infomuch that 
Lambecius asked me whether I knew the Author, he be- 
ing of wy ownname, and whether he were living: And 
when he underſtood my near Relation to him, he became 
more kind and courteous than: ever, and defired me 10 
ſend him that Book in the Original Exgliſh, which he 
would put into the Emperours Library : and preſented 
me with a neat little Lets Book, called Princeps in Com- 
penazo, written by the Emperours Father , Ferdinand 
the Third. 

He is alſo skilful in Muſick, compofeth well , and ce- 
lighted mucin it, both at his Palace and the Church, 
which makes ſo many Muſicians in Fiemnse; for no place 
abounds more with them ; and in the Evening we ſeldom 
failed of Muſick in the Streets, and at our Windows : 
And the Emperours delight herein makes the Church- men 
take the greater care to ſet off their Church-muſick , foy 
he goeth often to Church, and not to one, but divers, c- 
fpecially the beſt Conventual Churches: and in: his own 
Chappel ſome of his own Compoſitions are often _ 
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He hath alſo excellent Muſick in his Palace, both Vocal 
and Inſtrumental ; and his private Chappel is well ſer- 
ved, where beſides the excellent Muſick, there are al- 
ways eightor ten Counts, Pages to the Emperour , who 
ſerve at the Altar with white wax Torches 1n their hands ; 
and after the manner of the [zalian Princes, divers Ennuchs 
ro ling, 

For his Recreations abroad, he delighteth much in 
Hunting, eſpecially of the wi'd Boar in due ſeaſons ; | 
have known him bring home {ix Boars in a morning. Some 
ſtour perſons, particularly Count Nicholas Serint, would 
encounter a wild Boar alone, but at laſt he unfortunately 
periſhed by one, which hath made others more wary 
ſince 3 and therefore when the Boar is at a Bay, the Huntſ- 
men ſo ſtand abcut him, that the Emperour, or other 
great perſons, may more ſafely wake uſe of their Boar- 
ſpears upon him, 

Surely there are great numbers of them about the 
Country, 'for they are no unuſual or extraordinary Diſh 
In the City,though of a delicious and pleafing taſte, They 
feed upon Acorns, Beech-maſt, and Cheſnuts, vpon the 
ſpring or ſprout of Broom, Funiper, and Shrubs, and up- 
on the rootsof Fern, and will range into Corn: fields, 
and come out of Forreſts into Vineyards. The Huntſ- 
men are notably verſed and skilful in that Game ; for 
though they ſee it not, they will diſtinguiſh a wild from 
a common Swine, and gheſ: whether that which they hunt 
be Male or Fewale, old or young, large or ſmall, far or 
tean ; and. this they chiefly. conje&ure from their tread 


_ or foot, and the caſting their hindfeet out of the track of 


their forefeet. 

The Emperour being ſo good a Huntſman, it is the leſs 
wonder that he is eſteemed a good Horſman, Certain it 
15, that he hatha very noble Stable of Horſes, ge 

rom 
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fromall parts, Jwrkiſb, Tartarian, Polonian, Tranſylvanian, 
Saxon, Bohemian, Hungarian, Naples,erc. and they are well 
managed ; and they ride them to the fatis{adion of che 
Beholders. 

Having feenthe Arſenal at Vewice , the Stores at (hat- 
ham, and the Newal Proviſions at Amfteraam, | am not 
like to admire any other, eſpecially ſo far from the Sea , 
and looked for nothing of that nature in this place. Not- 
withſtanding I found an Arſenal, and place for Naval 
Veſſels to be ſer out upon occafion, and ſome thereof 
were employed in the laſt Twrkiſh war, when they at- 
tempted to deſtroy the Bridpe of Boats which the Turks 
had made over the Danube, a littleabove Gran and Bare- 
han. They are built ſomewhat like Galleys, carry great 
Guns, and a good number of Souldicrs, and will make - 
a fight upon the broad deep ftream of the Danube, and 
may be handfomely brought into the Town behind one of 
the Baſtions, when the River is high ; and hereof there are 
ſome at Rab and Komors, as | have declared elſewhere. 

The Emperour hath many Counſellors, great Souldiers 
and Courtiers about himz among which theſe ſeemed of 
greateſt Note, 

Euſebius Wenceſlaus Duke de Sagan , Prince Lobko- 
wits, Pirme Counſellor , Hofſ-meiſter , of the Or- 
der of the Goldey Fleece, a-perſon of a grave and ſober 
Aſpec, ſomewhat blunt in converſation, but of a gener- 
ous temper, and free from all covetouſneſs, who ſpent 
his Revenues nobly, and unto his great reputation : He 
was chief Favorite unto the Emperour ; and though ſome 
had no great opinionof his Abilities, yet he was the firſt 
that diſcovered the laft Hungarian defe&ion and revolt , 
whereby thoſe Noble Perſons, Count Peter Serin# and 
Nadafti (whom I ſaw at Vienns) were brought unto their 


ends, - . 
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| Henricus Gulielmss, Count of Stahrewuberg, Ober-hefſ- 
Mareſchal, or Lord Marſpal of the Gourt. 

Fohennes Maximilianus, Count of Lembarg , Oberſt- 
Kammer-Herr , or Chief of the Chamber, a Perſon of 
great eſteem. The Gentlemen of the Bed-chawber are 
numerous, and many are inextraordinary ; there may be 
an hundred of them, all Barons and Counts, Every one 
of them wears a Golden Key before his Breaſt : and the 
Grooms of the Bed-chamber wear one of Steel : Two of 
each attendevery Night, 


Gundakerus, Count Dietrichſtein,Oberſt-Stall-Meiſter, 


or Chief Maſter of the Horſe. 


Theſe are the Chief. Theſe following are alſo conſi- 
derable. 


Count Sinzendorff, Oberſte-Fag-Meiſter , Grand Ve- 


aeur, or Hunts-Maſter, a Perſon in good favour with 


the Emperour, who very much delighteth in Hunting, as 
have molt of his Predeceſfors. 


The Count of Averſberg Oberſt Falken- Meiſter , Chief 
Falconer, who hath twelve Falconers under him. 
Pop” Count of Paar , Chief Maſter of the Emperonrs

Leopoldus Wilhelmus, Marquiſs of Baden, Captain 


of an hundred Hartſbires, who are the Horſe-guard, 


and ride with Piſtols and Carabines out of the City ; but 
within Viennathey cary Launcesand Favelins with broad 
points. 

Fromciſcns Auguſtinus, Count of Wallenſteyn, Captain of 
an hundred of the Fogr-guard, of a good Perſonage , and 
well eſteemed of by the Emperour. | 

Sixty, or more, Pager, for the number is uncertain, and 
not limited 3 moſt of them Counts and Barons. 

Raymundaus, Count de Montecuculi, was his General, 
Preſident of the Council of War, Governour of Rab and 


the 
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the Confines about: it, and of the Ordey of the Golden 
Fleece; a tall Perſon, ſomewhat lean, bur hatha ſpirit in 
his look :. he 1s one of the oldeſt Commanders in Exyope , 
and performed good Service in Poland, Hungary, Ger- 
#47 in many places,and is eſteemed a prudent, valiant,and 
ſucceſsful Commander. 

The Count de Sowches was alſo a Commander of preat 
Fame, and in high eſteem wich the Emperour. He was 
a Native of Rochelle +. he firſt ſerved the Swedes in the 
German wars, and was a Colone), but upon ſome diſguſt 
he forſook the Sweaes,: and ſerved the Imperialiſts , ard 
was made Governour of Brzz, the ſecond Town in Me» 
ravia. Afﬀter the taking of Crembsin Auſtria, General 
Torſtenſon beſieged Brin, and ſent word unto the Govern- 
our de Souches, That if he refuſed to deliverup the Town 
he would give himno quarter. Who anſwered him, That 
he would not ask any, andalſo give none : and defended 
the place with ſuch reſolution, that after many Aſſaulrs, 
Underminings, and Attempts by Granado's, Torſtenſen 
was forced to riſe, after a Siege of four months, which 
was ſo advantagious unto Auſtria and the Imperial affairs, 
that the Empecrour took eſpecial notice of him, made him 
a Barop, and of his Privy Council, He commanded allo 
all the. Forces in Viexns, and did notable Service in the 
laſt Turkiſh.wars. He took the City of Nitra,or Nitria, 
not far from Strigonium or Gray ; and took and flew fix 
thouſand Twks which were ſent by the Vizier of Buds a- 
gainſt him: a'worthy- Perſon, and' of a good Aſped. 
Count' Seuches the younger his Son, an Heroick Com- 
is Governouriof the ſtrong fortified place Leopola- 
ſiadt by. Freiftzar,' a Perſon of great Givilicy, unto whom 
I was much obligedis-  . ang 

- Count Leyfy, Nephew unto Count Lefly who was ſenc 
tembaſfadotr-ro-GaSen nope to the Spipay from the Em- 
C3! x | 
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perour, is a Commander worthy of that efteem he hath 
with the Emperour; a Perſon of great Courage, Civility 
and Humanity, which I muſt ever acknowledge. 

The Courts of the Empreſs, and of the Empreſs Dow- 
ager, are filled with Perſons of Note; and there are a 
preat number of Souldiers in this place of great Fame, 
as the Marquiſs Pio, Spork, Cops, and many more, Many 
of the Clergy and Men of Learning, are in good eſteem 
with the Emperour ; but the Feſuites e Milner and Bocca- 
bellsare his near Favorites, Many Strangers, both Soul- 
diers and Scholars, have built their Fortunes here, And 
ſurely Strangers of parts and induſtry, ſo they be of the 
Roman Church, are not like to raiſe their Fortunes any 
where better than in theſe parts. 

Though the Emperour goeth not to war In Perſon, yet 
bath he been ſucceſsful in his wars, eſpecially in the laſt 
Battel with the Turks at S:. Goaart, where the buſineſs was 
handfomly and aQively managed, to ſet upon the body 
of the Turks, which bad paſſed the River Rab,before the 
whole Forces of the Vizter could come over, to the great 
laughter of the Faniſaries and Twrks, who fought ſtout- 


ly, and were firſt put toa Retreat by the French Caval- - 


ry. Forat firſt the T#rks ſeemed to prevail, and had 
flain a preat part of two Regiments of the Auxiliaries 
which came out of Frexconis,and after their cuſtome, had 
cur off their Heads. 

Among the many notab!e things in Vienna, the Imperi- 
al Library is very remarkable. He who hath ſeen the 
Bodltlan Library at Oxford, and the Vatican at Rome , 
would be much ſurpriſed to find ſuch a notable one here, 
as way compare with them ; eſpecially upon the extreme 
Borders of the Learned part of Ewrope. 

The number and nobleneſs of the Books doth much ex- 
ceed the receptacle or place which: containeth them, i as 

| ' making 
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making no fair ſhew at the entrance, and ſomewhat want- 
ing gh. But as for the number and value of the Books, 
they are of opinion here that it yieldeth unto none , but 


_ rather excelleth any other Library in Exrope. There was 


a place deſigned for the building of a fit receptacle for 
them; bur, I know not how, a Theatre for Comedies is 
now built in that place, 

[t is divided into eight Chambers or Rooms, which 
are ſo well filled, that many Books are fain to lye upon 
the Floor z and the Shelves ſtand to cloſe, that there is 
but juſt room to paſs berween them. The Manuſcripts 
ſtagd diſtin from the printed Books, according to their 
Languages, being divided into (ix Claſſes, Theological , 
Turtdical, Medical, Philoſophical , Hiſtorical , Philologi- 
cal, There can ſcarce be a wore admirable Colleion 
than the Manuſcripts in part of the firſt Chamber, of He- 
brew, Syriack, Arabick, Turkiſh, Armenian, e/Ethiopich, 
and Chineſe Books. 

Ic was begun, at lealt the Books began to be placed in 
this receptacle,by eMaximilian the Firſt, but hath been 
much encreaſed by ſucceeding Emperours, molt of them, 
ſince Rodolphas the Firſt, being much addiced unto 
Learning , there having been large acceſſions from many 
noble Libraries, and moſt upon the coſt of the Emper- 
ours. The choicel(t Books in the famous Library of Bu- 
ds, of King eMatihias Corvinus , Son unto Huniades , 
are now fnit. The notable Library of Wolfgangus La- 
2ius, who was Library-Keeper, was brought hither,and 
Three thouſand Books of Johannes Sambucus are now in 
this Repoſitory, 

Augerins Buſbequius, ſometime Library-Keeper hereof, 
added muchunto it ; andin his two Twkiſb Embaſſies 
procured great number of noble Greek Manuſcripts ac 


Conſtantinople, which are inſcribed with his own hand, 
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Aug. de Buſbeck,emit Conſtantinopoli. A great many were 


added from the Library of the Learned Fohannes Cuſþini- 


anus, Library Keeper, and Counſellor unto the Emper- 
our. The notable Libraries and Mathematical Inſtru- 
ments of Tycho Brahe, Kepler, and Gaſſendgs , were pur- 
chaſed for ir, But the largeſt acceſſion was made by the 
noble Library of Count Fugger, which conſiſting of ſ1x- 
teen thouſand Volumes , was purchaſed by Ferdinand the 
Third. Many were brought, ſome few years paſt, from 
the Ambraſien Library by Inſpruck, by the Learned Pe- 
trus Lambecius, Library Keeper, Hiſtoriographer, and 
Counſellor unto the preſent Emperour ; who hath alſo 
an excellent Library which is like to be added unto the 
Imperial, He then reckoned the Volumes in this great. 
Library to amount at leaſt ro Fourſcore thouſand ; and 
by this time that number may be increaſed, for he ad- 
deth ſome yearly. And the number might almoſt be 


endleſs, if they would make uſe of their priviledpe, for 


the Emperour hath a right to have two Books of all that 
are printed in Germany. 

They have alſo a great advantage at Yiexna, to acquire 
good Manuſcripts from the Turkiſh Dominions, for the 
Emperour is obliged to have a Reſident with the Grand 
Siznor whereſoever he moveth or ordereth him to bezeven 
at the laſt fight of St. Goedert, the Emperour's Reſident 
was in the Turkiſh Camp. And wheni was at Leriſſa in 
Theſſaly, the Reſident Signur di Caſs Nova, was inquiſi- 
tive after Books to be found among the Greeks in Mona- 
ſteries and other places. And this Emperour , like his 
Father, will ſpare no coſt toward ſuch Acquiries. 

By the eſpecial favour of my noble Friend Lambecins, 
I weat many times intothis Library, and he was ſo cour- 
teOus as £0 let me have-what Books I deſired unto my pri- 
vate Lodgings He would ſhew me divers Books upon

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what Subje&T required, and offered me a ſight of what 


Books he chought rare and eſtimable ; and amongſt others 
I could nor but take notice of theſe following.

was extremely delighted with the rich and magnificent 
Curioſities thereof. To ſet down all I ſaw, were a work 
roo large for this Volume ; and the Caralogue of them,

[| nent unto diversnoted Places about Viewna : | walk- 
ed unto the Hill of Vienna, two Freglifh miles diſtant from 
the Town, going up all the way by an eafie Aſcent ; from 
whence I had a proſpe& of the City,and the Cawpagnia 
about 1tr, together with the high Mountains in Steirmark 
covered with Snow : and in my return ſaw the Palace of 
the Empreſs Dowager without the Town, called la Favo- 
7:14, and paſſed by the Convent of the Paulin. 

About two Engliſh miles Eaſtward f:om Vienns, there 
is a very noble Garden-place belonging to the Emperour, 
built by Rodolphss the Second, which hath been formerly 


well 


oo 
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wel! furniſhed, and provided with Flan's, bit now ſeams 
to be negleRed, and ſomewhac ruitous, It confiſtethof 
an inward and an ou:ward {quare Garden : The inward is 
two hundred ordinary paces ſquare, atout the faine Lig- 
neſs with the Place Royal at P.n7s: It hath a Portico or 
Clayſter, ſupported by Forty Pil.ars of white S:one on 
each 112, and is covered «ith Copper, as wie allo the 
Pavi ions which the common people think to þe Gold. 
Beſides this, there 1s an handſome row of Buildings well 
ſcared, called New-gabeu, in which at preſtnt are many 
wild Beaſts kept. Lions and Tigies b.ced here , and 
have youngones, Some ſay this wa: the placc of Solyman 
the Magniticents Tent when ke beſieged Vienra, 

There isalſo, about two or three miles from Vienna, 
a noted place of Devotion, ca:iled Arnols, much frequen- 
ted, eſpecially in Lext, divers carrying Croſſes very 
heavy all the way upon their ſhoulders. There is here a 
[ittle Houſe built exaRly after that of the Sepulchre at 
Teruſalem z and alſo a handſome Copy of the Picure of 
our Saviour and the Virgin Mary,with their exad heights, 
That of our Saviour is about ewo yards high ; that of the 
bleſTed Virgin three or four fingers breadth lower : Theſe 
are taken from the Original in St, John de Lateran at Rome. 
Hicher the Empreſ deſired togo one worning from her 
own Palace on foot, out of Devotion, which ſhe performs 
ed, though with a great deal of difficulty , ſhe being not 
uſed to walk , and the way was duſty. The Emperour 
accompanied her, and all the Court followed on foot, 
which made a handſome ſhew, 

Nearer unto Vienns there is alſo a remarkable place for 
Devotion, called Irzizg : and in the way from Vrenna 
unto it, the twelve Stations of the Croſs are marked out 
In imitation of what is obſerved near Feruſalem, in the 


Vis Grncis, or Doloroſa, in our Saviours proceeding from 
, the 
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the City unto Mount Galvery ; the Figures thereof are 


printed, and the ſeveral paces between every Station ſac 


down. The Ewperour hath a handſome Park near Viex- 
na, Called the Brater, wherein I beheld the effe&s of rhe 
great Lightning and Thunder which happened three 
days before, upon many great Trees which were torn , 
ſplit, or twiſted. There is a Houſe of Pleaſure in it, 
where among other things, I could not but take notice of 
a Muſical Inſtrument which I had not ſeen before, a Seat 
or Cheſt-arum ; it hath a Cord like that of a Sea-rrumper, 
but ſoundeth like a Kettle-drum, 

[ wentalſo unto Laxambourg, whither the Emperour 
ofcen retireth ; he hath a Houſe in this place, bur it is 
old, and not Jarge. There is alſo a Houſe of Pleaſure in 
the Morte, into which there is no other paſſage but through 
a high Gorridore, The Caſtle is commodiouſly ſeated for 
rhe Emperours recreation ; and there 1s an eight-ſquare 
Houſe in the Marſh, from which the Nobility and the 
Empreſs Dowager ſometimes uſed to ſhoot, ſhe being very 
expert therein. Over the Gate of the Emperours Houſe 
hangs a great Rib and Jaw-bone, whereof I could ger no 
better account, then they were the Riband Jaw-bone of a 
heathen-maid. They ſeemed to me to be Bones of anE/ephant 
Bur many things that areold or obſcure, they call, in this 
Country, Heathen:as RowayCoyns, they call Heathen mony. 
And the Peaſants brought me, in a place which had been 
formerly an old Romay Station,part of the bit of a Bridle 
digged up, which they concluded to be a Heathen Key. 

From hence I went unto Maxwerſdorff , ſeated not far 
from the River Leyts, where there isa natural hor Bath , 


called the Pilaebath; it ariſethunder a Church, the Church 


being built over the Spring-head, The water of it is 
but Lukewarw, and therefore when they deſire it hotter, 
they boyl it, and ſo bathe in Tubs in a large roow. 


From 
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From that Subſtance which iticketh to the fides of th< 

Coppers in the boyling ol 1f, they judge it to be impreg- 

nated with Snlphur, Salt-peter , ind Chalk, The warer 

colours the ſtones, and makes then look, when wet, ike 

fine Turquoiſes. And the vapour of the Fath hanging up- 

on the Moſs on the ſides, gives it an Amber or Gold co- 

lour. The Phyſicians of V7emna have given a good ac- 

count concerning the uſe of theſe Paths in Hieh-dutch. 

Not far from hence is a noted Quarry of Stone, out of 
which a great part of /J7emna is buiit, The Stones being, 
ſarge they cut and ſquare them at the Quarry. 

From hence I proceeded to the Newſialey-ſes or Lake, 
ſo called from Newfidle, which is a Town ſeated upon the 
Northern part of it, conſiſting of one ſtreet and ſome 
back-houſes,and a ſmall, ſquare, o!d Caſtle upon a Hill, 
from whence [ had a good proſpe& over the Lake. It is 
about three Germay miles broad, and ſeven miles long. 
The faireſt Lake in theſe parts,affording plenty of Fiſh ; 
encompaſſed and thickly ſet about with ſmall Towns and 
Villages ; and hath no River, arc leaſt not corſiderable, 
running into or out of it. A little way from the Gate of 
* Newſidle they dig out a black earth, out of which they 
make Salt peter. In this Journey,not far from Himburg, 
we paſſed by a place called Rawekward, which, though it 
ſeems not high, looks over a great part of Auſtria, and 
as far as Brin, the ſecond City of Moravia, a part alſo 
of the Kingdom of Bohemia,and a part of the Kingdom of 
Hungaris. T went afterwards four Exgliſh miles up the 
Stream of the Danube, to ſee a noted Quarry of Stone in 
a Hill called 4enbwg. The beds, rows, or caſes of 
the Stones lye not horizontally, but rather elevated 
Northward, about the height of the Angle forty, yer are 
not always ſo regularly placed, but rather follow the 
ſhape of the Hill, and according to that are differently 
Z Gtuated,: 
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fituated, Here I alſo obſerved a Subſtance between 2 
Clay anda Stone called Leberftein, or Liverſtone ; and 
upon wany of theſe Stones I found the figures of Trees 
and Leaves, though not ſo deep or neat as upon the Stones 
by Florence; yer very prettily marked, and often with 
broader Leaves than | had elſewhere obſerved, I paſſed 
forward to Clſter- Neuburg, a Town moſt of it belonging 
to that notable rich Monaſtery ſeated here, founded by 
St, Leopoldus Marqueſs of Auſt114,and ſince much enriched 
by ſucceeding Donations, 

Mattheus Merian bath a goodcut of theProſpeR of the 
Danube here abouts, and in what manner it paſſeth down: 
wards between the two great Hills of Kalenburg and Biſp- 
burg. Upon one Peak of Kalenburg live divers Camal- 
aulenſes, of an Order the moſt ſevere of any,living moſt 
upon Roots and Herbs, in the manner of Hermites. Near 
their Cells they had paved the ground with thoſe Stones 
I m:ntioned, which were naturally marked with the ſhapes 
of Trees and Plants. 

After an open Autumn there followed a ſharp Winter 
at Vienna, in the months of December and Fanuary, The 
branches of the Danube were ſoon frozen over. The main 
Stream, by reaſon of its ſwift Current,heid out longer,but 
was afterwards alſo ſruzen, Some have thought that this 
River is. more apt to ſreez than others. And we read of 
Battels which have been fought upon this River frozen ; 
but I could not make any regular Obſervation thereof. 
This hard weather the ground being covered with Snow, 
afforded handſome Recreations untomen, and ſome unto 
the Ladies, in running Courſes in handſome Sleds and 
Devices upon the Snow, Their Sleds were well contrived 
in the ſhape of Gryphins, Tigers , Swans, Scallop Shells, 
Dolphins, Peacocks,and the like Curioſities, carved, paint- 
ea, and gilded. The Lady fits in one of theſe,ricbly hs-

bited in Velvet, lined with rich Furrs, ſet off with Lace 
and Jewels, in a Velvet Cap lined with Sables. The Sled 
is drawn by a Horſe, dreſſed up with Feathers of all co- 
lours, and Bells hanging about him, a pair of S'aps horns 
behind his head, Ribbons and other Ornaments : one or 
more Pages ride by on Horſe-back with Torches in their 
hands. And afrer this manner they perform their Courſe 
upon the frozen Snow about the ſtreets of Viewne in the 
night, with good ſpeed one after another. A Gentlewan 

firs behind the Lady and guides the Horſe. But the Froft 
breaking Up put anend to theſe Recreations. The Froſt 
began and ended here the ſame day that it began ard end- 
ed in England. 

The Feſtivity of Chriſtmas was obſerved much after the 
ſame Manner, Ceremonies, and Solemnities as in /taly, 
On Chriftmas-aay the Emperour dined publickly, attend- 
ed with many Nobles and preat Perſons , and three re- 
markable low Dwarfs. Upon St. Stephens-dey he went 
to the Cathedral of Sr. Szephen, and went up to the Altar, 
kneeled, and kifled the Plate whereon the Hoſtia had lain. 
At the Epiphany or Twelfth-tide, the old cuſtome of choo- 
ſing King and Queen was obſerved at Court, Count Leſley 
happened to be King, the Emperour laid the Cloath, 
and the Empreſs filled out Wine, together with other old 
Cuſtomes. 

Before Chriſtmas there was extraordinary mirth and 
jollity at the Court upon occaſion of a Marriage: For | 
Count Sera, Governour of Gratz in Styria, married a 
natural Dgughter of Phzlip the Fourth , King of Spatn , 
which was obſerved with many noble Solemnities and 
Bravery. And the Nobility and Ladies were ſo ſub- 
Rantially ſplendid, that I was much ſurpriſed there- 
at, 
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This was followed by a. Funeral Solemnity for the 
Count of Draws , who was Colonel of the Forces in 
Vienna, and who had one of the nobleſt Rouſes in the 
City ; his Corps was brought out of [ta!y, and interred 
in the Dominican Church, where he formerly built a 
very fair Altar, there was raiſed for him a Cafirum Dy- 
lors, handſomely contrived and fet round with white 
Wax Torches and Candles. 

While I was in Vzexnme , the Empreſs Margarita was 
delivered of a Daughter , which was Chriſtned by the 
Name of Maria, Antonins, Foſepha, Benedict, Roſalis, 
Petronella, but ſhe lived nor many months, When the 
Empreſs came abroad, ſhe brought the Child to the A«- 
guſtines Church, where Cardinal Carlo Caraffa, the Pope's 
Nuncio, received i it, bleſſed it, and wy it upon the 
Altar. 

During my ftay here, the Ele&ion was in readineſs for 
a Kingof Poland, after the voluntary reſignation of that 
Crown by King Caſimir ; and Couriers often paſſed be- 
tween that Country and thiss There were Competitors 
the Czar of Muſcovy's Son, the Duke of .Newburg , and 
the Prince of Lorrain. The French moved aGively for the 
Duke” of Newbarg , the Emperour for the Prince of 
Lorrain, who was then at Vienna, in great favour _ 
the Emperour, who greatly promoted his intereſt 3 
Perſon of great eſteem, and who, if General Takara 
had been living, who was his intimate Friend, in all pro- 
bability might have obtained the Crown z and thereupon 
it was conceived that he ſhould have married the Emper- 
our's Siſter. But the Poles-made choice of one of their 
own Country, whowas no Competitor, Michael Wiſng- 


witski, lately deceaſed, whoalſo married the Siſter of 
the Emperour. 


When 
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When I was here, there were many Ambaſſadours of 
Note, Doy Balthaſar ae la Cues, Marquiſs of Malagon, 
and brother to the Viceroy of Naples, was Ambaſſiadour 
for Spain, Cardinal Carlo Conf was the Pope's Nuncio, 
The Venetian Ambaſſadour Extraordinary, ſolicited for 
aiſiſtance for Cayaza, and he obtained the Regiment ot 
Porcta under Marquiſs Pi. Count Souches the younger, 
who was Governour of | Leopolaftaat, and many noble and 
valiant Son:diers were preparing for that Expedition. 
The Turks gave aſſurance of the Grand Stonor's intention: 
cO maintain the Peace raviolably z and requeſted the Em- 
-perour not to aſſiſt the } enetians or Trarjilvantians , wor 
to promote, but rather hinder, the Election of the Em- 
perour of Msſcovy's Son to the Crown of Poland, Th: 
Eiſhop of Bezrers, ſent by theKing of France co the E- 
lecion of the Kingof Polana, came not hither, but paſ- 
fed through Narenburg, where [ lodged at the ſame lon: 
They were generally here againſt the French Intereſt, and 
ſo were a great part of the Poliſh Nobility. An Ambaſſa- 
dour camealſo from the Cham of Tartary, to confirm a 
Peace, and afford mutual Aſſiſtance upon occaſion. Cha 
Gagt Aga was the Ambaſſadour, who brought a Preſenc 
of the beſt Tartarian Horſes, v. hich are of high eſteem 
tor ſwifeneſs, hardineſs, boldneſs in paſſing frozen Ri- 
vers, and taking and ſwimwing over great Streams. He 
was diſmiffed with noble Preſents of Plate. The Em- 
perour preſented the Cham of Tartary with a fair Silver 
Baſon and Ewer, and a curious Watch ; and ſent Preſents 
unto the Chammine his Wife, z and alſo to his Siſter and 
four Brothers, His Followers were ſtout men, of good 
ſtatare, courſe Complexions, wearing long furr'd Veſts 
and Calpack's, or furr'> Caps. Same of them had filver 
Rings with the ſame Signatures of, the Turkiſþ Seales. 
They tgok much Tobacco in. very Brig Plpes. Their 
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Tobacco is not in Rolls, but in Leaves, and dry, They 
went about wandring and gazing at moſt things, as Chur- 
ches, Houſes, Shops : And took much delight to be in 
the Fair, where they would take much notice of ſmall 
rrifles, Yet theſe are the men that make ſuch ſad Incur- 
ſions into the Eaſtern parts of Ewrope, and carrying away 
ſo many thouſands, ſell them to the Twrks , and ſo repair 
the defe@ of People in Turky. And now after the Con- 
ſuwptionbf men in Conſtantizople,and the Country about 
by the Plague, are like ro be aGive in that Trade, ho- 
ping to find better Markets for their Plagiaries and De- 
predations. 

There are divers Greeks who trade toViewns, and ma- 
ny live in the Toxn, among which I met with three con- 
ſiderable perſons. Oue a grave Abbot, who was forced 
from his Convent by the Turk,upon ſuſpicion that he cor- 
reſponded with thoſe of Candia. Another who went by 
the name of Conſtantinus Catacuzenss, and was of the 
Blood Roya! of the Catacuzent, The third was Ferems- 
4s a Greek Trieſt, who had travelled through /rely and 
France into England, and from thence through the Low- 
Countries ard Germany to Vienna, and intended for Cop+ 


ſtantineple. He came into England to enquire after a 


young wan who was ina Ship which was firlt taken by an 
Algerine, and afterwards by an Engliſh wan of war in the 
Levant. He was very kindly uſed in Exg/and, and particu» 
larly at Cambridge. He did a great deal of honour at 
Vienna unto the Enelifh Nation, dec/aring that they were 
the moſt civil, generous, and learned people he had met 
withinallhis Travels, and that he no where found fo 
many who could ſpeak or underſtand Greek, or who 
gave him ſo good ſatisfaction inall parts of Knowledge : 
And as a teſtimony of his reſpeR and gratitude, requeſted 
me to encloſe a Greek Letter unto Dr. Pierſor, now Lord 
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Biſhop of cheffer, and Dr. Barrow , now Maſter of T71- 
nity Colledge inCambriage. | | 

Moſt men live here plentifully , there being abundance 
of all proviſion, They have great quantity of Corn, 
which upon Scarcity , by the hep of the Danube, wight 
be brought unto them from remoter parts, The Country 
affordeth ſuch plenty of wine, that they ſend a confide- 
rable quantity up the River, They have alſo rich wines 
out of Hungery and Haly, and ſuch variety, that there are 
more than thirty ſeveral ſorts of Wine to be fold in Views 
4. They arenot alſo without good Beer, Haliſtadt in 
Auſtria afiordeththem <a:t, where they makeic by letting 
in water into the hollow parts of a Mountain, whete it 
drinketh in the Salt of the Earth, and is afterwards ler 
out and boiled up. This aftordeth preat profic to the 
Emperor,and therefore the Hungarian Salt isnot permit- 
ted to be brought higher than Preſbwrg. They have alſo 
p:enty of Sheep and Oxen z but for Oxen at preſent they 
are alſo ſupplied from Hungary, nor only from the Coun- 
tries in the Emperours Dominions, but from the Turkiſh 
parts, by permifſion of the Grand Sigmer ; and they are 
brought hither by the Eaſtern Company of Vienna. They 
eat much wild Boar, whereof the Fat is delicious, like 
that of Veniſon with-us, They want not Hares, Rab- 
bets, Partridges, Pheafants. A Fowl called Haſenhenaal, 
or Gallina Corylorum, 1s much eſteemed by them, which 
made me the more wonder to meet with ſome odde diſhes 
at their Tables; as Gniny-pigs, divers ſorts of Syatls, 
and Tortoiſes, 

The Danube, and many Rivers which run into ic,afford 
them plenty of Fiſh, extraordinary Carps, Trouts, Ten- 
ches, Pikes, Eels, ſeveral ſorts of Lampries, and many 
Fifhes finely coloured ; the white Fiſh , Creviſes very 


large 3 the beſt come oue of the River Sweches , not far 
from 
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from Vienna... They have alſo that ſubſtantial large fiſh, 
called a Schetiden, or Silurus Geſners, larger than Pike , 
Salmon, or any of our River Fiſhes ; but the great Fiſhes 
called Hawuſoxs, or Huſones, in Fohnſtonw, for largeneſs ex- 
ceed all others ; ſome being twenty foot long. Some 
think this to be the ſame Fiſh which eAfkan nameth An- 
e$acets, and ſpeaketh largely of the fiſhing for them in 
Ifter. I wasat the filbing places for Hasſons in Schut 
I{land, between Preſburg and Komera, for they come 
not uſually higher, eſpecially in ſhoals; and it is much 
that they come {© high, for they are .conceived to come 
out of the Exuxine-ſea, and ſo up the ſtream. They eat 
them both freſh and ſalted ; they taſte moſt like Sturgeon. 
It is a Cartilagineous Fiſh , conſiſting of gpriſtles, and 
they have a hollow nervous chord al! down the back, 
which being dried ſerveth for a whip. When they fiſh 
for them they blow a Horn or Trumpet,and know where 
they goby the moving of the water, From FVenzce they 
are ſupplied with Oyſters, with ſalt Sturgeon, and ſome- 
tines with red Herrings,and great variety of other Fiſhes 
pickled up: as alſo with Oranges, Limozs, and other 
Fruits, Obſerving much freedom, muſick, and jollity in 
th: City. I wondered how they could content them- 
ſelves without Plays, for there were few while ] was 
there, cill the Players came hither out of Saxony, and a- 
Qed here fora time, The Jeſuites would ſometimes en- 
tertain the Emperour and Empreſs with a Comedy at their 
Colledge ; and I had once the favour to be at one when 
they were preſent, 4 | 

* But they have Dancing and Fencing ofcen,, and every 
Holy- day after dinner,the people flock to ſome Inns where 
there 1s Dancingin the inward Rooms, and. Fencing and 
Playing of Prizes upon a Kage in the Yard ; and at the 
Windows, .or. from the Galleries, -behold the Feneers 


playing 
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playing at ſeveral Weapons ; and commonly paſs the reſt - 


of the day in delights and merry Company, 

In Treafon and high Crimes they cut off the right Hard 
of the MalefaQtor, and his Head immediately after. I ſaw 
a Woman beheaded fitting in a Chair, the Executioner 
ſtriking off her Head with a Fore-blow, ſhe kehaved her 
ſelf well, and was accompanied unto the Market-place 
by the Confraternity of the Dead, wh have a charitable 
care of ſuch Perſons, and are not of any Religious Order, 
but Lay men, among whom allo in this place there are 
wany Fraternities and Orders ; as of the Holy Virgin , of 
the Holy Croſs and others, Another perſon alſo execured 
after the ſame manner ; as ſoon as his Head fell to the 
ground, while the Body was in the Chair, a wan ran 
ſpeedily with a Pot in his hand, and filling it with the 
Blood yet ſpouting out of his Neck, he preſently drank 
it off, and ranaway ; and this be did asa Remedy againſt 
the Falling Sickneſs, T have read of ſome who have ap- 
proved the ſame Med icine; and heard of others who have 
done the like in Germany. And Celſus takes notice, that 
in his time ſome Epileptical perſons did drink the Blood 
of the Glaazatouwrs, But many Phyſicians have, in all 
times, abominated that Medicine. Nor did I ſtay after- 
wards ſo long as to know the efte@ thereof, as to the in- 
tended cure, But moſt men looked upon it as of great 
uncertainty: and of all men the Jews, who ſuffer no 
Blood to come into their Lips, muſt moſt diſlike it. 

At Preſburg they have aſtrange way of Execution, till 
uſed at Metz, and ſome other places, by a Maid, or En- 
gine like a Maid finely dreſſed up with her hands before 
her. The MalefaGor ſalutes ber firſt, and then retireth. 
But ar his ſecond ſalu;e ſhe openeth her hands and cuts his 
Heart in ſunder, | 
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Though the Winter was ſharp , yet the advantage of 
Stoves, and lying between two Feather-beds, made ir 
tolerable : For they uſe Stoves here as in other parts of 
Germany, where they lodge and eat in Stoves; and great 
Perſons have Stoves in the Church, or ſuch as look into 
the Church. There are Stoves alſo in the publick 
Schools where LeAures areread, And this way of ly- 
ing between two Feather-beds, with a neat laced ſheer 
ſpread over, is more convenient ina cold Country, than 
molt others they make uſe of, For in the common Inns in 
Germany they generally ſleep upon Straw, and alſo in 
Hungary almoſt every where; and more Eaſterly upon 
the ground, ſpreading a Carpet or Saddle-cloath under 
them : and more Northerly they content themſelves with 
the Skins of Beaſts, Bears, Elks, or the like ; upon which 
they f{leep in the night. Thoſe that ſleep loweſt are cooleſt 
in a Stove ; thoſe that lye upon Tables, Benches, or 
higher, are more expoſed to the heat. The Citizens of 
Viewnaare well attired , and uſe Furs very much. The 
Women wear a high Velvet Bonnet, lined or faced there- 
with. The Place ſeemed to be healthful z but they ſpeak 
much of the Colice Auſtriaces, as an Endemial and Local 


Diſeaſe,..very hardly yielding unto good Meadzcines. They 


ſpeak good German at the Court and in the City ; but the 
Common and Country people ſeemed to ſpeak grumb- 
lingly , and beſides their accent, have divers words 
different from other parts. 

They have a Cuſtome uponSt. Nicholas-day to put ſome 
ſmall Gift into the Childrens ſhoes ; among other things 
they put in Medals and Dollars made of paper and flower 
g11ded and filvered over, yet ſcarce worth a penny. They 
ſel] Trochies or Tablets in the Markets , made of the pulpe 
of the Fruit of Hip-briar, made ſharp with Spirit of Swl. 
phur,very refreſhing. Some carry about them a Thunder- 
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fone,as a defence againſt Thunder:and they rub their Chil- 
"drens Gums with a Wo#fs tooth inſtead of Coral. 

When I was at Venice in the time of the Carnival, 1 ob- 
ſerved many Recreationsand Shews, as Rope-dancing , 
flying down the Rope, cutting off Bulls-necks with 
Swords, and many other, But at Viennaa notable trick 
which 1 ſaw there pleaſed me much: A wan of a middle 
Stacure laid down upon his back, and a heavy Anvil was 
placed upon his Breaſt, as mich as rwo men could well 
lifr, then two other men with great Hammers laid on, vn- 
til they had given almoſt an hundred bluws,and cut in ſun- 
der a great Horſhoe of iron, about halfan inch thick. 

Here is no Chriſtian Religion publickly permitted but 

the Romany, and therefore thoſe of the Proteſtant and Re- 
formed Religion are fain to reſort un'0 Preſburg, Forty 
miles off, for which they have ſome convenience by the 
Danube, and a Goach which goeth every day, [n thetime 
of Maximilian the Second, they were permitted the Ex- 
erciſe of their Religion in the Church of the Holy Croſs, 
in the City of Vienna. Bur afterwards were prohibited 
by Rodelphw the Second. The Emperour Matthias gave 
them permiſſion to meet at Herzals, alittle more than an 
Engliſh mile from Vienna ; and gave leave to their Mint- 
fters to come into.the City, and there to chriſten, marry, 
baptize, and viſt the fick, From which time they encrea- 
ſed very much, till Ferdinand the Second,returning from 
the Battel of Prague, baniſhed their Miniſter from Vi- 
enne and Arnols ; ſent the Freyherr Jorger, to whom the 
Caſtle of Arnolds belonged , Priſoner unto Lziptz ; and 
never gave over till he had taken away their Priviledges 
and Freedom of meeting publickly in any part of wer 
Auſtria. 

But here are no ſmall number of Fews, who have a di- 
ſtin& Habitation affigned them over the Water. They have 
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alſo a Street allowed them in the City for the day time, 
but they muſt all depart at night beyond the River into 


the Suburbs. | 


- 
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They are wuch diſtaſted by the Citizens and Tradef- 
men, and the Scholars agree but ill with them. While I 
was at Vienna there was a quarrel] between them to an 
bigh degree, For the Scholars aſſaulted the Fews Town, 
beat, wounded, and threw divers of them into the Ri- 
yer. Divers Scholars were wounded, ſ. me killed , and 
alſo ſome Souldiers who were commanded out to com- 
poſe the Fray : and the Fews Town was guarded many 
days by the Souldiers of the City. This begot ſuch ill 
Blood and Complaints; that a good number of the Fews 
were to be baniſhed at a certain day, The Fews, to in- 
gratiate with the Empreſs, then with Child, preſented her 
with a noble $:hver Craale, but ſhe would not receive ir, 
And there was great danger of the general baniſhment of 
them when I lefc that City , which was afterwards effe. 
&9, they being ſeverely prohibited from living, not on- 
ly at Yeenna, but in any part of. Jeftria, where there 
were formerly whole Villages of them, ſo as they were 
forced to betake themſelves into the Dominions of the 
Turk, unto Venice, into Poland and Bohemia. They be- 
ing not permitted todwell inthe Neighbour Countries of 
Hauzgery ſubje& to the Emperour, Styria, or Carinthia. 

I muſt confeſs they ſeemed uſeful unto the place for rea» 
dy accommodation of any thing , either by ſale or ex- 
change, but the people looked with an evil eye upon. 
them, as taking away much of their Trade and Employ- 
went, They alſo looked upon them as uſeleſs in war for 
defence of the place ; and were not without ſome jealou- 
tie that they held correſpondence with the Twrks,and pave 
Intelligence of their Afﬀairs unto thews Yet the Sou! iery 
dealt wuch with them , and Captains for che _— ha- 
Wo f iting, 
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biting, furniſhing, and accommodating of their Comra- 
nies. And dining one day with a Commander at a Jeiis 
Houſe, amongſt other Diſcourſe I asked the Jew con- 
cerning the tex Tribes, and where they were ? He ſaid 
they were far off in Afia, beyond a great Lake which was 
continually ſtormy, and ſcarce paſſable, but upon their $46- 
bath-dey, upon which days the Jews ao not wilingly travel, 

I have ſeen their Greamcfion at Rome, Padua, and 0- 
ther parts. Their - Phyſicrans ordinarily profeſs prear 
skill in #rizes; and the common people reſorc unto rhem 
rather than unto Ghriftiaxs, and are ſo creduious, ard 
have ſuch an opinion of them, that they might be made to 
believe they have ſome old Receipts of King Solomon. 

There are many Jews in Italy, yet they ſeem 'to me to 
be in greater numbers in Germany, In Amſterdam they 
are alſo grown very numerous. At Franckfurt they told 
me there were ſeven thouſand of them, which ſeemed ſcarce 
credible. Ar Coles they are in great numbers 2 at Ham- 
burg not a few, But the greateſt gumber ſurely is in 
Prapue. 

Though they'be permitted ig many Countries, yet di- 
vers Chriſtian Princes and States have aſſigned them ſome 
mark in their Habits, to diſtinguiſh them, In Avignon 
their Hats are yelow. In ltaly their Hats are covered 0» 
ver with Tsffate. In Germany they wear Ruffs and Gowns 
with great Gapes. In Holand I obſerved no diſtinRion. 
Bur the Fews there , moſt of them having come out of 
Portugal, there may be ſome ſuſpicion of them from their 
Complexion. 

/ Laſtly, when I conſider the old ſtrength of Yienns, 
conſiſting in an old weland a deep ditch , I cannot much 
wonder that eMatthias Corvinus, King of Hungary,took 
this City. . And I muſt aſcribe it , under God, unto the 
fiogular valour and reſolution of the Defendants , that 
Q 2 Solyman 
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Solyman the Magnificent, with two hundred thouſand men, 
was not ablerto take it, and though he made Jarge brea- 
ches, couid never enter it, but loſt ſome thouſands at an 
Aſhulr, and departed at laſt with the loſs of a great part 
of his Army. But this place is now in a far better cop- 
dition, ſtrongly fortified, and able to reſiſt the greateſt 
Forces of Turky. The houſes are cleared from the wall ; 
and yet for better ſecurity, when I was there,. Count 
ks adviſed the Emperour to pull down part of the 
S»burbs upon the other fide of the neareſt branch of the 
Danube, leſt the Turks might take advantage to play up- 
on the two Beſtions on that ſide. 

Te would be a ſad loſs-for Chri/tendome if this place 
were in the hands of the T#xrk; and no man knows where 
he would reſt. If he ſhould begin with this place , and 
rake it, the ſtrong holds of Rab, Komara, and Leopold- 


ſtadt would want their ſupport,and ſoon fall into his poſ- 


ſeſſion'; and if he were Lord of Auſtria , a great part of 
Germany would lye bare unto him:and probably it would 
not be long before he viſited [#ly, into which Country he 
would then find other ways than by Paimes nova.

= Aking a farewel of the Imperial City 
: of Vienxa, 1 ordered my Journey for 
Prague in Bohemia, which is uſually 
ſix days Journey by Coach in the 
Summer, and eight in the Winter. I 
went over the great Bridge of Vieu- 
2 ns, upon the large Stream: of the 
Dane, paſſing by the Gheppe! of 


Sc. Bridget, of an cight-ſquare Figure. . This Braage 5 a 
very 
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very great and maſſy work, ſupported by many high 
Trees, and Timber, and hath between two and three thou- 
ſand Trees laid upon it croſs, or ſide by fide, from one 
ſide of the Briage to the other, for the paſſage over it, af- 
ter the Germs manner of making Bridges: At Ratiſbone 
there is a handſome Stone-bridge over the Danube , and 


between that place and Vienna, divers of Wood ; but from ' 


Vienna to Belgrade 1 obſerved none but what were made 
with Boats. 


Having paſſed the River, I entred into the Trayſ- 
Danubian o___ , or that part of Asſiris which lieth 


between the Danube and the River Theya, and came unto 


Corneuburg, a pretty Town, about which place the Em-. 


perour often hunteth ; it isnear the Hill Biſneberg, which 
is oppoſite unto Kalenberg, The Swedes advanced far 
when they took this place in the laſt wars, and held it fo 


well, that they were not ealily forced out of it. From - 


thence I came to Stockeraw, near the mouth of the River 
Mides, where it runneth into the Dayube. A place much 
noted for the death of St. Golmay a Scotch Saint, highly 
hogeured intheſegarts, From thenceto Gurnterſaorff , 
ſo to Colnedorff orKoldhf, whichalthough it be on the 
South of the River Theya, 'is accounted the firſt V/i{ape 
of Moravis, and then came unto Znim. 

In all this part of Auſtris, which extendeth a great 
length 'on the . North-fide of the Danube, conceived to 
have been anciently inhabited by the Marcomanyi and 
Dae4i, there are. ſew or no Towns of antiquity, large- 
nefi, or note; for the Romans made their Stations and 
Colonies upon the South-lide. af .the Denure;' but the 
Country is full of Villages, -and populous. One of. the 
chiefeſt Towns is Crembs, which ſame call Gremone Au- 


firie, which I ſaw as I:came dawn the Danube, A grear 


part of this Gountry was notalily-karrafſed ape Plunder 
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(119) | 
ed by the Swedes. The Soyl is light , and eafie to be 
ploughed. | 

Znaim'is a bandfome-place, with many painted Houſes 
igir, and accounted the fourth chief Town in Mabrey, 
or eMorevis; Olmitz, Bran, and Iglaw being the other 
three, famous for the death of. the Emperour Sigi/- 
muna; It 1s ſeated by the River Theya, which divideth 
Moravia from Auſtria, and runningat laſt into the River 
M9 aftordeth accommodation of paſſage into the Da- 
nube. 

From thence we paſſed by Hlvershirken, Panlitz, and 
Moravian Buaweiſſe to Zimmay , and by Byrnitz came 


to hi, or Ielav, upon the River 1z/a, whichat laſt run- 


neth into the great River Marck , a very pleaſant place, 
feated upona Hill, on the Frontiers of Bohemia. It is 
well fortified 4 /x moderns, upon one fide, and hath one 
of the largeſt P/azz4's that I have ſeen. 

Moravis, is a pleaſant and fruitful Country affording 
plenty of necefaries for life; the people are plain-dealing, 
ſtout, and make good Souldiers. Ir is commodiouſly 
{urniſhed with Rivers, the greateſt whereof is the Mora 
or eMarck, which ariſing in the Northern part thereof, 
runneth quite through the Country, and entreth the Do- 
yaw not far from Preſburg, The other conſiderable 
Streams are the Theye or Thaiſa, the Swarts, the Schwitta, 
which run into the March. In the laſt Turkiſh wars the 
Tartars having paſſed the Wag in Hungaris, made incurſie 
ons into Moravis, and carriedaway ſome thouſands of 
the Inhabicants. - 
+ . Leaving Igls, we ſoon came into Boheme, firſt coming 
into Steckey, then to Textchin Brods by the River Suc- 
z#8, formerly a ſtrong place, taken by Ziſes the famous 
Bohemian General, who then forced the Emperour Sig?/- 
une to fly our 'of Babemie by the yay of {ſs Tron 
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thence we cameto Haberne, and ſo to Fenikaw : At this 
place, upon the 24th of February, 1643. was fought thar 
memorable Battel between the Swedes , commanded by 
Leonard Torftenſon , and the Imperialiſts under Count 
Hatzfield, Goetz, and other Commanaers, The Imperi- 
al;ts bad the better at firlt ; bur fallingupon the Enemies 
Ba , and being too greedy of Booty, they were de- 
feated, three thouſand ſlain, tour thouſand taken priſon- 
ners, with their General Hatzfield, and fix or ſeven Colo- 
nels, The ſucceſs hereof gave the Swedes advantage to 
proceed further , and into Sefiaand Auſtria, In this 
Town meeting witha Gentleman who came from Schaciirz, 
which is not far from the Riſgeburg, or Mountain of Gy- 
ants, about the Head-of the River Elbe, I] enquired of 
him concerning the ſpirit Rzbenſal, which is ſaid to infelt 
that Country, but he could ſay nothing therein -of his 
own knowledge; and though he was confident that there 
was ſuch a Spirit, yet he confeſſed that for twelve years 
it had done no hurt, In Hills, Mountains, and places 
of Mines ſuch reports are ordinary. It is reported that 
a Spirit haunts the S$i/ver Mines of Brunſwick : And ano- 
ther to be in the Tinn Mine of Slackenwalde in this Coun- 
try of Bohemia, and to walk in the ſhape ofa Monk, who 
ſtrikes the eMzners, ſings and.plays onthe Bag-pipes, and 
doth many ſuch Tricks, And Agricols in the latter end of 
his.Sixth Book De re Mereallica, gives this for one reaſon 
why Mznes, or paſſages in Mines, are given over. 

From Fanikew [ travelicd io Czoſiaw , 8 good Town , 
and the chiefeſt in the Czs/lawer Circle :: In this place 
they ſay that Ziſces was buried, that famous Bohemian Ge- 
veral ; he loſt one Eye by an Arrow, and was at length 
blind of beth, yet gave'not over the war, and proved 
ſucceſsful inir, - He wiſhed bis Friendsto makea; Drum 
of his Skin, which ſhould ſerve to fright ayay their E- 

nemies, 
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nemies. And though he cared not for any Sepulchral 
Monument, yet he had one in this place. 

From Gz4ſtaw we came to Guttenberg, or Cottenberg , 
about eight Bohemian miles from Pragee, every mile be- 
ing five or ſix Expliſþ miles. A 'arge Town, and nuch 
frequeated, not farfrom the River Alb” or Elbe, of e- 
ſpecal note for the 8ilver eMines about ic: The Hills 
near it are got high , and conſequently the Mines ate not 
ſo deep as thoſe of Hungary, and ſome others in' Germa- 
ny ; yet ſome are above ſeventy or eighty Fathoms. They 
have wrought at theſe Mixes ſeven hundred years, and 
there are about thirty of them. I went down inco thac 
which was firſt digged, but afterwards lefe for a long 
time, but they work there now again, it is called the Cot- 
na, or Auf der Gotten, upon the Cotten, or Coat-hill ; and 
as the Story goeth, a Monk walking over this Hill found 
a kind of a Silver Tree ſticking to his Garment, which 
was the occafion that they afcerwards digged and built 
theſe Mepes, and the place retains the name of Cotten- 
berg, C 

The Mzze into which I deſcegded neac the Town, is 
but nineteen Fathoms deep; the chief Veix of the Ore 
runnech South, and is about a foot in breadth : the Ore 
holdeth or containeth in it Silver and Copper, (o that out 
of an hundred pound weight of Ore, they ordinarily gec 
an Ounce of $i/ver,and eight, nine, or ten ounces or more 
of Copper, even to pounds, but itis not well known, for 
the Gopper-works are the Emperours. The Hndertakers 


get out what Sikverthey can, and afterwards ſell the Ore 
unto'the Emperours Officers ; but ſome Ore is ſorich as 
to contain eight or nine ounces of Silver, A blew Earth 
which they meet within digging, affords the belt hopes 
of Ore. Two men lately periſhed in this Mzze, having 
made a fire in it, being either a with the ſmoak,or, 
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as they thought, by the poyſonous exhalation« forced out 
CN EN by the fire, I have read thai Libsſſa the 
Princeſs, and reputed Sorcereſs of bohemia, foretold 
many things concerning theſe Mines ; but certain it is, 
that for the advantage and profit theſe bring, the Town 
hath ſuffered much inwany wars. The Emperour Syzif- 
»und made haſte out of ir upon the approach of Ziſca, and 
ſeeing he could not hold ir, burne the Town ; bur it 
was ſoon rebuilt and poſſeſſed by Ziſce, whoſe party 
called it the Purſe of Antichriſt. 

Leaving Cortenburg , I came to Colline and to Bohemes- 
4n Brods, ſonamed to diſtinguiſh it from Datch or Te«- 
ronick Broda before mentioned, a conſiderable good Town, 
and from thence came to Prag, or Prague, the Capital 
and Royal City of the Kingdom of Bohemia. The Walls 
of this City ſeem to encloſe ihe greateſt Circuit of ground 
of any I have ſeen in Germany, but the Hills and void 
fpaces within jt take upa large TraQ, and therein it is 
like the City of Lyor in France;it is ſeated upon the River 
Mulaan, by the Bohemians named {{ltawe, a large rapid 
River, ariſing ig the South part of Bohemia, and before 
1 arriveth at Pregee, receiveth the River Sarſua and the 
Watta into it ; and Notthward of Prague the River Epre, 
and joyneth with the Elbe. ny, 

This great place conſiſteth of three Towns, named the 
Old, the] New , and the Kleine Seitten, or leſſer Town. 
The o/d Tows lieth upon the Eaſt of the River Maldas, 
is very populous, full of Buildings, private and' pub- 
hck, Very conſiderable in this part 13 alfo the Univerſi- 
ty , wherein are great numbers of Students and Scholars, 
there being but one Univerſity-in Bohemia; many perſons 
alſo reſorting thither from orher Countries. It is ſcarce 
credible what is reported of the mymber of Scholars in 
Prague in former Ages, as hathbeendelivered by divers 

Authors, 
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Authors. And Lews as May, Counſellor unto the Duke 
of Wirtenbarg, aff meth, That there are at preſent ſcarce 
ſo many Students in ail Germany, as there weie at Prague 
in the year 1409. when they reckoned above Forty 
thouſand unJer the RedForſbip of Fohn 1ims. Charles the 
Fourch, Emperour, and King of Bhemia, founded the 
Univerſity, of Prague , giving equal priviledges to the 
Bohemians, Polanders,and Germans:and when he would re- 
trench his favours towardsStrangers,there.went out of the 
Town ina weeks time twenty four thouſand Scholars,and - 


— a liecle after, ſixteen thouſand, whereby we way judge 


there were more Schojars in Prague than other perſuns 
in ſome great Cities, Therearealſo in this old Town di- 
vers Colledges and Cloyſters, The Feſuites have a fair, 
handſome Colledge, near unto the Bridge, but the Buila- 
ings of the old Town are inferiour to thoſe of the /eſſer 
Town, | 

The new Tows is large, and together with the River, 
encoinpaſſeth the o/d, and is divided from it by a large 
Trench or Ditch, in'o which they can let in the River. The 
Iriſh have a Gloyſter of Franciſcens near unto an 01d Tower 
in the Wall of the old Towns. The Feſnites have alſo be- 
gun a large Cloyſter, which, if finiſhed according to its 
beginning and deſign, wi!l be vety ſpacious and noble. 
They are now making Baſtions about the Town at one end 
thereof; there is alſo a Ci#ade/, but not finiſhed, at Wiſſe- 
raht, or Wiſſegrade, formerly the Seat of the Princes of 
Bohemia, 2 alſo of the famous Princeſs Libuſſa, the 
Daughter of Crocs, and Wife unto Primiſlaus. 

The Kleine Seitten, or leſſer Prague, far exceedeth the 
other for pleaſantneſs and beauty of Buildings and fair 
Palaces. This part lieth Weſtward of the River Mz/- 
daw, Wh: between this and the o/d Town, is paſſable by 


a ſtrong Stepe-bridge, conſiſting of ſixteen great Arches, 
la | =. being 
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being about Seventeen hundred foot long, and Thirty 


five foot broad , and two open Gates under two high 
Towers of Stone at each end; A preat part of this 
Town lieth high, and upon the Hill ſtandeth Hrarſehin , 
or Upper Prague, and a Summer Houſe of the Emperours, 
beſides a Magnificent Palace of the Emperours , -as King 
of Bohemia; and by it a fair Cathedral Church dedicated 
ro St. Veit , firſt built by St. Wenceſlaws,Duke of Bohemia, 
923. from whence the Town and River is beſt viewed. 
In this Church are divers old Monuments for great Per- 
ſons ; as-for Pogiebrachius a Brhemian King, Wence/laws , 
Rodolphws. the Second ; Charles the Fourth, Ladiſlexs, 
Maximilian the Second, and other Arch- Dukes and Em- 
perours. There arealſo many Houſes of the - Nobility in 
this part of the City. The Palace and Garden of Colare- 
do is exceeding neat, though ſmall, But I was moſt plea- 
ſed with the Palace of Count W a{-»ſteyn,Duke of Fried- 
land, General unto the-Emperour Ferdinand the Second, 
who being ſuſpeRed to Ufurp that Kirgdom , was after- 
wards killed at-Egre, This Palace was built vpon the 
Ruins of an handred Houſes, purpoſely plucked down 
ro make roo for it 3- wherein the Hall is large, the Gar- 
den handſdine ; upon one ſide whereof there is-a place to 
manage Horſes, and near unto it _a-Fifh-pond : in ano- 
ther part there isa noble Avisry witha Garden and Trees 
init, after the manner of the /viary of Prince Dyris at 
Genoa, which is eighty paces long, and. eighteen broad. 
The Stable is large, and worth the ſeeing, wherein there 
is a. Marble Pillay between each' Horſe, and for every 


Horſe there is placed in a nich of the Walt a Rack of 


Steel,' and Manger of Marble, and over his Head hangeth 
a PiRure of the Horſe, as bigas the Life, with his Name 
under it. ' Among the reſt, I obſerved that a Bay-horſe 


batHfor tis Name Monte &'Oro, a Mare, Bella dvnws, ano 
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cher E/þ#2nolerts; and his moſt beloved Horfe was named\ 
Mas 2 werias.. | 

Some have thought that the beſt high German is ſpoken 
in this part of Prague; and there living fo many of the 
Nobility and great Perfons , itis not to be wondred ar; 
that their Language is better than ordinary, But the 
common Language of Bohemia is a Dialed of the Sclewont- 
an, though very many ſpeakalſo High dutch, as we found 
inall our paſſage through that Country. Koning ſmark 
being with his Forces on the Frontiers of Bohemia, a 
diſcontented Colonel of the /mpertalifts came unto him; 
making it probable that he might furprize Hratſchin, and 
the leſſer ſide of Prague, which he ſuddainly attempted , 
and ſo ſucceſ: fully, that he ſurprized many Officers, and: 
old Colaredo in his Bed, getting ſo great a Booty, that he 
could ſcarce carry it away. | | 

A partof Prague isinhabited by Jews, and called the 
Tews Town ; there are no ſmall number of them, and ma- 
ny rich, as trading in af] Commodities;' and have good 
skill in Jewels, and ſeveral ſorts of 'Stones digged ont of 
the Mines in Bohemia : T bought ſome Bohemnan Topazes 
of them, neatly cut and wel-figured, and” ſome which 
were very large and clear , were-at the rate of ſeven or 
eight Dollars. During my ſtay here, I had a great deſire 
co have ſaluted Fohewnes Marcus Marci, a famous Phyſict- 
an and Philofopher of Prague , and alſo to have induced 
him to a Correſpondence with: the Royal Soctety, but I. 

underſtood thathe had left this World, to the great grief 
of Learned Men in theſe and other parts.

In Hiſt. Bohemica, John was or greater years and autho- 
rity, Jerome of more Eloquence and Learnivg: both of 
thew endured their Death with great conſtancy, and wen 
unto the fire as though invited ro a Banquet : when they 
began to burn, they ſungan Hymn, which the flame and 


fire could ſcarce intercept.None of the old Philoſophers 


endured their death with ſuch a courageous mind as theſe 
mare. -- 

The ſame Author compareth Prague unto the City of 
Florence in Tuſcany , wherefore having ſeen both places, 
I cannot omit to ſay ſomething. I had a view of the Ci- 


ty of Florence from the top of the Dom, or Cathedral, - 


and of Prague from the Church of Sc. Yeze, upon the Hill 
in the lefſer Fown : Pregue ſeemed to wy. eye to contain 
a far greater Circuit than Florence ;, it ſeemed alſo wore 
populous, and toexceed it very much in the number of 
People, the Streets larger, and the Windows of Palaces 
and fair Houſes being of Glaſs, lookedinot ſo tatrerdly 
as the-ragged\Paper Windows: of Elyepce. . The River 
Arno, which runs through Elrexce, is not to be compa- 
red with the Mu{gs at; Pregue, having run about an hun- 
dred miles from its Head, ., The large, wafly., long Stone- 
Bridpe exceedeth. any of,if not al},the four:Bridges of Fle- 
rence. The Emperours Palace alſo.upon the Hill is yery 
ſtately ::But as for the well-payed Streets gf - Florence , 


the, Dom pr Eathedral with blackgnd white Marble, with 
a Cupols, : ſerond only to that of StePepers. of ime. , far 
 thezncompatabile Glup pe/.0f Stubavrrewerand the 
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Gallery and Rerifies, I muſt confeſs I ſawnot any thing in 
Prague whichanſwered them. At Weiſſenberg , or the 
white Hillnear Prague, that deciding Bartel was fought 
Novem. v. 1620. between Frederick Prince Palatine of 
the Rhine, elefied King of Bohemia, and the Forces of 
the Emperour Ferdinand the Second, which gave ſuch a 
deep blow unto the Proteſtant Party, wherein ſo many of 
Frederick's Forcts were llain ard drowned in the River 
in their flight, wherein alſo that famous Commander Pa- 
enheim was found lying among the dead , who notwith- 

ſtanding died not of his wounds , but was reſerved to 
end his days with the King of Sweden in the memorable 
Barrel of Lufzes, | 

From Pregue I deſigned to paſs by water down the 
Muldaw, which uniteth with the Elbe about Melrick, and 
ſo down the Elbe unto Hamburg. But the Winter advan- 
cing, and the Weather proving cold, the Boats did not 
g0 as In Summer, and therefore | took my Journey by 
Land, and leaving Prague and the Mnldas on the right 
hand, I paſſed the firſt day to Zagerbal, the next to We- 
luerne, and ſo to Budin and Lubaſitz upon the Elbe. Ha- 
ving paſſed over the Egra, a conſiderable River , ariſing 
not far from the City of Egra, and at Jaft running into 
the Elke ; "thenext day by the Caſtle of Kriegftein, or 
Warreſtone, ſeated upon a high ſteep Rock, I came to 
Avſiz, a ſmall City not far from the Elbe , having little 
remarkable in it, like many other ſmall Cities of Bohemia, 
and ſo forward to Nolndorff, where we lodged upon 
Mount gp , theday after we entred into Miſnis , 
paſſing by P erfwald and Hetlendorff the firſt Village in 
Miſnis, and Kifibel, vwhere are Iron Mines about eigh- 
teen Fathoms deep, and Iron works. 

We now underſtood that Bohemis was a larger Country 


than weexpeRted ; it lieth round, and ſome ſay it 18 _ 
| Aays 
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days poſtage over others that the Diameter extendeth 
two hundred miles. From Jgls upon the Confines unto 
Hellendorff, it cook me nine days Journey in November 
by Geacb, not reckoning the time I ſtaid at Prague. In 
many places there are very ill Paſſages, and ſo rudely 
mended with great Trees, laid ſide by fide, that they are 
often very troubleſome to pals. 

We travelled afterwards towerds Dreſden,in a fruitful 
Country, wherein were many Deer in moſt parts of the 
way,in ſight of the Caſtle of Pslwitz,a ſtrong place, and 
ſeated high. I could not but caſt an eye on the Rocks 
behind us in the Foreſt of Bohemia , which looked like 
the Ruines of a Wall which formerly encloſed Bobemis , 
which Country is deſcribed with a Foreſt or Woods 
round about ir. But I confeſs I did not really perceive 
that there was ſucha Wood round about it as is comwon- 
ly ſet forth in Mapps; only both within, and alſo in many 
parts of the Borders, there are..great Woods which are 
conceived to have been part of the Hercinian Foreſt. 

The Bohemians are a ſtrong, ſtout, and hardy People, 
wake good Souldiers, and have made great wars both at 
home and abroad ; and Hiſtories are full of their warlike 
Exploits, The chief Magazine of the King is at Fgre, 
a ſtrong City, accounted the Second of Bohemis. The 
Country affordeth alſo luſty and ſtrong Horſes. The 
common ſort of People are boyſterous, rough,and quarre!- 
ſome, eſpecially in drink , whereto they are too much 
addicted. The Nobility and Gentry are civil and kind 
unto Strangers. There are many great Fawilies of the 
Nobility, among which that of Koſexberg and Pope! is an- 
cient, apd of high eſteem. Since the unhappy accepting 
of the Crown by Frederick Count Palatine , and the ill 
fucceſs upon it, there hath been a great alteration in this 
Country, both as to People and their Manners ; for there- 


upon 
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npon many thouſands lefr the Kingdow, and many who re- 
mained, turned their Religion. And the Emperours have 
uſed the like ſeverity upon others in their Hereditary 
Dominions, 7 

The next conſiderable place we came unto was Dre/- 
den in Miſnia, as well worth the ſeeing, as almoit any 
Town in Germany. Dreſden is the Seat and Reſidence of 
the Ele&or of Saxony, ſeated upon the River Elbe, over 
which there is a very noble Stone-bridge of Seventeen 
Arches. TheCity is very well fortified after the Mo- 
dern way, the Baſtions Reveſtnes, and in each Bſtion a 
Gavallter : Ie hathalſoa large Trench or Ditch about it, 
in ſome places double ; and the River #lbe addeth unto 
its ſtrength, The Walls are very ſtrong: and they ſay, 
that when the firſt Stone was laid to build them, there was 
placed in the Earth a Silver Cup gilded, a Book of the 
Laws, and anotherof Cons, and three Glaſſes filled with 
Wine. It hath alſo three Gates. The places moſt worth 
the ſeeing are theſe : The Iraliay Garden in the Suburbs 3 
the Hunters Houſe in the old Town beyond the River ; 
the Elefors Palace; his Houſe for wild Beaſts; his Stable- 
heuſe.and Arſenal, of which I ſhall ſer down ſome things 
obſervable in their kind. [n the Eledors Palace,the Hall 
is very large, and handſomely painted with Cities, Gy- 
ants, and the Habits of ſeveral Nations, and ſer out with 
ſeven large branched Candleſticks:; Bur that which af- 
fordeth the greateſt delight is his Kunſtkawmer , Art- 
Chamber, or ColleFion of Rarities, both of rt and Na- 
ture, Inthe firſt Partition are to be ſeen all manner of 
well-made Inſiruments belonging to moſt Trages , as 
Foyners, Turners, Barbers, Smiths, Chirurgeons, ando- 
ther Artificers:. Inſtruments to force open Doors, Cheſts , 
- Ec. In the other Chambers theſe and the like are obſer- 


vable.

beſides a handſome Window with a Curtain before him, 
Thereare obſervable a very fair Fountain and pond ſet a- 
bout with handſome Balliſters, where the Horſes are wa- 
tered. A long walk arched and painted with Horſes ; over 
which is a Gallery with the PifFares of all rhe Dukes and. 
Elefors of Saxony, both in their Military and EleForal 
Habits, Two Beds of Marble, Drinking Cups which 
ſeem not great, yet ſo contrived as to hold divers yo 
S 2 
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A Spring which cauſeth a Horſeman in Silver to come 1i- 
ding in, bringing a Cup of Wize in his hand, A pair of 
noble Piſtols with all the Stories. of the New and Old Te- 
flament upon them. A Glaſs Gun, A Gun which ſhoots 
off Forty times without charging again. A Pzece Which 
ſeweth che manner of the firſt invention of ſtriking Fire 
in Guns, A Lock without a cock. 

A Chamter of rich Sleds for Horſes, wade uſe of in 
Jollity and pompous Courſes upon the $7ow, A white 
Bears 5kin ſtuffed, Tigersand Lyons Skins, A Caſſowares 
Skin. Good Armour for Men and Horſes. Many ſorts 
of Indian eMony, Duntaxs, and other ſorts. A PifFure 
of Laplanders and their Cuſtoms. A Lapland Drum with 
Figures to conjure by. A Chamber of all Hunting Arms 
and Neceſſaries* | 

The Armament arium= Armory or Arſenal,is a long,ſquare 
Building, wherein are about Four hundred braſs Pieces 
of Ordinance, great number of Muskets and. Armour in 
tt e-upper Room, Silver Coats of Male. Pieces of Orai- 
nance tobe charged behind, Retorts and Alembicks in 
the ſhap? of Granades. The Steeple of the chief Church 
was lately burnt by Lightning , and the Cenon melted 
which were upon tit, 

[n the Huntizg-houſe, inthe old Town, are fifteen Bears 
very well provided for and looked unto, They have 
Fountains and Ponds to waſhthemſelves in, wherein they 
much delight: And near to the Poxd are high ragged Poſts 
or Trees ſer up for the Bears to climb up, and Scaffolds 
made at the top toſun and dry. themſelves z where the 
will alſo flcep,and come and goas the Keeper calls them, 
The Horn Gelery is alſo remarkable in this place, out of 
which there are three Chambers ; one painted with ſeve- 
ral ſores of Hunting; another withall ſorts of Fowl ; and 
athird with great.yariety of Beſts, 
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In the Houſe for wild Beaſts T took notice of a Marian, 
which is a four-fyoted Beaſt, that hangeth upon Trees by 
the Tail. Alſo a wild or Mountain- Cat of a large ſize. Five 
young Bears. Five old black Bears, A white Bear. very 
large ; the feer,the head,and the neck are longer than thoſe 
of the black, bur not ſo thick, Two Lyons. Ten Luekſes; 
very fine Beaſts, in bigneſs, colour, and ſhape between a Tzger 
and a wild Cat; thetips of their Ears and Tails are black, 
their Eyes lively, their Skiz Lyon-coloured,and ſpotted, 
eſpecially about their Fyes. 

The ltalian Garden and Summer-houſe in the Suburks 
is very noble, wherein are two Obelisks, rwo galianc 
Fountains, a Theatre and good Landskips, This Garden 
and Summer houſe were built by two of the Prince Ele- 
Gour's Exnuchs, and afterwards ſo!d unto ihe Prince for 
Six and twenty thouſand Dollars. | 

Dreſden is but a late City, and was form«: iy a Village, 
The Churfurſt, or Elefor, wasnot in the Town ; but the 
Chur-prince his Son was there :; A Perſon rather of low 
than middle Szature, his Hair long and vellow, his Face 
ruddy, his Body we!l ſer and aCtive, and he is very well 
beloved. The preſent EleGor of Saxony is John George 
the Second, Grand Marſhal of the Empire, a greit and 
powerfut Prince, who keeps a Royal Court and Attendance, 
having his Guards and Officers after che manner of Kings. 

His Dominions lye in Miſnia, Thuringia, Voythand, and 
partof Luſatia, His Revenues are large, from Impoſitz- 
ons upon Gommoaities, His Profits great, from the Tax 
upon Beer, which ariſeth co no ſrall ſum, eſpecially in 
Wittenberg, Torgs, and Leipfick. And his Silver Mines 
are conſiderable. And the Funeral of the laſt EleGour 
Joannes Georgins the Firſt, was very magnificent 1657. 
at which there were twenty four Horſes of State covered 


with black; and' the Eleforal Eſcntcheor 58 
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thereon, and every one led by two Gentlemen,and three 
thouſand five hundred perſons in mourning. 

Dr, Luthers Holiday was kept when I was there, The 
chief Church is very fair: They preach. every morning 
at ſevena Clock. The Lutheran women mourn in white, 
as others do in Black : and the woman of the Houſe doth 
ordinarily ſay Grace inſtead of the man. The beſt High- 
dntch is ſpoken in this place , and other parts of Miſnia, 
which isa very pleaſant fruitful Country,and full of good 
Towns and Vi!lages. 

Leaving this noble place, I took not the neareſt Road, 
but turned out of the way unto Freiberg, a place noted 
for Silver eMines , whereof I had read ſomething in A- 
gricola, and heard very wuch in theſe parts. About an 
Engliſh wile or two from Freiberg, there are many remar- 
kable Mines. I took notice of three of them: One called 
Auff den hohen berg, or upon the high Hill, which is the 
deepeſt in theſe parts, as being ſeventy ſeven of their 
Fathoms deep ; each of their Fathoms contains twelve of 
their El[s, and three of their Els makes one of our Fa- 
thoms. $9 that thedepth of this eMine exceedeth any 
of thoſe wherein I was in H#zgery, There is another 
Mine called Himmelfurft,or the Prince of Heaven, where: 
in not long ſince there was Ore found ſo rich, as in an 
hundred pounds weight to contain an hundred and thirty 
Marks of S;/ver, or ſixty five pounds in the hundred, 
but there was not much of ic : And where the Veyns are 
richeſt, they are obſerved to be thineſt, about two fin- 
gers broad ; but the ordinary Ore is but poor, holding 
an ounce, or an ounce anda half, in an hundred rounds 
weight ; and if it holdeth bur half an ounce they work it. 
Nor IS this much to be wondered at, for inthe vaſt rich 
Mizes of Peruand Chili, they will work the Silver Ore 
which containeth four or five ounces. in a;hundred pound 


weight, 
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weight, and tenortwelye ounces is the ordinary rate of 
the comwmen Ore of that rich Mountain of Potoſi, our of 
which Hill alone, if we believe Albers Alonſo arba, Cu- 
rate of the Pariſh of St, Bernard in tha: City, there hath 
been more Szver taken than would cover all eMiſnia 0- 
ver and over : For thus he ſaith, Potoſi hath already 
nielged between four and five bunared eMilions of picces of 
Eight. A quantity ſufficient to make ſich ano ter Hil! 
of St/ver ; It 1s hard to form a conception Equal unro I 
exorbitanta heap of Riches ; but the ketter to Ie1p our 
imagination herein, know, that if the Ground were cove- 
red with ſo many pieces of Eight, laid as cloſe to ons 
anotheras is poſſible, they would takeup the ſpace of ſix- 
ty Leagues ſquare, 

Hereat Freiberg they have wany ways to open the Cre 
whereby 1t may be melted ; as by Leadard a ſort of $1/- 
ver Ore which holds Lead init, They haveaiſo Sulphur 
Ore found here, which after it is kurned,doth telp much 
towards the fuſion of Metals: And beſides theſe, Slich , 
or pounded and waſhed Ore ; and Slacker, which is the 
Droſs or Cake, or *kum taken out of the Yortiegel, or 
Pan which receiveth the melted Minerals let out at the 
bottom of the melting Furnace, Their Treibſhearth, or 
driving Furnace, where the Litharge is driven off, agreeth 
better with the Figure of it in Agricola, than thoſe of 
Hungary; ſome of the Litharge is green: Their Buck- 
_—_ and their Exgines which pound the Ore , the Coc/, 
and Clay, are alſo very neat. Much of their Ore is 
waſhed, eſpecially the pooreſt, and that which is mixed 
with ſtones, quarts, Or ſparrs. 

This is peculiar in th<ir working, that they burn the 
pounded and waſhed Oye in the Roaſthearth, before they 
mel it in the Smelzzoven, Or melting Furnace. 
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At theſe Mines of Hungary where I was, they uſed not 
the Virgnls diving, or forked Hazel , to find out Silver 
Oye, or hidden Treaſure in the Earth ; and I ſhould little 
depend thereon : but here they have an eſteem of it. And 
I obſerved the uſe thereof, and the manner how they did 
ir, But I ſhall omit the Deſcription of it , becauſe it is 
ſet down in divers Books, and it cannot be ſo well de- 
ſcribed as ſhown to the Eye, 

I ſaw alſo another eMzne,called Muff der Halſbrucker, 
about eighty of our Fathoms deep, and much worked : 
They have divers ſorts of Oye; bur they contain either 


Silver and Copper, Silver and Lead, or all three; but . 


they work them only for Ser. They have divers damps 
in theſe eMines, where it is deep. The Mzyxes are cold 
where the outward Air comes in; but where-not , warm. 
The greateſt trouble they have is by daſt, which ſpoileth 
the'r Lungs and Stomachs, and frets their Skins, Bur 
they are not ſo much troubled with water ; and have ve- 
ry good Exgins to draw the water Out. 

The S»lphur, or Brimſtone Ore which is found here, is 
alſorich; it is hard and ſtony, as other Ores are: that 
which hath red Pots is accounted the beſt. They uſe a 
peculiar Furzace to melt the Brimſtone from the Ore ; 
ſowe whereof yieldeth three pounds of Sulphur out of an 
hundred weight.of Ore, which as it melteth runneth out 
of the Furnace into water , or the Exhalations from the 
Ore near or in the Fire, are condenſed into Brimfone by 
the Surface of the Water placed to receive it; this is once 
again melted and purified, Some of the Brimſlone Ore 
containeth Silver, ſome Copper, and ſome Þoth in a ſmall 


Proportion, 


After the Sulphur is welced from the-Qre, the remain- 
der ſerveth for twouſes; that is, either for the melting of 
SiHver, or for the making of Virriol : To the former only 
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thus; A proportion is caſt into the welting Furnace of 
the $ilver, to this end, to uſe the Mixers expreſſion, to 
wake the Slver which is hard,fluid. 

The other uſe, and which is more conſiderable, is for 
the making of Vzitriol, or Copperoſe in this manner : They 
take the Oye out of which the Brimſtane hath been already 
melted, and burn it once again, or let it ſti!] burn in the 
open Air; then putting it intoa large Fair, they pour 
water upon 1t, foas to imbibe and drink in the Verriol ; 
this Warer 1s afrerwards boyled to a ſufficient height, and 
let out into the Coolers, where ſticks areſerinit, as in 1 
the making of Sugar Candy: The pure!t Chryſltaliiz<d 
Vitriot ſticks unto the wood, the reſt to the (ides and bot- 
rom. Thus the Sz/phur Ore, after the Sulphur is taken out 
of it, ſtill worketh upon the $:/ver Ore, and openeth 
rhe Body of it inthe Fire ; but when this Ore is alſo do» 
prived of its Fztrio/, it worketh no more vpon Me- 
tals. 

Friberg 1s a round we!l-walled City ; hath handſome 
Streets, a P14zz4, the Elefor's Caſtle, and five Gates. 
the Church of Sr. Peter.is fair, where many of the Dukes 
and Ducal Family have been buried, and have fair Monu- 
ments ; eſpecially Duke Mauritizs, Eleftor of Saxony , 
whoſe Monument in black Marble is raiſed three piles high, 
adorned with many fair Status's in Alabaſter and white 
Marble, and eſteemed one of the nobleſt, if not the beſt, ; 
in Germany. And when this Town was ſurrendred unco 
Heolck and Gallas ; OfFob. 5. 1632. the Duke of Saxony 
paid 80000 Doſars to ſave the Monuments of his .Prede- 
cefſours from being ranſacked and defaced, it being the 
faſhion of divers-Germen Princes to be buried in their 
Robes, 'with their Enfiens of Howour, Rings, Fewels, and 
the like, which would have been booty, and probably 


have run the ſame fortune as the Cloifter of Haibron, within 
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twelve Expliſh wiles of Narenberg, where ſome of the 
Marquifſes of Oxſpach, who are of the EleQoral Houſe of 
Brandenburg , lye entombed , where Tile's Souldiers 
brake c pen the Vault, and robbed the dead Corpſes of the 
Marquifſes, George Frederick, and Joachim Erneſt, of the 
Jewels, Rings,and other rich Ornaments with which they 
were entombed. 

There are ſome Vaults and Subterraneous Cavities in 
the City, by which there are paſſages into the Mines. 
This place was formerly ſtreightly beſieged by the Em- 

erour Aaolphus, for the ſpace of ayearand a month , 
and at laſt betrayed by a Fxg#tive, who let in a party of 
the Emperours into the Town by a Subterraneous Paſ- 
ſage near St. Donats Gate, and upon the continual Batte- 
ries made at the Town, and concuſſion of the Earth a- 
bout it, the Earth ſunk down in many places, and ſwal- 
lowed great numbers of the Emperours Army. 

Theſe Mires afford preat benefit unto the City , and 
alſo unto the Ele&or 5 They are ſaid to have been found 
out in the year 1180. But there have been other Sfver 
Mines diſcovered ſince ; as at Schneeberg, at Annebery , 
and at Foachims Dale, 1526. | 

Having paſſed ſome tne at Friberg , I ordered my 
Journey for Leipfich, and travelling by Weltheim and Col- 
aick, came unto 1t- | 

Leipfick is ſeated upon the River E/fer, which ariſing 
in Foytland, or Terrs Advecatorum, paſſeth by it, and 
afterwards runneth into the River Sls. It is a-rich 
and preat trading City ; hath three Merts in the year, 
and preat refort unto it from many parts : It is well-builr, 
and divers Houſes are ſeven ſtories high. The Caſtle is 
ſtridly guarded, and hath in it a ſtrong white Town : But 
the Works about the Town are not very conſiderable, al- 
though they might be made ſtrong. Fi 
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The Church of St. Nicholas is well adorned, and hath 
the name to be the faireſt within fide of any Lutheran 
Church in Germany; they have alſo a remarkab'e Burial- 
place or Goadtſaker, walled about , and cloyſtered near 
che Wall, wherein the better ſort are buried , as the re!t 
in the middle and open part. Which pur me in wind of 
that noble Bar/al-place which I ſaw at Piſa in Tuſcany , 
called Il campo Santo, becauſe the Earth which the Em- 
perour Frederick Barbaroſſs brought from the Holy Land, 
for the Ballaſt of his Ships, was laid upon that Ground. 

Leipfick is famous for two great Battels fought near 
unto it in the laſt Swediſh wars; one between Guſtavus 
Adolphus, King of Sweden, and Count Tilly, General of 
the Impertaliſts, 1631, wherein the Sweaes obtained a 
great Victory, Tilly was wounded, fled, and lived nor 
longafrer. Another ſome years after in the ſame place, 
wherein Leonard Torſftenſon the Swede , overcame Arch- 
duke Leopoldues Gulielmus, and Octavio Piccolomint, Gene- 
rals of the Imperial Army. And about a mile and a haif 
from hence, at Ewtzes, another great Pattel was fought, 
1632, between the King of Sweden and the Imperial Ar- 
my, commanded by 41bert Wallenſteyn Duke of Friedland, 
wherein the Swedes obtained the Victory, bur the King of 
Sweden was ſlain z and on the Imperial (ide that famous 
Commander , Godfrey Count of Pappenheim, 

There is alſo an Univerſity at Leipfick, firit occaſioned 
by the German Scholars of Prague, who in the troubles 
of the Huſfites came hither, to the number of Two thow 
ſand in one day ; andis ſtill one of the Three Hwtverfutits 
in the EleGor's Dominions z the other being Fer by the 
River Sals, and Wittenberg upon the Elbe. Inthis Hnt- 
verfiry they are much addidted to the ſtudy of theLow, but 
there are alſo Learned men inother Faculties, 
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The Magiſtrates of-Leipfick are alſo conſiderable. Der 


berr von Adlerſhelme was the Burgomaſter, a courteous 
Learned Perſog, and great Virtzoſo, who had colledted 


and obſerved many things : He hath had five fair Daugh- 


rers brought up in all commendable ways of working, 
Drawing, Painting, Inlaying with Flowers, with Mother 
of Pearl, Stones, and other pretty Works, And they 
ſpeak divers Lapguages, which they learned at a School 
in Holland : So thar his Houſe hatha great deal of excel- 
lent Furniture of his Chiidrens work , and is one of the 
moſt conſiderable Curioſitics to be ſcen in Leipfick, His 
Sammer-bouſe is handſome, painted both within and with: 
out ; And in the Water about, are Mx/couy Dacks, Indian 
Geeſe, and divers rare Fowls. In his Chamber of Rar:- 
ties there are many things conſiderable : But 1 have ſeen 
divers of them in cther places, and lately ſet down 
ſome Varietzes of the EleQor of Saxony, I ſhail mention 
but a few, | | 

An Elephants Head with the aentes molares in it, An 
Animal like an Armadillo, but the Scales are much larper, 
and the Tail broader. Very large flyzng Fiſhes. A Sea- 
horſe, Breadof Mount Libanus, A Cedar-branch with 
the Fruit upon it, Large Granates as they grow in the 
eMixe. A Sirens hand. A Chameleon wade out of a Fiſþ. 
A piece of Iro#, which ſeemeth to be the head of a Spear, 
found in-the Tooth of an Elephant, the Tooth being grown 
about it. The Je of Jerſcy drawn by our King. A piece 
of Wood with the Blood of King Charles the Firſt upon it. 
A Greenland. Lence witha large Bel/at. the end of it.Much 
Japan painting, wherein their manner of hunting and work- 
ing way be obſerved. A Pifare- of our Saviour, the 
Hatches of which are writing, or written, and contain the 


fory of his Paſſion. Bewers taken in the River Elbe. A 
FidFnre of the murther of the Innocents, done by Albert 


Darer. 
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Durer. Pittures of divers ſtranps Fowls. A Greenlasd 
Poat, The Skins of white Pears, Tipres, Wilves, and 
other Beaſ{s, And I mult noc omit che Garzer of an 613.24 
lifb Bride, with the ſtory of It; of the Faſhion 19 Fnoland 
for the Bridemen to take it oft, and wear it in their Har, 
which ſeemed ſo ſtranpe to the Germaxrs, that | was ul;}i- 
ged to confirm it to them, by aſſuring them that I Lad ci- 
vers times wore ſuch a Garter wy ſeit. 

Leaving this buhie znd rrading City of Leipfich , I di- 
reQed my Journey unto Magdeburg and travelicd through 
a plain Country, between the River Sala ard the Elbe, by 
Landſberg, nigh 10 Peterſaorff, where there is a ſmall Hill 
which overlooks all the Country, foto K{hren, the Reti- 
dence of the Prince of 4nhalt, then to Caln, and over the 
River Sala, before it runneth into the Elbe, which arifing- 
at Mount Fichtelberz , now haſtn&th towards it, Fich- 
zelbere 1s a conſiderable Mountain, near which are divers 
Mines, Bathes, and Mineral-waters , of which Gaſpar 
Bruſchius hath written a Deſcription. And from it ariſe 
four Rivers, runnin to the four quarters of the World. 
The Maine or Menw, towards the Weſt; the Nab or 
Nabas, towards the South ; the eAfger towards the Eaſt; 
and the forementioned Saks towards the North, Theſe 
four afterwards fall into the three greateſt Rivers of Ger- 
many, the Danabe, the Rhine, and the Elbe. Then to Sals 
or Saltz, a placed noted for Salt-ſprings , andthat night 
to Magdeburg. | ; 

Parthenopolis, or Magaebarg , is ſeated by the River 
Elbe, formerly the Metropolitan City of Germany , now 
under the Marquiſs of Brandenbyrg, of very great Circuit, 
but little more than half built again, ſince it was ſacked 
and burnt by Tilly, and Thircy fix thouſand perſons put 
ro the mes os; deſtroyed. I could not but obſerve 


the ruinous and deſtrugiveeffeRs of the late wars inmany 
Parts 
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parts of Germany, but not in any ſo great and flouriſh- 
Inga pace as this : Anda man might think, that after this 
great deſtcugion of Houſes and People,this place ſhould 
not be able to ſtand a Siepe ; yet a few years after it was 
beſieged by General Hatzfield, unto whom (Banner the 
Sweat not being able to relieve it) it was yielded. The 
Cathedral Church is very fair , and built like an Emgliſþ 
one, by the Emperour Ocho the Firſt , and his Empreſs 
Ediths, an Engliſh wowan, Daughter unto King Edmund, 
whoſe Efezzes in Stone T ſaw in the Church, with nine- 
teen Tuns of Gold by her which ſhe gave thereto, And 
to ſay the truth, Engliſh mony hagh done great things in 
Germany, for hereby, or with a good. part thereof, this 
Church was built or endowed, Leopolaws, Duke of Au- 
ſiria, buile the old Walls of Vienne with the ranſome of 
King Rzchard the Firſt, whom he detained in his return 
through Auſtria from the Holy Land, King Edward the 
Firſt ſent a great Sum of Mony unto the Emperour Aaol- 
phws, for the raiſing of Souldiers in Germany, which the 
Emperour employed in purchaſing a great part of Mrſuis 
for himſelf. 

The Latheran Churches are handſome, and their Pul- 
Pits are extraordinary noble, and richly ſet off, as I ob- 
ſerved , through all Saxony, Norimberg. And where 
they are Maſters of the Places, and have not their Chur- 
ches only by permiſſion ; here they ſhewed me in the 
Cathedral Church of St. Maurice, the Status's of the five 
wiſe Virgins ſmiling, and of the five fooliſh Virgins lament- 
10g, which are very well expreſſed : They ſhewed me al- 
ſo two odd Reliques, which they ſtill kept as Rarities ; 
that is, the Beſox wherein Pilate waſhed his hands, when 
he declared himſelf free from the blood of our Savtonr ; 
and the Ladder whereon the Cock ſtood when he crowed 


after St, Peter's denying of Chriſt. 
In 
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In the Rwines of the Cloiſter of the Huruſtines, there 

is ſtill to be ſeen Luther's Chamber , his Leaſtead, and 

Tele, and upon the Door are theſe German Y -rſes,

| Luther did lodge within this little Room, 
When farſt he did into the Cloifter come ; 
In memory whereof we ſtiH do kcep 
The Bedſtead upon which. hens'd to ſleep. 


I lodged at eMagdebarg, inanold man's Houſe, who 
would tel] me many ſtories of the burning of the Teown,gthe 
eruelties and bloody uſage of the people, who were deſtroy- 
ed-without exception: The Nens, many of them being 
drowned in the River Elbe. After which ſome obſcrved 
that Count Tilly never proſpered in his wars, He told 
me alſo that D»rew lodged with him, who was employed 
by King Charles the Firſt, to endeavour a reconcil:aiion 
berween the Lutherans and Calvinifts in Germany , and 
ro unite them if poſſible. We were now in the Territory 
of the Eleor of Brandenburg, Fridericus Wilhelm, 
Great Chamberlain of the Empire, who is in effe& poſ- 
ſeſſed of Magdeburg , and next unto the Auſtrian Family, 
is the moſt potent Prince in Germany, beingable to raiſe 
great Armies, and his Domtnions ſo large, -that they are 
reckoned to extend two hundred German miles in lengeh, 
from the further part of Praſ/is unto Cleve, but they lay 
not together, but in:<rſperſed with many other Princes 
Countries? 
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Countries : Howſoever, a Horſe-man may ſo order his 
Journey , asto lye every night inone of the Ele&our's 
Towns, in travelling from one end of his Territories to 
another. 

I had now lefc the pure German Language behind me, 
for at Magdeburg comes in another kind of German,cal'ed 
Plat-Deutch, Broad-Dutch , Nider ſachſiſche,or the Lan- 
guage of lower Saxony 3. a great Language, ſpoken in the 
North part of Germany : They ipeak it at Hamburg , 
L ubeck, and wany great Cities; But they can converſe 
with the other Hrgh-autch, and with ſome difficulty a ſo 
with the Netherlanders;the one ſpeaking in his Lexenage, 
and the other replying in his. 

At this City of Magdeburg was performed the firſt 
Turnvament that was in Germany, which was opened inthe 


year 635. by the Emperour Henry, Surnamed the Fow- 


ler, who coming from the war of Hungary, exceedingly 
fatisfhed with the Nobzliry, would oblige them to exerciſe 
themſelves in handling their Arms, and maraging their 
Ho» ſes, and therefore inſticuted theſe Spores, whereby the 


Nobility was powerfully attraQted to Valowy and Gallan- 


try, and induced to perfe& and accompliſh themſelves in 
all kind of Chevalry, Nonew Nobility, no Baſtard, no 
Uſerper, none guilty of High Treaſon, no Oppreſſor of 
Widows and Orphans, none born of Parents whereof one 
was of baſe ExtratFion and Iewobie, no Heretique, Mar- 
aerer, Traytor, no Coward that had run away from the 
Battel, nor indiſcreet Perſon that had given offence to La- 
ates by word or deed, were admitted to this Homer, nor 
above Oze of the ſame Family at a time, Princes came 
into the Lifts with four Squires a piece, Connts and Be- 


rons with three, a Knizht with two,and a Gentleman with 
one. 


The 
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The hour and place for the Turmnament being appoint- 
ed, he that hada delire to break a Layxce there, came to 
the Preſidents Loadgtngs to have his Name written down, 
which was done in the preſence of three Heralds, tr 
whom the Champion delivered his Helmet and Sword, and 
after he had been at Confeſſion, preſented himſelf in the 
Lifts with one or more Squires, 1ccording to his quality. 
The Horſes of the Combatants were to be without fauir 
or exception z the Gapariſons and Furgiture fuch as gave 
no offence ; their Sadales without any extraordinary r:- 
ſing before and behind, and all things «qua'. After which 
they performed all kind of Exerciſes on Horſe-back: and 
after the Jouſts were ended, every man repaired to the 
Preſident of his Nation, to wait for the Sextence of th: 
Taazes ; and he that beſt deſerved the Prize, received ic 
either f:om the band of ſome Leaay, or from the Prince 
that gave It, 

Theſe Paſtimes were afterwards diſuſed , upon the E- 
mulation it cauſed between the Princes and Nobzlity, who 
ſtrove to outvie one another ; or upon wars, in which there 
was no leiſure for ſuch Exerciſes ; or perhaps upon cons 
ſideration that divers brave men loſt their lives in theſe 
Encounters: Andno leſsa Prince than Henry the Second, 
King of France, negleQing to wear his Beaver down, was 
{hin in a T#rnement, And at Darmſtaat allo, in the year 
1403. at the Three and twentieth Turnament which was 
held in Germany, the Gentlemen of Fravconis and thoſe 
of Heſſe, drew ſo much blood upon one another, that 
there remained dead upon the place ſeventeen of the for- 
mer, and nine of the latter, 

The Winter growing on called me to make haſte to 
Hambarg, from whence intended to paſs by Sea into 
England and therefore I took the advantage of the Stage- 


Coaches at Magdeburg , and in four days came to Hem- 
V burg ; 
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burg 3 I travelled throvgh a Country for the moſt part 
barren, of little accon.nodation, or ſcarce any thing ve- 
ry remarkable, through part of the EieQour of Branden- 
burg, and then throvgh the Duke of Lunenburg's Coun 
try, paſſing by the City of Lunenburg, a handſome wal- 
led City, beautified with divers fair Churches, with high 
Spires. The Church of St, Lambert, the Town-houſe , 
and the Duke's Palace, are lair. Here are Salt-ſprings in 
che Town, very beneficial to the place, and ſupplying 
the neighbour Countries, The Town is commanded by a 
Hil near to it, called Kalkberg, which lieth on the 
North-ſide. 

In this Road through lower Saxony, I could not but 
take notice of wany Barrows or Mownts of Earth , the 
burial e Monuments of great and famous Mew, to be often 
obſerved alſo in open Countries in Exglazd,* and ſome- 
times rows of great Sroxes, like thoſe in Wormims his Da- 
aiſb Antiquities : And in one place I took more particu- 
lar notice of them, where three maſly Stones in the mid- 
dle, were encompaſſed ina large ſquare by other large 
Stones ſet upanend. 

Hambovs is a fair City, and one of the great ones in Gey- 
Wanyz. it is ſeatedina Plain, being populous, rich, and 
remarkably ſtrong : Ic is fortified « ls Moderne, much 
afcer the way of Holland, with works of earth, but in no 
place yet Reweſtues, or faced with brick or fone: The 
Territory belonging to it is but ſmall 3 it is divided into 
the yew and the old Tow, There are five Gates : The 
Stone gate , leading towards Labeck ; the Dome-gate z 
the Altem-gate, or which leadeth unto Alrenew, a place 
near the Town, belonging to the King of Denmark,where 
the Romexiſts and Calviniſts have their Churches ; the 
Briage-gate ; and the Dike-gete. The Buildings of this 
Uity are handſome, and commonly have a fair entrance 

into 
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into them. The Senate-houſe is noble, adorned with 
carved Status's of the Nine Worthies, The Exchaxzye or 
place of mee'ing for Merchants, was then en'arging , it 
being roo ſmall io receive thoſe Apmbers which tequen» 
ted it. Many of their Churches are very fair, with high 
Steeples, covered with Copper. The [Front of St, K:the- 
rines is beautiful, The Szeeple of St. Nicholas is fup- 
ported with great gilded Globes. The other preatChurches, 
are the Dome- Church, St. Peters, Si. Facob.T he preater and 
leſs, St. Michael, the New- Church in the New town. Thc 
leſſer Churches, are St. Gertrude, St. Mary Magdalen , 
and the Holy Ghoſt, They havea Sermos every day, as in. 
other Lutheran Cities. 

The River 4/fer runs through it into the Elbe, and 
turneth many Mzlls : and the Tide comes up into divers 
Streets through Chane/s, although it be diſtant eighteen 
German miles from the Sea, or Mouth of the Elbe. This 
place aboundeth with ſhipping, and many of good Bur- 
den, and 1s well ſeated for Trade, as having an open paſ- 


fage into the Ocean, and being but a days Journey from 


the Labeck on the Baltick Sex, and being ſeated upon the 
long River Elbe, the third great River of Germany, 
whereby it may have Commerce witha great part of that 
Country, andas far as Bobemia. 

Hamburg is full of Strangers and Merchants of feveral 
Countries, The Englifh Company have good Privileages 
and a rich Trade, and Ships come laden thither with Cloath 
to the value of an hundred thouſand pounds ſterling 5 and 
they live here in good Reputation, and to the honour of 
their Country : they are Perſons of worth, conrtefie, and 
civility ; and I heartily wiſh them all ſucceſs in their 4f- 


fairs. I muſt not omit the acknowledgment of my par- 


ticular Obligation to that /ear»ed and worthy Perſon , Mr. 


Griffin, Preacher unto the Company, Mr. Free the Trea- 
| V 2 ſurer,

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furer, Mr.. Banks, who hath been in many places of A7. 
zolia, and the Holy Land, Mr. Jenkinſon , and my very 
obliging Friends Mr. Cateliz and Mr, Townly. 

This place hath the happineſs to be quiet when the 
great Princes of Europe ate at war 3 tor it deſires to hold 
a tri Amity with Princes,and declines all Diſſention with 
them. 

I found a Ship at Hamburg bound for London,and while 
It was fitting for Sail, l made a ſhort excurſlon into parc 
of the King of Deamarxs. Country ; and returning to 
Hamburg again, I ordered wy affairs for Fngiana upon 
the firſt wind, and hoped the next Tzde to pert over the 
Altenaw- ſana, and to paſs the Blancknefſ, but a croſs 
wind prevented, ſo that I left not Hamburg till the tenth 
of December, and then I bad the good Company of Mr. 
Hoyle, who came from Narwa , and ſet Sail in.a new 
Ship; but the days being at the (horceſt , and the nights 
dark in the New Moon, the Trae falling alſo in the day 
time, we were able to get no further the firſt day than 
Staat, or Stoade, upon the River Zwingh;a ſtrong Town, 
belonging to the King of Sweden, where the Ships that 
come up the River pay Cuſtome, and where the Engliſh 
Merchants had formerly their Reſidence, whea they left 
Hamburg upon a Diſcontent, 

December the 11th. we came by Gluckſtaat , belonging 
tothe ling of Denmark, where the Caſtle, the King's 
Palace, and the Chearch are handſome, and Anchored that 
night before the Mouth of the River Oaft, which ariſeth 
in Bremerland,and falleth into the Elbea wile from Brune 
buttel, on the other Helſatian ſhoar. 

 December-the 1 2th, we loſt ſight of the Northern ſhoar, 
and paſſed Cook's Haven, in full hopes to put out to Sea 
that night ; but about Three in the Afternoon we were 
vecalmeg a League and a half below it , where we-were 
forced 
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forced to come tOan Anchoyagain, !eſt the -Nroro rhe 
ſhould ſer us on ground amGng the Yards : So we Jay that ' 
night between Thic&/ana on the North, and Xewark on the 
South, right over againſt a Light-houſe. 

December the 13th. the wind turning Weſternly, and 
blowing hard, we returned to Cook's Haven, and "came 
ro Anchor. Here came a ſhoar, and went up the Lend 
to the Fort 1n this pace belonging to the City of. Ham- 
burg : It 15a high ſquare Work, with a double Ditch X 


and ſome Peſſels come up to the Fort ; but the Ditch or 


Chanel which cones thither out of the Elbe, is Ory at !oW 
water. The Tow# is called Reutſbuttel, not (ar frem the 
Lands end. Two or three days after, with a cold North- 
Eaſt-wind, we ſet Sail for Exgland. Coming out of the 
Elbe, we were all the Afternoon in Gghr of an 1{]2nd, cal- 
led Heilige-lanat, or Holy-land, belonging to the Duke 
of Holſtein, which being very high Land, is to be ſeen 
ata good diſtance, and is of excellentuſe to dire& and 
guide Ships into the Mouth of the Elbe, without which 
they would be at a great loſs, the Country about that 
Rivers Mouth being ail very low Land. | 
Heiligeland is a (mail Iſland, having about two thou» 
ſand Inhabitants, and fix or ſeven ſwall Veſſe/s belonging 
to it, which are impioyeda preat part of the year in bring- 
ing Lobfters and other Fiſþ to London gr 2uinborough, 
the Inhabitants living moſt upon Fiſh, We bore out to 
Sea all night , and the next day made towards the Land 
again, and ſailed in ſight of Schiemoniekeoghe, Amelanat, 
and Schelling : in the Evening we ſaw the Lights at the 
Vly and Texel; when we were near the Land, we were 
much troubled with the Froſt and cold Weather, and leſs 
when we were off at Sea, The next day we had a fair 
wind, and made ſuch way, that in the Evening we took 
down our Sails, and let the Feſſel drive, not being 1a 
my ng 
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ling to deal withthe ſhoar in the night. The next morn. 
ing we ſoon diſcovered the Northforeland covered with 
Snow, and came to an Anchor in Margarizte-Road, where 
the wind growing very high, we rode 1t out for two days 
and two nights, and came ſafe on ſhoar (praiſed be God) 
upon Chriſtmas acy morning. : 

Now having made ſo long a walk in Germany, I muſt 
confeſs I returned with a better opinion of the 
Country, than had before of it; and cannot but think 
it very conſiderable in many things. The Rivers there- 
of are noble, and ſeem to exceed thoſe of France and [- 
taly, Of the Riversof /taly , the Padus or Po, is the 
moſt conſiderable, which notwithſtanding, hath no very 
long courſe, before it runneth into the Aariatick Sea, And 
Italy being divided by the Appennine-hills, running from 
Weſt to Eaſt, the Rivers which ariſe from either ſide, 
cannot be long, neither on the South-(ide, before they 
run into the Mediterranean, as the Arno, Garighano, and 
others: Nor on the North fide , before they run into the 
Aariatich, or the Po. 

The chief Rivers of France, as the Loyre, the Seine, 
the Rhoſne, and the Garonne, 1 cannot but highly com- 
mend, having paſſed upon them for divers days, There 
are alſo four great Rivers in Germany; the Danube, the . 
Rbeye, the Elbe, and the Oder, but none of France ſeem 
comparable unto the Rhine and Dauube. France having 
the Sea upon the North, the Weſt, and the two large Pro- 
vinces of Lenguedee, and Province upon the Mediterra- 
nean Seas, bath the opportunity of Noble Cities and Sea- 
Ports - But ſome doubt may be made, Whether any there- 
of do exceed Hamburg, Lubeck, and Dantzick. | 

| The great number of populous, large, and handſome 
Cities, doth afford great content unto a Treveller in Ger- 
many ; for beſides about Sixty ſix free Imperial Cities, 
there 
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are many more of 'good note belonging to particular 
Princes, and divers highly priviledged, And ſurely a 
true Eſtimation of the Cities and Towns of theſe days, 
cannot be duly made from the Accounts and Deſcripti- 
ons thereof left an hundred years ſince or more, for fince 
thoſe times, Buildings have been better model!<d and cr- 
dered ; Fortifications and Our-works' more regulariy 
contrived ; Convents and Publick Houſes more neaty 
and commodiouſly built ; and the fair Colledges and 
Churches of the Feſuites, which are now to be ſeen in 
woſt, do much ſer off the Beauty of great Flaces. Every 
where we meet with great and populous Towns, Villages, 
Caſtles, Seats of the Nobility, Plains, Foreſts, and plea- 
ſant Woods. And beſides the ſatisfaction we may have 
from Obje&s above ground, we way find no ſivall con- 
tent inthe wonders thereof under it, in Mines, M:nerals 
almoſt of all ſorts, of Gold, Silver, Crpper, Iron, Tins, 
Lead, @uickfplver, Antimony, Coal, Salt, Sulphur , Cad- 
mia, and others , where there are alſo ſivgular Artificers 
and Workmen, in the ſeveral Artifices thereof, Con» 
verſation with the People is cafie , they behaving them- 
ſelves without much Formality , and are plain-dealing 
and truſty, ſo that a Traveller needs not to be fo ſo- 
licitous and heedful of what he hath, as in ſome other 
Countries, which are eſteemed of greater Civility, 
The Women are generally well-complexioned , ſober, 
and grave, and they have not yet learned the cuſtome 
of their Neighbours of France and Holland , to adwit of 
being ſaluted by Men : faithful to their Husbands, and 
careful in the affairs of their Houſes. ; 

They make good proviſion againſt the cold of their 
Country , by ſlkeping between two Feather-beds and 
StOVES., 
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The common Stoves in Inns, wherein there: are for 
the moſt part ſeveral Companies eating, drinking, and 
in the night ſleeping, are convenient, conſidering the 
great cold, or at leaſt tolerable ; but they be.ng rooms 
cloſe ſhut up, the ſmell of the meat, and eſpecially of 
Cabbage, an uſual Diſh amongſt them, makes them un- 
pleaſant, ſo that ſometimes 1 preferred the courſe of 
hot Countries, while I called tro mind , that in Pro- 
vince and lraly we drank frozcn Fulebs, which we dif- 
ſoived with the heat of our hands ; flept upon a ſheet, 
on the outſide of the Bed, with a'l rhe Windows of the 
Chamber open ; and as we ſate at dinner, there was a 
Fann in the middle of the Room, hanging over our Heads, 
about two yards broad, 'which witha ſtring was pulled 
backward and forward to cool us, and divers had Pans 
filled with Snow, to cool the ſheets when they went into 
their Beds, ; 

Germany isa great Hive of men, and the mighty de- 
ſtruction of men made by the laſt German wars, and by 
the Plague is ſo repaired, that it is ſcarce diſcernible. 
They are fruitful , and full of Children: They are not 
exhauſted by Seas, Colonies ſent forth, or by peopling 4- 
merican Gountries ; but they have ſome conſumption by 
wars abroad, when they beat peace at home : few wars 
being made in other parts of Europe , wherein there are 
not ſome Regiments of Germans ; the People being na- 
turally Martial, and perſons well deſcended,very averſe 
from a Trading courſe of Life, 

While I read in Tacitxs of the old barbarous and rude 
State of Germany, how poorly they lived, that they had 
their Houſes at a diſtance from one another 5 how igno- 
rant they were in Arts; and it was doubted whether their 
Country afforded Mixes ; that they lived by exchange 
of things, making little orno uſe of mony, and the like, 

| | 
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I may juſtly wonder to behold the preſbnt advance and 
improvement in all commendable Arts, Learn:vp, Civili- 
ty, ſplen&'d and handſome Cities and Habitations, and 
the geacral face of things incredibly a'tered ſince thoſe 
ancient times; and cannot bur approve the exp AMnn.of. 
a Learned Man, though long lince , That if Arty ſtus , 
Civilis, and thoſe old famous men of Germany, [hould ye- 
vive in their Country again, and look up to Heaven. behald- 
ing the Conſtellations of the Bears an other Stars,th:y might 
probably acknowledge that theſe were the ſame Stars which 
they were wont to behold; but if \they ſhould look downward, 
and well view the face of all things, they would imagine 
themſelves tobe in « new world, and never acknowledpe this 
to have been their Country.

Summer, at the Spes, the Baths of Aken, ard 0.her pla: 
ces. Having therefore , in order to our Journey, obtain- 


> eda Peſþort for our Safety from Count Blozdel, one of 


the Spaniſh Plenipotentiaries, and from their Excellencies 
Sir Foſeph Williamſon, and Sir Leoline Jenkins - we lefc 
C;in on Munday the Fourth of July, and upon the Road 
overtook my Lord of Peterborough , who had been at 
Dejan. at the Duke of Newburg's Courr, and went 
afterwards into Italy to Modena, and bronughc over her 
Highneſs the preſent Dutcheſs of York. We dired at a 
ſmall walled Town, called Berckem, which ſome think 
to be a name corrupted from Tiberiacum, where we ſtay- 
ed a preat part of the Afternoon, to accommodate an un- 
lucky Accident which happened: A Servant of one of 
the Engliſh Gentlemen having caſually ſhot a Horſe, which 
belonged to a Gommenaey under the Duke of Newburg , 
lying at that time with a party of Horſe at this Town, ſv 
that we travelled in the Evening through the Woods, and 
came late to a place called Steryſtraſſe, and the next day 
morning we went to f#lters. 

Gulick, or Fwlters, is a ſmall Town by the River Roe, 
but very ancient, and called by the Rowens, Julixcurn , 
conceived to have been founded by Fulize Ceſar ; the 
Seat ſometimes of the Dukes of Gwirck , before the uni- 
ting hereof with Cleve z and fince the diffo/ution of that 
Eſtate, poſſeſſed by the Wnmited Provinces; and then a- 
gain by the Spaniards; but at preſent in the hands of the 
Duke of Newburg. [t being agreed ar the concluſion of 
Peace between the Spaniards and the Hollenders, That the 
Marqueſs of Brandewbarg ſhould have eMerck and Cleve, 
and the Duke of Newbarg, Gulick and Berg. This is a 
handſome well- fortified Tow, the Streets ſtreight , and 


the Hewſes of Brick. The Grtadel conſiſts of forr ON, 
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of a regular Fortification ; within which is the Princes 
Palace. The Piazza in the. Town is handſome; and the 
whole conſiderable ſor its beauty and ſtrength. 

July the 5th, we came to Men, or Aquiſgranum, (ive 
Leagues diſtant from Gwlick ; the French call it Aix 1s 
Chapelle, from a Chappel in the great Church, much viſited 
by Pilerims from many parts ; and famous for the great 
number of Reliques preſerved therein, When the Ro- 
24ns made war upon the Germans, they poſleſied them. 
ſelves of divers places between the Rhine and Maes. 
And Gran, a noble Romayn, being ſent into theſe parts 
of Gallia Belgica, about the year of our Lord Fifty three, 
diſcovered among the Woods and Hills theſe hot Sprinzs, 
which to this day are ſo.much celebrated in many parts 
of Exrope; who afterwards made uſe of them, and a- 
dorned them after the manner of the Romay Baths, and 
builta noble Habitation near them ; part of which the 
Inhabitants would have ſtill to be ſtanding, retaining the 
naine of Turrs Grani, an old Towsy at the Eaſt-end cf 
the Tow#s-houſe ; a noble Antiquity: But the manner of its 
bullatng gives ſuſpicion it cannot be ſo old. Hence theſe 
Therme. from their Diſcoverer have been named Aque 
Graniz, and came to be frequented ; and the Town of 
Aquiſgrane built and flouriſhed, till Artis, the King of 
the Huns, or Hungarians, deſtroyed it, 

About four hundred years after, Charles the Great ri- 
Jing out a hunting in theſe parts, as he paſſed through 
the Words, his Horſes Foot ſtrook into one of theſe Hor+ 
rings ; near which he alſo took notice of the Ruins of 
ancient Palaces and Buildings long before forſaken; and 
being ſtill more and more delighted with the pleaſant Si- 
tuatiOn of the place, and conveniency of theſe hot Rz- 
volets, he renewed and adorned: the Baths , built his 
Royal Palace near them : and appointed-that the King of 

the 
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che Romans ſhould be crowned with an 10» Crows here. 
as with a Si/ver one at Milan, anda Gold one at Rome. 
He alſo built a noble Collegiate Church, dedicatcd to the 
bleſſed Virgin, in the preience of wany Princes and Bz- 
ſhops, in the year 804, and endowed it with Revenues 
for the maintainance of Canons, who lived together in a 
Colledge at firſt , but at preſent ſeparately in the manner 
of Prebends. Hebuik alſo the o/d or inward 11411 of the 
City, ſo that it flouriſhed till the year 882, at which 
time it was again ruined by the Fury of the Normans. 
and the-Emperonrs Palace Lurnt to the ground, This Ct- 
ty , befides theſe Devaltations from the [rruptions of the 
Huns and Normans, hath been divers times ſince de- 
ſtroyed by Fire 3 as in the year 1146. which loſs it 
overcame in fuch manner, that Twenty fix years after, 
it recovered not only its former greatneſs, but was ſo 
much increaſed , that the large outward Wall was builr 
by the conjmand of the Emperonr Frederick the 
Firſt. 

» [n the year 1224. happened another great Fire, in 
which, not only the Buildings, but many of the Inha- 
bitants periſhed, And the Rogf of the Church was burrt 
in another Fire 1236. And now of late, . for it is 
not long ſince it hath recovered its loſſes by the Fire in 
the year 1656. when twenty Churcheg and Chappels , and 
about five thouſand private Howſes were deſtroyed. 

The Townhouſe, or Senate-houſe , was built 1353» 
being all of Free-ſtone, handſomely adorned with the 
Statues of the Emperours. The firſt and ſecond Story of 
this Building is divided into Chembers ; but the higheſt 
is all one entire Roows or Hall, 162 Foot long, and 60 
Foot broad. Ir is well painted indivers parts by Amt- 
4: Two Pieces of whoſe drawing are much eſteemed 


here ; one of the Reſ#rre/tion, and another of Ns 
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the Great , giving the Cherrer to the City of Hhen., Here 


the Emperours , at the time of their Corowetiow , uſed to 
keep their Feaſts , rogether with the EledFowrs and other 
Princes. The Roof is ſupported by four Pillars ; through 
the middle of which, the ſmoek of all the Chimneys of 
this Building , is by a handſome contrivance conveyed 
away. | 

Over againſt this Howſe, in the middle of the Piazza, 
is a Pounwtaizs, conſiderable both for /argeneſs and neat 


ſtrufure , contrived by a great Artiſt, Gerard Cors : 


where four Springs perpetually empty themſelves from 
above into a large Baſon of Copper , of thirty Foot Di«- 
meter ; from whence again it deſcends by fix Pipes into 
a Ciftern of Stone, handſomely engraved, and paſleth to 
many other Fountains in the Town. On the top of this 
Foantain ſtands a large Statue of Charles the Great, Patron 
of this Gity, made of braſs, and gilded over, He is in 
Armour, and looketh towards Germany. About the edges 
of the great braſs Beſon is this 1ſcription :

The inſide of the wile is af _rned 
wich Marble Pillars of divers forts, with Pillars of ora(s, 
gided Srarwes, braſs Doors and Partitions, and much 
Moſaick work. 

In the middle of the Church, where Charles the Great 
was buried, hangeth a very large Crows, given to this 
Church by the Emperour Frederick the Firſt. This Grown 
is made of ſolver and braſs gilt, adorned with ſixteen 
little Towers , and eight and forty Statues of ſilver, of 
about a Foot high, and thirty two which are lefſer. Fe- 
tweea theſe ſtand eight and forty Candleſticks to receive 
the Ligbts burat here upon Feſtivals. 

Ot theſe large Crowns I have ſeen at Colen , and other 
parts 3 aad it hath been an ancient Ornament in Churches. 
The Greeks havea Crows, or large Circle much like this, 
in the middle of moſt of their beſt Charches; on which 
they hang many Oſtrich Eggs, and the Piiures of the 4- 
poſtles and Saints, The Turks do likewiſe imitate it in 
their e Moſques, but inſtead of Pires place Lamps. 

Frederick the Firſt took up the Boay of Charles the 
Great out of its Sepulchre in the middle of the Church, 
and afterwards buried it again ; partly ina flper Crffir 
under the Altar of the @wire, and partly near the Wa/l 
of the old Building, covering it 167, ſame Tomb-ſtone , 
as before ; which is here reported td have been firlt ta- 
ken from the Tomb of Fulins Ceſar. It is of white Mar- 
le, andhaththe Figure of Proſerpins upon ir. Out of 
this Tomb of Charles the Great , were taken up a great 
number of Religues and conſiderable Rarities, which he 
had got together in his life cimez ſome of them given him 
by 4«ro0n King of Perſie, by the Patriarch of Conſtant: 
wople, and others; divers of which are ſtill preſerved 
here : and theſe following we had the opportugity Os 
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Frame made of ſtone, bordered with bars of Iron ; and

Some of the bleſſed Virgins hatr. One ring or /ink of the 
ehain with which St. Peter was chained in Priſov. The 
Head of (Charles the Great. The bones of his 4rm. His 
Sword which the Emperours wear at the time of their Co- 
ronation. The P:fure of the Fir21m Mary, with our Sa- 
wviour in her Arms, embotſed upon a Faſpis, done by Sr. 
Lake, hanged about the Neck of Charles the Great , and 
ſo found in his Tomb, A Noble Mansſcript of the Goſpels 
found in the ſame Tomb. Charles the Great's Horw which he 
uſed when he went a hunting. His Cracifix made out of 
the wood of the Croſs. Our Sawviowr's Girdle of Leather, with 
the Seal of Conſtantine the Great at eachend, A piece of 
the true Mawws. Some of the Bones and Blood of Sr. 
Stephen, richly enchaſed , upon which the Emperours 
are ſworn at their Inauguration. Apiece of one of the 
Nails of the Croſs, An Janus Dei ſent from the Pope to 


Charles the Great ; and many other Reliques, Here is al- 


ſo the Tombof the Emperour Orho (the Third , in black 
Marble, who in the year 1000, firſt conſtittited the Ele- 
Gors of Germany. | 
Near to this City are many ſorts of Mzzerals found ; as 
Lead-ore, the Sulphur, and Vitriol-ftone, Iron, Coal, and 
Caamia,or Lapis Calaminaris : With this latter we ſaw 
them make Braſs, or multiply Copper, in this manners 
They take calcineqyCadmis, or Calmey, as they call it, 
Copper from-Swedex, and the melted droſs of both; to 
twenty eight pounds of Copper they put an hundred pound 
of Calmey : They put firſt into very large Crxcibles , ſome 
old picces of braſs and ſlacker , or the droſs,. and 'after- 


wards the Calmey and Copper, and let them ſtand in the 
Furnace twelve hours 3 after which, they put eight Grs- 


cibles full into-one, and let what'will run over, the beſt 
ſinking always to the bottom; and then caſt it into a 
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ſo run it into braſs Plates, which are afterwards cut in pics 
ces with large Ciſſars. 

The hot Bathes are very much frequented at preſent. 
Within the inward Walls are three convenient ones: 7 he 
Emperours Bath, the Little Bath, and the Baih of S.. cn; 
ripuw. The Emperonurs Bath is in the ſaine p'ace, and tec 
with the ſame Springs with thac in which forme ry 
Chartes the Great took ſo much delight, that he ſrequent!y 
uſed to ſwim therein;in which Exerciſe few were more ©x- 
pert than himſelf; and ſpent the latter end of his days 
here, and would often invite to the Bath, not ovly ts 
Sons, Þut his Nobles, his Friend: and Guards ; ſo as it 
was cuſtomary to Bathe a hundred together in thoſe days. 
But now they are divided into lefſer Partitions. - Tic 
Emperonrs Bath having five Bathing Rooms ; and the Lzt- 
tle Bath which cometh out of it three, Theſe are reckoned 
to be Nitro-Sulphurews ; and ariſe ſo hor, that they ler 
them cool twelve hours before they uſe them, From un- 
der a great round Stone which covereda Well, in which 
there were ſome of theſe Het Springs, I ſaw Brimſtone , 
hard, above an inch thick, and Salr-peter, and a petri- 
fied Subſtance finely variegared, taken our, 

Beſides theſe, near unto the inward Wal! of the City, 
there are Baths which are not ſo hot as the former, eſteem- 
ed to be Swulphareo-nitrow : The ſmell of them is fome- 
what offenſive , and the water in the Ciſterns not tranſpa- 
rent. The firſt is the Bath of St. Cornelis , which hath 
two Receptacles. The ſecond, the Roſe Barth, ſo cal- 
led from Mr. Roſe, a Citizen of Aken, v ho built it. The 
third, Comps Badt, or the Poor man's Bath. Of this ſort 
of warm Water there is alfo a Fountain, much reſorted to, 
and drank of every morning in the Summer for wany Chro- 
nical Diſeaſes, About a Furlong out of the South-gare 


of Aken, is a Village called Porcetwm, or Borſes, from the 
great 
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great number of wild Hoggs, which formerly frequented 


that place ; in which are many Hot Sprizgs upon both 
ſides of a little Rzvoler, and let into Howſes, where they 
are diſtributed into ſeveral Baths of Stove. There are 
fourteen of theſe Howſes, and twenty eight Baths; the 
Baths holding ordinarily about fifty Tuns of Water, each 
of them: the Water is clear and pleaſant, without any 
offenſive ſmell ; exceſſive hot when it cometh firſt out of 
the Ground , hotter than the hotteſt of Aker, and is lefr 
to cool about eighteen hours before they uſe it. They uſe 
alſo an Inſtrument of Wood, pierced with many holes, 
to help to cool them ſooner, or to ſtir the Water when 
any one goeth in, whereby he is not ſo ſenfible of the 
heat. Thereare many cold Springs riſe near theſe hot 
ones, whereby they might be tempered;and ſurely the 
quantity of the hot Water being ſo great, no place might 
be made more delightful, nor no Baths more noble. The 
Turks in our times, do moſt of any Nation beautifie their 
Baths, and render them ſerviceable to their health and 
pleaſure. 

in Juftiris at Baden, the Sawer Bath is built after the 
Turkiſh manner, with a Cupola over it: and if any one 
hereafter ſhall build or beautifie theſe , they will yield to 
very few in Exrope, At preſent moſt of them are of a 
ſquare Figure, of about five or ſix yards over ; and the 
Houſes in which they are, very near one another. The 
firſt Houſe hath the name of the Ladies Bath ; the ſecond 
is the Snake; the third and fourth the Sword ; the fifth 
the Golaew Mill ; the ſixth the Fool ; the ſeventh the 
Cock ; the eighth the Great Bath ; the ninth the Fourtazn; 
the tenth the Crab; the eleventh the World Inverted; the 


_ Twelfth the Gleſs; the thirteenth the Angel ; and the 


fourteenth the ſe, There is alſo another in the open 


_ Air, called the Poor awan's. Bath. In the Street is a Well 


Or 
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Well or Fountain of theſe Hot-ſprings , of as great a heat 
as any I have ſeen; perpetually boyling or bubling. But 
of all theſe Baths Dr. Blondel and Dr. Didier have writ- 
ren ſo particularly, as I need not toadd any thing more , 
and particularly of their Uſes, 

Within two Leagues of Aken,in the Country of Lin: 
bourg , is a Mine of Lapss Calaminaris, which we went 
toſee, having a Corporal and eight Myſquetiers for our 
Security to paſs the Word. This eine lieth over a- 
paint the Caſtle of Ezmexberg. As ſoonas I had deliv:- 
reda Letter to Mr. Fohns Franck, Comptroller of the 
Mime for his Catholick Majeſty , he went along with us , 
ro ſhew us the manner how the Cadmis groweth in the 
Earth, and other Curioſities, This Mine having been 
wrought Three hundred years, and being one of the moſt 
remarkable of that kind, it may not be impertinent to 
ſer down ſome particulars concerning it, It is about 
eighteen or nineteen Fathoms deep, lying all open like a 
Chalk Mine, of an Oval Figure; they digg at preſent in 
ſeveral places, and the beſt Calmey lieth between the 
Rocks, in the deepeſt part of the Mine : They have now 
found an excellent Yeyn ſo placed, of eleven or twelve 
Foot thick, which they digg out with Pickaxes, with 
ſome difficulty , by reafon that the Lapis Caleminart 1s 
ſo very hard, The colour of this Stone is of a dark yellow 
and red, and hath Yeyws of watural Brimſtone mixed thin- 
lyin it. The Yeyns of the Lepic Calaminars being fo 
large, they follow them not only in one place, but digg 
over one anothers heads, and frame their work into the 
ſhape of large $rayrs, and one throws up what another 
diggs, and ſo upward' till they lade the Carts with 17. 
Some of the Cedmis is blackiſh and dark brown ; and 
there are Fluores between the Cavities of the Stone hand- 


ſomely figured, but moſt of a bleckiſb colowr, The works

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about the Mine themoſt remarkable, are theſe: r, An 
Overſbot-wheel in the Earth , which moves the Pumps to 
pump out the water ; and this not placed in the Mine, 
but on one ſide of it, and a paſſage cut out of the Mine 
to the botrom of it, by which the Mzze is drained ; and 
another paſſage or cuniculus , out of the place where the 
wheel is turned, which lets out the water which turns the 
wheel, and alſo the water which cometh our of the M7zne 
into the Neighbouring Valley. 2.The waſhing of the Ore 
or Stone, Which they pertorm, as at other works, by 
letting the water over it, and ſtirring it ;. and this they 
do whereſoever they begin to work near che Superficzes of 
the Earth, for there the Calmey is leſs, and more mixed 
with Clay and Earth: but the moſt remarkable work is 
the calcining of the Ore (for all our Lapis Calaminars of 
the Shops is the calcined Calmey) and it is worth the ſce- 
ing; for they place Faggots in a handſome order firit, 
and cover a large round Ares with them, of about For- 
ty or Fifty yards Diameter, upon which they place Char» 
caal inas good an order, till all be covered and filled 
up a yard from theground ; then they place ranks of the 
largeſt Stones of Calmey, and after them ſmaller, till they 
bave laidajl onz and then by ſetting fire to the bottoms, 
the fire comes to each ftoxe, and all is handſomely calci- 
ned, From hence we went to Limburg, meeting with di- 
vers Soulaiers upon the Road, who deſired mony of us, but 
did not attempt any thing againſt us, we being many of us 
together in Company. | 

Limburg is ſeated upon a high Rock , which overlooks 
all the Country, anda little River runneth almoſt round 
It at the bottom. The Avenue to the Town on the North» 
ſlide 1s difficult all along upon the edge of the Roch; and 
the Gate of the Town, over which is the Governour's 
Houſe, ſpreads it ſelf from one ſide of the Rock to the 


other, 
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other, and locketh up the paſſage. Here we ſhew our 
fr non from the Spaniſh Plenipotentiaries; and in the 
Afternoon had a pleaſant Journey tothe Spaz. In the way 
we ſaw where the French Army had paſſed the Country 
towards Metz, having lain about a Forenighr at [cher , 
after the taking of Maeſtreicht. 
Spa is a neat Villedge in the Foreſt of Jrdenna, ſeated 
in a bottom, encompalled on all ſides with Hills, and on 
| the North with ſteep Mountains, So that ic happenirg 
b ro rat while we were there, the p/ace was, in ſoine hows 
, tive, filled with water, the Hay waſhed out of the Mea- 
| dows, the fabs in the River madeeven, and Pobunt , one 
of the Mineral Fountains, was drowned. There was 
not much Company when we were there, although 1: were 
in the hotteſt time of the year , which is moſt ſeaſonab'e 
for drinking the waters ; by reaſon of the wars, and tte 
# danger of coming through the Country ro them. Bur in 
| Sp it ſelf all people are free from danger, ali the Neigh- 
4 bouring Przxces proteQing it, and would count it very 
diſhonourable to diſturb a place, which by the virtae cr 
its Myneral Springs, is ſo beneficial to Mankind, Theit 
Waters are not only drunk upon the place , but are aifo 
ſealed up in Bottles, and ſent into many parts of Europe. 
And Mr. Coquelet, at whoſe Howſe we lodged, told we 
that he ſent it as far as Saragoſſs in Spain: and that he had 
at that time Thirty thouſand Bozeles empty, and waited 
for a good ſeaſon to fill them, which is the hotteſt, ary- 
eft time of the Summer, and the hardeſt Froſt in Winter ; 
at which times the water is ſtrongeſt, /parkling , and bruk, 
The chiefeſt of theſe eMzineral Fountains are theſe, Gerox- 
fſter, Saviniere, Tonnelet, and Pobunt. 
Geronſter is in the middle of a: thick Wood, about an: 
Engliſh mile anda half Southward of the Sp; it 1s the 


| ſtrangeſt of any, and the beſt adorned , being buile = 
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with ſtone, and a Pavilion over it , ſupported with four 
handſome fone Pillars. There is a green place cleared in 
the Wood near toit, anda little Honſe for the Patients to 
warm themſelves in early, in the morning, Or in cold wea- 
ther, The Arms of S' Conrad Bowrgſaorff, who adorn- 
ed this Fountain , are placed over, on two ſides; and 
On the other two this Inſcription in French and High-dutch, 
ina handſome Oval.

This Fountain ſmelleth very ſtrong of Brimſtone , and 
cauſeth vomiting ina great many, yet paſſerh chiefly by 
Urine, as they do all; and ſtrikes a purple with Nut- 


galls more inclinigg to red, than the waters of Tunbridge. 


The Sediment is of a light blew in the Fowntain , but of a 
aark dirty redevery where elſe, Not far from this is a- 
nother large Sprizg in the Wood much like it , but not as 
yet built and beaurified. 

$evimere is another Fountain, almoſt as far from the 
Sz Eaſtward,and built afcer the manner of a Towey : the 
Actazlz are not ſo ſtrong as the former. There is another 
Fountain hard by this, almoſt the ſame , held to be par- 
ticularly gaod for the 8rone and Gravel. 


The 
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The third is Tozelet, ariſing in the Meadow, and buile 
up with fone : But being there are no Trees nor Shades 1. 
bout it, it is not ſo delightful as the others. And Hey. 
rica ab Heers in his Spadacrene, faith that this is more »; 
zrows than the reſt, and cauſeth ſuch a coldneſs in the 
mouth and ſtomach, that few can drink of it. 

The fourth is Pohwnt , in the middle of the Town, irom 
whence moſt of the water is drawn which is ſent abroad . 
if no particular one be ſent for. This was beautified with 
handſome Stome-work , by the Biſhop of Liege, ro whom 
this place belongeth, and this Inſcription ſet- over it, S- 
witati Sacrum. lt is alſo called the Fountain of St. Remaclus , 
to whom it was dedicated ; and theſe Verſes are likewiſe 
engraven upon It :

This opens all Obfſtru&ions , 

And wears away hard Tumours ;

Being at the Spa, we viſited Frarchimont one Aﬀer» - 
noon , paſſing through a thick Word, there is an old Ca- 
ſtle, and good Brimftone and Vitriol-works, the ſame 
Stone affording both ; and I preſume may alſo make the 
Sp«-water under ground , orat leaſt be a principal I®»- 
gredient in it. We ſaw the manner here how they mel- 
ted, and caſt their Brimftone firſt into great Pails , the 
florid and clear parts remaining at the top and middle,the 


thick and. more obſcure ſubſiding and adhering to the 
bottom 
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bottom and ſides, and is that which 1s ſold for Sulphuy 
Vivum, We ſaw alſo the manner of caſting the Brim- 


ftone into Rolls, or Magaaleons ; And near unto this 


place a ſwoaking, burning , littie Hu, which is thus 
cauſed : They throw out the burnt Pyrztes, out of which 
Brimſlone hath been diſtilled , and the Fitrio/ drawn our 
by infuſion, upon this Hz, which conſiſts all of the ſame 
matter, which ferments in time, grows hor, ſmnoaks, and 
burns perpetually, and withal, drinks 1n a new YVitriy] 
into its ſelf, 

From the Spa we croſſed over to Frapont, a Village 
ſeared upon the pleaſant River Hts, or Ourte, where 
we took Boat aud went downa rapid Stream, yet one of 
the pleaſanteſt I ever ſaw, winding and turning between 
ſo many green Hills, in part of the Foreſt of Arduenne, 
We deſcended afterwards thirty or forty ſmall Falls in a 
long Boat made on purpoſe. The Oar or Paddle being 
only a ſquare piece of Board fixed to the end of a Pole, 
the Pole ſtanding perpendicularly in the middle of ir. 
The delightful River Yeſa , or the Weſdrer, ſoon met us, 
and joyning together, we fell down with them into the 
Maes near Liege. Upon the Banks of theſe Rivers 
all the Arms, Gus, and other Inſiruments are made, for 
which the Country of Liege is remarkable. 

Liege, Luick, Leodium, or Auguſis Eburonum ; 
Learned Men think, this City to be ſeated near that Val- 
ley , wherein two Legions of Fulixs Ceſar , under Sabi- 
aw and Cotta, were deſtroyed by 4mblorix , chief Com- 
mander of the Eburones. It is ſeated ppon the River 
Meſa, which entring with two Szreams, wakes ſome 
pretty //ands, Three other ſmall Rivers ariſing in the 
Foreſt of Ardenna, are alſo here received into the 
Maes, whereby they have plenty of Fiſh and other 
Conveniencies, . The City is very, populous, and {6 , 

al 
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hath been in former Ages, when as Charles Duke of Par. 
gunay, ſacked it, and deſtroyed an hundred thouſard of 
the people. 

Ie aboundeth with fair Churches, ſtately Converts, 
and Re/rgiows Foundations , richly endowed, ſo that ir 
hath been called the Paradiſe of ' Prieſts, and is in that 
kind the moſt notable in al! thele parts, The Palace of 
the Biſhop isa noble Fabrick,buii: by Cardinal Erardus, 
Biſhop of Lz7ege. The Cathearal beareth the Nawe of Sr. 
Lambert, who being Biſhop of Maeſtreicht was wurder- 
ed by Dodo and others,about the year 622, The Sce was 
afterwards tranſlated unto Liege iy Hubertis, as it had 
been formerly from Tongres to Maeſtreicht , and the Bo- 
dy of St. Lambert removed unto this Church, which is 
at preſent very noble, being built of a reddiſh Stone , 
very much carved without, and handſomely adorned 
within. Between the ©@maireand Sacriſty, is this Inſcrip- 
toy in very largg-Lerters : |

OF the Pariſh Churches that of St. Fohn, and of St, 
Servaſizs are fair. Of the Abbies that of St. Faceb with: 
in the Town, and of St. Lawrence, built by Biſh6p Ra- 
ginardus upon an Hill out of the Town, are nob:e. There 
| 18alſo a Colledge of Exgliſh Jeſuites, well-ſeated upon a 
Hill, where the Garden is handſome, and the Dyals wace 
by Frenciſcws Linws, are worth the ſeeing: And an Exy- 
liſþ Nunnery handſomely built. In the Church of the Gu- 
Hielmites, out of the Town, lieth the Body of our famous 
Country-man Sir John Mandeville, who, after he had 
travelled through ſo many parts, rook anaffeRion unto 
this place, and here paſſed the remainder of his life, and 
gs Epitaph, and ſome Rarities of his, are ſtill tobe 

een, 

Biſhop Notger , who was conſecrated by St. Gereon, 
Arch-biſhop of Colew, anddiedin the year 1007. built 
the walls of this City , and being Tutor to Orho the third, 
he found means very much to beautifie it, to repair and 
build divers Churches, and endow them with rich Re- 
venues, and let the River Maes into the Town, which be- 
fore ran upon ene ſide of it, As 
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As their Churches are fair and numerous, CQ are their 
Bells and Chimes remarkable. [n the Cathedral of Se. 
Lembert there are eight large Bells, and twelve leſſer ; 
and chere is one ſo great, as it is ſaid to require Twenty 
four men tOring it. . Inthe Church of Sr. Pasl the Be'ls 
and Chimes are conſiderable as alſ, at Sr. Lawrezxce and 
the croſſed Friers. Ic 1s aifo an Univerſity, and was ſ\) 
famous in former Ages , that they ſti!l cake notice thar at 
one time there have been Nine Sons of Kings, Twenty 
four Dukes Sons, Twenty nine of Counts, beſides many 
of great Barons Students therein, 

Their Speech here, as a.ſo at Spaw, is called Roman, 
and is a kind of old Frepch, or Dialed of that Langage, 
a great part of which is wade up of Latin, or Koman 
words: and they call the Neighbouring Language of the 
Dutch, Txiſcow., But many ſpeak very good French. 
They have ſome Vineyards affording a ſmall Wine, The 
Hills about furniſh them with Quarries of good Stone , 
and of ſeveral kinds. They have alſo divers Mines and 
Minerals, and great quantity of Pit-coal for Fire, in ſome 
places fetched deep out of the Earth, in others nearer 
the Surface : and in one place I ſaw them beginning todig 
where they immediately found Coal. Their Pumps and 
Engines todraw out the water, are very conſiderable at 
theſe Mines ; in, ſome places moved by Wheels, at above 
a Furlongs diſtance, to which they are continued by 
ſtrong Wood-work, which moves backwards and for- 
wards continually. 

The C#tadel.ſtandeth upon a Hill, and is of great Strength; 
Ie was built io keep. the City of Liege under SubjeQion. 
For 1649. there being ſome diſturbances in the City , 
Ferdinand , the Elefor of Colen, offering to come 1nto 
the Town toappeaſe it, was oppoſed by the Conſul, 7s- 
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cobus Hennet, who was ſoon after ſurpriſed and behezd- 
ed, ropether with Bartholomenus Kolanaus ; the Conſul has 
ving ſworn the EleQtor ſhould never come in whilſt he 
were alive. And the C:ztadel ſaon after was ordered to be 
built, - The Bridges are handſome : that over the preat 
Stream of the Maes is very broad and fair, and hath large 
Arches. From hence we could read the EleQor's name 
upon the Citadel, Maximiliansus, although it were at a 
very great diſtance, the Letters were ſo large. 

From Liege we had a pleaſant paſſage down the Water 
to Maeſtreicht, paſſing by Argentav, a Caſtle ſeated u;- 
on a high Rock on the right ſide of the River , belonging 
then to the King of Spars, afterwards by Vichet in the 
half way, and then by Navagze, a ſtrong Forc in the 
Maes , which commands the River, and at that timedid 
the Spantard ſervice ; then by pleaſant Rocks on our left 
hand, wherein many Cuts and Paſſages have been dipgged, 
till we came in ſight of Maeſtreichr. 

This Town having been a little before taken from the 
United States by a ſharp Siege , was full of French, and 
had a Garriſon in it of about Ten thouſand men ; and in 
the Market-place ſtood about Two hundred large Field- 
pieces. We ſaw the places where they had their Batte- 
ries and their Mines, and the Half-moon which the Duke 
of Monmouth took : the Out-works were very nume- 
rous, and many of them undermined. Colonel Szorff 
hew'd us a handſome Draught of all the Works, Ap- 
proaches and Manner of taking of the. Town. 

About a quarter of a Mile out of the Town we went 


into the great Quarry of Stone, which is one of the no- 


bleſt ſure in the World, Between Pades and Vicenza I 
had formerly ſeen the famous Cave of Cuf#z4, or Cwbols, 
ſaid to be aboye:Five hundred Fathoms 3n breadth, and 

: Seven 
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Seven hundred in length, bur this doth far ſirpaſs it; 
the Roof 1s very highand ſtately in m9 places, the 1:l- 
Jars not to be numbred, al very large ; vie paſſed two 
miles under ground awong{t them : No Labyrimh can ke 
contrived more intricate, and yet all parts are uniform. 
The Floor ali ina level, and the Koof in woſt places of 
the ſame height, and ſo much hath that uniform rule. 
which I ſuppoſe was fer to thoſe who firſt dipged, and ſo 
hath ſucceſſively been obſerved, added to the beauty Of 
this place, that there 1s ſcarce any thing wore nuble, It 
put me in mind of the hundred Chambers of Nero, which 
he cauſed to be made under Ground in the Rocks at Baiz. 
And the Water which we met with in one place, wade mz 
thinkof Nero's adwirable Fiſh-pond, buile in the like 
manner within the Earth, We came out apain near to a 
Convent upon the Banks of the River , and returned by 
water to Maeſtreicht, 

The next day we parted Company, Mr. Aewton, Mr, 
Ettrick, Mr. Grove, Mr, Carlton, and Mr. Newcomb went 
for Akew and Colem; Mr. Bates and Mr. Daſton went up 
the River again to Liege, at which place, ſtaying a day 
or twoto find a convenience to paſ; to Bruſſels, we were 
nobly entertained at a Dinner with Veniſon, Wild-boar, 
and other Diſpes, by that worthy Perſon and Learned 
 Mathematician Franciſcus Slufis, one of the great Canons 
of Liege, who alſo continued his high Ctwilities to us to 
the laſt eMzinute.we ſtayed in Towr., 

Leaving Liege we ſoon came in ſight of Toxgres, or 
Tangrorum oppidum , the moſt ancient place in all theſe 
Countries. Ortelius would have it to be called of o1d 
Atuatuca: It was a ſtrong hold before the coming of 
Fulins Ceſas into Gawt, : nd was afterwards made a Ke- 
24s. Station, and-in proceſs. of time became ſo great 
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that Attils the Hen deſtroyed an hundred Churches in it, 
it being at that time a Biſbops See, which in the year 498 
St. Servetizs removed unto Maeſtreicht. Many old Coins 
and Antiquities are ſti1] found here ; and part of an old 
Chappel, ſaid to be built by St. Matermus , Diſciple to 
St, Peter, is ſtill remaining. When the King of France 
made his great inroad into the Low- Countries, 1672. he 
borrowed this Town of the EleGor of Cologne , and then 
paſſed on to Meſeick, where croſſing the Country to the 
Rhine, by the ſides of theſe great Rivers, Rhine and 
Maes , he made that notable Incarfton, arid quitted not 
Tonpres till he had taken Maeſtreicbt the year following, 
We dined this day at Borchloe, and lodged at St. Truvs, 
or St. Trudex, a handſome little Town, ſo called from a 
Churchand Abby herein dedicated to that Same. 

The next day we dined at Tienen, or Triimort, on the 
little River Geet, once one of the chief Towns in Bra- 
bant, but long fincedecayed. In theſe Plain Countries, 
in many places we ſaw ſmall Hil's, or Sepulchral Eminen- 
ces of the Growwd: And near unto the Walls of Trenes, 
are three very remarkable ones, ſaid to be the Tombs of 
great Commanders. In the Evening we came to Lo- 
Vin. 

Lovin is the chick City of that quarter of Brabazt , 
which comprehendeth Arſehot, Halen, and Judoigne; an 
ancient and large City, pleaſantly ſeated upon the River 
Dele ; it is of great-Girewtt , and the compeſ# of the wall 
accounted above four miles about : but there are many 
void Spaces, Hills, Fields, and -Gardens within it, 
which makes it very pleaſant and delightful. There 
are herein divers good Buildings , Conmvents, and Chur- 
ches: the chief whereof is the ſtately Charch of St. 
Peter , the :Comvent of the Canthuſians , the Hoſpital. 
The 
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The publick Palace or Senate-honſe are alſo No- + 
bie. 
* [tr is the great Univerſuy of theſe parts, ſaid to have 
had its beginning about 926. but endawed by Fehr the 
Fourth, Duke of Brabant, and confirmed by Pope Mar: 
{in the Fifth, 1425. There axe Forty three Colleages in 
it; whereof the four chief are Lilium, Falco, Caſtrum, 
Porcus. Goropins Becanns , a Learned Man, and Native 
of Bruſſels , affirmeth, That no Univerſity in Italy, France, 
Germany, or Spain, 1s to be compared unto it for irs e- 
legant and pleaſant Situation, The Univerſity is viider + 
the Governmeat of ReFor, who is in great «ſtcem and 
hogour ameng them. This Univerſuy hath produced 
many Learned Men : But neither the Buildings of the Col- 
ledges, nor their Endowments do equal thoſe of our Uni- 
wverſities , and the Situation thereof ſeems not to exceed 
that of Oxford. 

We travelied from hence to Braſſe/s, being moſt part 
of the way in the fight of the very high Tower of the 
Church of St. Rombald at Machliz, 

Count Monterest was then Governour of the Low- 
Countries , and reſided at Bruſſels, the ordinary Seat of 
the Governours of the Spaniſh Netherlands ; which City 
he had taken care to fortifie, and to make it more tena- 
ble, if it ſhould be attempted by the Freach. | 

From Bruſſels we paſſed to Antwerp , where we were 
handſomely created by Mr. Waters and Mr. Hartop, and 
having viſited ſome of our Friends, the next day we 
paſſed the River 8chelde, and took Coach in the morning, 
travelling through a fruitful, plain, flat Country , ſet 
with rows of Trees in molt places, and arrived in the e- 


vening at Ghezs. 


Gaunt, 
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Gaunt, Gandavum, or Ghent, is eſteemed to be the 
greateſt City, not only of Flanders, but of all the Low- 
Countries , and challengetha p ace amongſt the greateſt 
in Ewrope 3 bur at preſent it decreaſeth and decays ra- 
ther than encreaſeth. And if Gharles the Fifth were now 
alive, he could not put Pars into his Gazt, a preater 
Glove would-not fic that City , which is ſo much increa- 
ied fince his time. In Ghent are wany noble Converts, 
ainong which the Feſwztes 15 one of the faireſt : There is 
a Cloiter alſo of Engliſh Nuns. The Cathearal is ſtatcly, 
and the Tower belonging to it being very high, gives a 
proſpe& of a pleaſant and fruitful Country round a- 
boutit, There are divers Piazz4's, largeand fair; in 
one of which ſtands a large gilded Stratus of Charles the 
Fifth, Emperourand King of Spaizy, who was born in 
this City, The whole Tow: is generally well-built,and 
the Streets are fairand clean, The Inhabitants hereot 
have been taken notice of to be extreamly given to Se- 
aition, and for their ſakes a great many other Czttes in 
Europe are puniſhed, and have in a wanner totally loſt 
their Liberties : For the Spantards, to curb the Seditt- 
ous humour of the People of Ghext, were put upon the 
Invention of building Gitadels in Cities , whereby a few 
Soulazers are able to ſuppreſs any Commotion , or beat 
down the Tows , ſo that here I ſaw the firſt Citadel that 
Was built.in Europe by Charles the Fifth : It is not large, 
and the Baſtions little, and thoughof a Regular Figure, 
yet not ſo convenient as thoſe. of latter days, fince that 
Art hath been improved. 

From Gbert we paſſed by water about Twenty Eng- 
liſh miles to Bruges , a very elegant large City , and for- 
merly a place of very great Trade, being within three 
Leagues of the Sea ; ſo that from the tops of their high- 
KELD, eſt 
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eſt Builaings , the Ships under Sail are viſible, and at 
the ſame time a Fleet of Ships, andalarge Territory of 
a ſruitful, pleaſant Country , cometh under your eye. 
It is fortified with Works of Earth and deep Ditches. 
The Converts arenumerous: The artific al Cuts of IWa- 
ter from this Town to all places, maketh it of eafie ac- 
ceſs ; and though it hath no Port, the Paſſage from hence 
to Oſtend by water is ſhort: And they are at preſent up- 
ona Deiign of bringing Ships up to this Ciey, 

Oftend is about Ten Engliſh miles from Bruges, ſeated 
upan the waves of the German Ocean, which waſh it 
continually on one 11Je : And they have now cuntrived it 
ſo, as to let the Sea in almolt round the Town for a preat 
ſpace, whereby it 1s become much more ſtrong and de- 
fenſible than before. For when I looked upan it, and 
conſidered v. hat it was when it was befi*ged by Arch- 
duke A4lbertus, and taken by Marquiſs Ambriſius Spins- 
ls, 1604. with an tonoureble Surrender af. er three 
years Siege,l canno! but aſcribe very much unto thei! Sup» 
plies from Exglanad, and the obſtinate Valour of the Des 
fendants, eſpecially the Ez2liſh under Sir Francis Vere, 
S$lays being ia the hands of the Srates of the {{nited Pro- 
vinces, and Dunkirk under tle French. The Spaniards 
poſſeſs no other Port in Flanders but this and Newport ; 
and this being the moſt conſiderable, they are now ma- 
king the Haves large, and are upon a conſiderable Work 
in order to the carrying of their Ships over into that Curt 
which goeth frum Offend to Bruges, out of their Har- 
bour, by the weans of a very great Lock or Receptacle of 
4 ater,which is to communicate with both z which, when 
it is finiſhed, may be very advantageous to the Traffick, 
of the Spaniſh Netherlands, This Town ſtands very 
low, but the Streers are ſtreight, large, and uniform 
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Fram hence I went all along upon the Sea-ſhoar to 
Newport, a handſome Tow 2, with large fair Streers , bur 
low built, There were then a preat number of ſmall 
Ships in the Harbowr. This place 1s famous for the Bat- 
tel of Newport, fought here by Albertus, and Count 
e Maurice, wherein the Spaniſh Forces loſt the day, and 
mach of the honour of the Field was due unto the Eng- 
liſh under Sir Franck Vere ; ſince which time, a'though 
there hath been wuch blood ſhed in theſe Quarters , yet 
there ha:hnot been ſo conſiderable a Bartel ever ſtance , a!- 
though the Ex2liſh had alſo the fortune to do great Ser- 
vice hereabout at a fight called the Bartel of the Sanahls, 
vw hena part of the Army of French and Engliſh, wi ch 
beſieged Dunitirk fought with the Spaniſh Forces by [\ew- 
port, and ov-rthrew them. 

From A'ewport we put to Sea, failing out of the Har- 
bour, and intending for Exg/and ; but the wind being ve- 
ry high and contrary, after having been at Sea all the nighr, 
and had leiſure ro take notice of the great number of Sexas 
upon that Coaſt, in the morning we put into Maratke , 
where at preſent there is only a Fort of Wood juſt above 
the High-water mark, withſome few (uns mounted, The 
o:her Fort, more into the Land, being demoliſhed. 

Dunkirk is much increaſed of late, and the King of 
France hath not ſpared mony to render it conſiderably 
ſtrong. He hath very nea? finiſhed a noble Citedel,begun 
by the Engliſh while this Town was in their poſſeſſion , 
which hath the Sex on one (ide of it,the Hawes on another, 
and the Sanahills towards the Land, which when the wind 
15 at South-weſt, doth ſomewhat annoy it : To prevent 
which, the French have made divers Cuts and Chanels 
through the Sands, into which the Sea entring, doth moi- 
ſten and Gxthe Sand, ſoas they are not ſo apt tofly. And 
every 
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every Baſtion is ſprucely kept and covered within with 
green Turf. Beyond the old Wall of the Town, ther® 
are now great Works drawn, which encompaſs ſo larg© 
a ſpace of Ground, that the Town is made bigger by 
half: And in this part ſtands the Exgliſh Nunnery , and 
many handſome Buildings. The new Fortifications are 
very large ; and the Baſtion towards the North the moi: 
ſtately , upon which the King of Fraxce entertained the 
Duke of Monmouth. The Port is Jarge, and capable of 
receiving a great number of Ships, but at low water it is 
almoſt dry z and there are ſo many Sands before it, that at 
that'tiwe the Sea comes not inany depth within a mile of 
it, 

From Dunkirk we travelled by Land to Graveling, 
where the Works are of Earth, large and high, the Church 
ſtately, the Streets broad, but the Houſes low, and at 
preſent not populous, 

From Graveling | came to Calais, from whence ſetting 
Sail inthe morning , we came to Dover, and the ſame day 


to Londoy. 
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
